SIR CHARLES Dix stated in the House 
of Commons yesterday, in answer to a 
question, that the Russian frontier is 
now within 190 miles of the Afghan 
frontier. Most Englishmen will fear that 
this is too near. Lord Hartington told 
an inquisitive member that the English Gov- 
ernment had granted Abdurrahman Khan 
subsidies amounting to $1,995,000. The En- 
glish taxpayers will have to pay about half 
the sum, and the British Indian taxpayers 
will have to stand the other half. 


WHILE a passenger-traln drawn by two 
engines was passing over the provisional 
wooden bridge on the Moreles (Mexican) 
Railroad Thursday night the structure gave 
way, and the engines and cars tumbled over 
the precipice. One hundred barrels of 
brandy were set on fire by the engines, and 
the mangled victims of the disaster were, in 
many instances, burned toacrisp. Thedead 
number over 250, of whom 197 are Mexican 
soldiers and seventeen Mexican officers. 
About forty women and children were more 
or less injured by fire or by falling over the 
precipice, Sixty persons were saved. 


THERE was a scene in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday when O’Donnell, an Irish 
member, being dissatisfied at the reasons 
given by Secretary Forster for the proclama- 
tion of Waterford under the Coercion act, 
moved the adjournment of the House, and 
denounced the Government for having in a 
cowardly and unjust manner made use of the 
powers conferred on it by the Coercion act. 
The course of the Government was sustained 
by a vote of 305 to 28. During the debate one 
Irish member charged that the district was 
proclaimed in order to render it more easy 
for the Duke of Devonshire, Lord Harting- 
ton’s father, to collect his rents; another 
member referred to Forster asa “ Brum- 
magem Castlereagh.” Mr. Forster seems to 
have a hard time of it.

THERE are eight Republican candidates for 
Speaker of the next House of Representa- 
tives—viz.: Keifer, of Ohio; Kasson, of 
Iowa; Hubbell and Burrows, of Michigan; 
Hiscock, of New York; Robinson, of New 
Jersey; Reed, of Maine; and Orth, of Indi- 
ana. Keifer, who is the Ohio candidate, is 
the most active at present, but the chances 
are that either Kasson or one of the Mich- 
igan candidates will win. Sam Randall, Sam 
Cox, and Blackburn are the Bour- 
bon candidates. Ladd will probably 
get the empty honor of a nomina- 
tion from the Greenbackers, while Kelley, 
of Pennsylvania, is spoken of as an inde 
pendent candidate. The declarauon of Speer, 
of Georgia, that he would act with the Re 
publicans, has put a damper to the Demo- 
cratic hopes that an anti-Republican candi- 
date can be elected. 


Mr. Bnooks, the American Consul at 
Queenstown, Ireland, has returned to his 
post from a visit to Henry O’Mahoney, who 
claims to be an American citizen, and who 
is confined in Limerick Jail under the Coer- 
cion act. Mr. Brooks says there is no doubt 
that O’ Mahoney was a bona fide naturalized 
citizen of the United States. Last spring he 
was elected to the office of Poor, Law Guar- 
dian, a municipal office created by the laws 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and though 
Mr. Brooks does not say that this fact 
vitiates his claim to American protection, he 
intimates that it does. It is strange that 
O’ Mahoney, Boyton, and other Land-Leaguers 
who have interfered in Irish politics, 
have lived in Ireland for years,and have 
acted as citizens of that country, dislike so 
much to meet the responsibilities which they 
have voluntarily assumed. It seems ridicu- 
lous and unmanly in them to try to shirk 
such responsibilities now, by getting out of 
their troubles through third parties. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL MACVEAGH has, at 
the request of Secretary Kirkwood, given an 


opinion in reference to the troubles between 


the Indians of the Choctaw and Chickasaw 
Nations and the white settlers in their ter- 
ritory, growing out Of different interpreta- 
tions of the “Permit” laws of the Indian 
Nations.

© Wasutwaron, D. C., June 27,—Capt. Hoop- 
er, of the revenue steamer Corwin, under 
date of Ounalaska, May 20, 1881, writes to 
Secretary Windom that he arrived there in 
twelve and one-half days from San Francis- 
co. The past winter at Ounalaska has been 
unusually warm, but, in the latter part, 
heavy nortliwest gales and show-storms pre- 
valled. The natives of some of the islands 
suffered very much from typhoid pneumonia, 
which became epidemic. Capt. Hooper adds:

THE ATTORNFY-GENERAL’S DECISION.

The decision of the Attorney-General! is that 
every law passed by the Legislature of the 
Five Nations is binding on all the world, sub- 
ject only to the Constitution of the United 
States and the treaties made with the United 
States. ‘Lhe attorney of the Choctaw Nation, 
who is here, regards this as a great triumph. 
The decision, probably, will atfect railroad 
operations in that Territory.

may do. An ex-Congressmah who is taking 
much interest in the Speakership contest 
says the Bucks will have a selection of their 
own for Speaker, and Crowley, of New York, 
is mentioned. This theory of a Buck fight, 
however, seems to be an extreme view. A 
member who has talked with all the other 
Republican members whom he has met on 
the subject of Speaker says: The 
Buck and anti- Buck issue will not 
enter into the contest at all. If the Repub- 
licans had a good-sized majority, that ques- 
tion might be fought over, but their hold 
upon the next House is so slim that they will 
be careful to avoid all subjects calculated to 
create dissension. There will be competi- 
tion for the compliment of the Democratic 
namination, though it looks as if Randall 
will get it. Blackburn’s friends will push 
him for it, and Sam Cox will also be voted 
for in caucus. The Greenbackers will nomi— 
hate a candidate, and some of them favor 
Kelley, of Pennsylvania.

THE COMET. 


PROF. KLEIN. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 27.—Prof. Klein, of 
Hartford, Ky., claims that he discovered the 
comet now attracting attention last Septem- 
ber. In a letter published in the Couwrier- 
Journal of to-morrow, he says: This s8o- 
called newly-discovered comet may be new 
to the world at large, but it is not new to 
me, as have been gazing upon this very 
comet ever since last September. You will 
remember that I told you in my letters that 
it would be visible to the naked eye in June 
or July, 1831, and that it would not 
be seen again for seventy-nine years. Fur- 
thermore, it is not the comet of 1819, but it is 
the comet of 1783, which was supposed to be 
the cause of the terrific atmospherical dis- 
turbances of that year. I feel that I know 
more about this comet than other astrono- 
mers, as I have nursed it, as it were, from its 
first appearance until the present, and I 
know my comet by sight just as a father 
would know his children by seeing them. 
Prof. Swift and other eminent scientists 
have written to me in regard to it from 
time to time. ever sinee last fall.” The 
Courier-Journal of Sept. 5 contains an ac 
count of the discovery of this comet by 
Prof. Klein, in which he, at that time, said: 
“Tam of the opinion that the earth passed 
through the tail of this comet, and that Its 
vapors so permeated our atmosphere as to 
be the direet cause of the recent unprece- 
dented rain-fall all over the country. I 
believe it was the cause of the great snow- 
storm on the lakes early in the fall. Indeed, 
the tail of the comet may have actually 
swept all ever that portion of the continent. 
Many recent hurricanes can, I think, be ac- 
counted for it we accept the above theory.” 


DOM PEDRO. 

Wasntneton, D. C., June 27.—The Comp- 
tes Rendus, the official organ of the Acade- 
my of Science of France, received at the 
Naval Observatory to-day, contains a dis- 
patch from the Emperor of Brazil, dated 
May 29, announcing the discovery of a comet 
in right ascension 5 hours 2 minutes, declin- 
ation south 81 degrees 15 minutes, moving 
northward. This discovery was made two 
days before Dr. Gould’s alleged discovery, 
and the official astronomers. here say it is un- 
doubtedly the same comet. By some over- 
sight, this message from Brazil has not here- 
tofore been published outside of France. 

Prof. Hall, of the Naval Observatory, to- 
dav received a dispatch from George Simms, 
dated New Orleans, stating that while camp- 
ing at Morelos, Mexico, on the morning of 
the 10th, he discovered this comet. Astrono- 
mers took advantage of the opportunity for 
observing offered last night, and to-day are 
busily at work making computations uppn 
the basis of the material obtained. 


WASHINGTON. 

Wasninaton, D. C., June 27.—At the Na- 
val Observatory last night the position of the 
recently-discovered comet, at its lower culmi- 
nation, was found with a transit circle to be 
5 hours 48 minutes 38 4-10 seconds of right 
ascension, and 57 degrees 40 minutes 52 sec- 
onds of north declination; time, 11:27 p. m. 


DRAPPR. ‘ 

New York, June 27.—The comet has bee 
suceessfully photographed by Prof. Henry 
Draper at his observatory at Hastings on the 
Iiudson. Prof. Draper obtained several 
negatives. The impressions will be made 
and pictures distributed to men of science 


throughout the world.

THE BOY NUISANCE, 


An Evil that Must Soon Be Taken in 
Mand by the Authorities. 
Hurt ford Courant. 

The recent accident at Willimantic, on the 
New York & New England Koad, by which 
several cars were wrecked, one man was 
badly hurt, and the whole business of a great 
railroad was delayed for hours, was due to 
the mischief of idle boys. Not a month ago 
a party of idle boys were arrested in New 
Britain who bad been playing at the same 
game for some time,—loosening the brakes 
on cars and letting them run down grade. 
Serious accidents from the same cause 
have been reported a number of times 
from other places. There is no railroad 
depot but has its band of boy loafer 
and no (freight-yard but is _ infest 
by them. In Hartford, at the north end, 
where sO many cars stand on side-tracks, 
boys steal couplings to such an extent, to Sell 
for old iron, that the railroad managers are 
really interested to find a patent coupler with 
a fixed link,—wmore interested, apparently, we 
regret to say, in this economical reform than 
in any sentimental desire to save the lives of 
brakemen. 

Boys fired into a passenger-train at Wind- 
sor not long ago, and it was a boy who was 
caught shooting at the elevated railroad 
trains in New York recently. Now all this 
is merely a slight suggestion of the trouble 
boys wake in one line of industry. They are 
capable of as much in many other ways, and 
they may be relied on to live up to their capa- 
bilities. Where they come from and what to 
do with them are two questiohbs hard to an- 
swer. 

There is no doubt that all through all our 
cities idle boys are vastly more numerous 
than formerly, and in far greater proportion 
to the whole population than formerly. San 
Francisco has its hoodlums“ so plenty 
that they are a class feared; and in New 
York lawless boys are the worst class the 
people have to deal with. Our compulsory 
public-school system is in its 1 nature a 
confession of the neglect or inability of pa- 
rents to bring up their children, and, on the 
other hand, it can neverdo fully the work 
they neglect todo. Nor does it reach all. It 
is a curious feature of our industrial prog- 
ress that it lessens rather than increases the 
chances for boys to work. There have been 
a few new branches opened, of course. There 
are cash-boys,—a comparatively recent set of 
child-employés,—and there are the district 
méssenger-boys, who in our considerable 
cities count up quite a large number. But 
this is about all the new work that lms 
opened for them, and it is not in any way 
progressive. It is work the boy can out- 
grow without fitting himself therein for any- 
thing better. 

And against such opportunities as these 
must be set the great closing of doors caused 
by the trade unions of all sorts. While work 
is increasing and while all present workers 
must before long die and disappear, still the 
* Unions” insist upon limiting the number 
of boys who shall learn their trades and be 
their successors, and, iustead of in any way 
contributing to the advancement of their 
work, they thus put all possible obstacles in 
the way of the development of a right knowl- 
edge of it. The head of a large establish- 
ment in this city, who employs many men, 
was recently requested to make each of his 
apprentices a meinber of the Hartford Lib- 
rary as an excellent way to help them and to 
help the library. In replying, he said that he 
did not have one apprentice now to where he 
formerly had a dozen. And yet the estab- 
lishment is four or five times as large as it 
was when apprentices were plenty. 

This is one illustration of what is true of 
all the trades, and of course if there is no 
chance offered to a, boy to learn a trade he 
must float around or shoulder a shovel. 
This floating population of boys with plenty 
of time to read pernicions literature and 
drink beer are the source from which nine- 
tenths of our criminals come. They are a 
menace to society and they are irfcreasing in 
number. Robbery atid wurder, formerly the 
crimes of old and hardened sinners, are pow 
most frequently the work of boys of B or less, 
scarcely nominally men, There never was a 
time before when so large a portion of the 
bad element was young, and that is the worst 

ble promise of future. Svoner or 
ater the boy will receiye more attention than 
he gets now, and the sooner the better.

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John Baptist Schumacher Dan- 
gerously Wounded by Ben- 


jamin Eyster. 


Both Men More or Less under the In- 
fluence of Liquor at the 
Time. 


The Quarrel Arises Over a Dispute as 
to the Occupancy of an 
Alley. 


It ought to satisfy almost any man Hing in 
the midst of a civilized community to have it 
said of him that he had taken a human life, 
even though in self-defense. Cupt. Ben Eyster 
is an exception, however. In 1869 he did bis 
man, aud was exonerated by Judge and 
jury, and to-day his second victim lies 
at death’s door. The affray occurred at 
about 9 o'clock last evening back of Eyster's 
residence, No. 25 North Franklin street, in an 
alley between Franklin and Wells, Oak and 
Whiting streets. The alley is quite narrow, and 
directly opposit Eyster’s barn is a rickety 
structure owned by a man named Yatt, and 
cecupied by John Baptist Schumacher, «a 
hackman. There had been none too good 
feeling between the two, each believing 
himeeif entitled to the exclusive use 
of not only that alley, but another running east 
from the Yatt barn to Wells street. Eyster was 
in the alley putting up his horse and buggy when 
Schumacher drove in last evening, and, from ail 
that can be ascertained, — * ＋ buguy was 
directiy athwurt the other's barn-dvuor, thus 
preventing him frum entering. Hot words 
passed between them; theu biows. Eyster gots 
the worst of the fight, runs into the house, but 
sbortiy returns to the attack with a revolver 
and while bis antagonist is defending himself 
wito a pitchfork, shoots him. Suchisa fuir and 
impartia., thuugh brief. statement of the occur- 
rence. Kach might bave acted far differently 
with less aleobolic stimulant. The wou man 
was borne to his home, No. 46 Hill street, only 
a few biocks distant, and Capt. Eyster walked to 
the West Chicago Avenue Station. His face was 
torn and biceding. and, stepping up to the Stu- 
tionkeeper, said coolly, Well, | guess IU re- 
maln bere over nigbht.” 

“ Your face ought to be good for a night's 
lodging in such a place,” wus the response of 
the Stationkeeper as he eyed the blood trickling 
down his tace. * What's the matter?’ 

“Matter! I've just shot a mag over here, and 
I guess he’s dead by this time. Serves him right, 
too * 


A TRIBUNE reporter saw Capt. Eyster in his 
ceil shurtiy after. Afier describing bow he eu- 
tered the alley, put up his horse, and pre- 
pured to put up his buggy, he stated that 
Schumacher came up, and without a word 
of provocation seized him from behind as he 
wus putting up the buggy, and. throwing bim 
down, punched bim in the face, and endeay 
to

He managed to turn him, but before he had a 
chance to punish bis assailant the latter cried 
“quits,” and he let him up. A momeat or 
two later aud the hackmau jumped upon 
him unawures. He shook bim of, 
not knowing but that be bad a weapon, ran in- 
doors, took bis revulver off a stand in his bed- 
room, returned to the alley and shot Schu- 
mwacher just as be was about four feet away 
from bim, and advancing threateningly witha 
pitchfork in his bunds. “Il snot him, and I'm 
lad of it, under the circumstances, said be in 
conclusion. 
SCHUMACHER DENIES THE DRIFT 

of this story, und ciaims that Eyster struck the 
tirst blow. There were certainiy wituesses of 
the affair, and it is said that a young man named 
Eddie Corneiius, living in one of the Relief and 
Aid shanties erected after the great tire at No. 
A North Wells street, saw it all. but life under 
a low roof seems to have dwarfed his in- 
tellect, and nothing reliable can be gotten 
out of him. It can shown beyond 
all doubt that Scuumacher was in a 
very quarreisome mood, and uuder the influ- 
ence of liquor withal. Prior to the shooting he 
bad some trouble with two meu named respect- 
ively k. G. Harz and E.G. Du Broce, both hung 
at No. 286 Wells street. From a statement 
made last night by Mr. Du Broc,it appears that 
tully a baif bour before the shooting occurred 
Schumacher drove south through the alley be- 
tweev Weils and Frankliu streets and connect- 
ing Lucust and Whiting streets, and, in attempt- 
ing to drive his hack past Mr. Harz’s buggy, 
which was standing close to tne 
at the side of the alley. 
wheels of his vehbicie 
contact with the buggy in such a way as to break 
one of the shafts of the buggy. The two geniie- 
men when they were told by the women folks“ 
that the buggy in the alley was being damaged 
rau out to -ascertain the cause of ibe pro- 

ing. There they saw Schumacher 
seated upon the box of dis carriage. 
When he saw them he dismounted, and seemed 
inclined to be quarrelsome. They told bim to 
drive on; that the damage was of no great mo- 
ment. We saw that be was a little fuil,’’ said 
Mr. Du Broc, “and we did not want any- 
thing to do with him. After that he 
asked us to go somewhere and take a 
drink with him. We both refused.“ The re- 
fusal did not seem to meet with Schumacher's 
approval, for be followed the men, who then 
only wanted to have him drive peaceably away, 
through the gate of the back yurd of their 
premises (the barn being across the alleyway), 
and walked behind them to the back door of 
house, talking loudly and using

afterward that he would shoot us,” Mr. Du Broc 
said. 

In reply to a question as to how Schumacher 
came to be in the alley at that particular point, 
the interviewed said t Schumacher explained 
that he had come into the wrong alley: that he 
ought to dave goue one block further north. 

After Mr. Harz had once entered the house be 

through to Wells street. and went in 
search of a puliceman. While wag engaged iu 
the search Schumacher drove around to the 
front of the bouse, which is one of a long row of 
connected dwellings, and, seeing Mr. Du Broce 
seated on his steps, reopened the conversation 
with bim by asking him his name. This iator- 
mation the latter did not zee tit 
to give bim, and again Schumacher 
threatened to lick somebody.“ He then drove 
away. Mr. Harz, who had failed to tind a police 
officer, returned shortly afterward to the house, 
and, after bearing of the lust scene witb the 
hackman, decided to report the matter at the 
Chicago Avenue Station. While be was 
there reciti the adventure a middle- 
aged man with heavy features, considerably 
bruised and somewhat bioody. entered 
the station and announced to the station- 
keeper that he wanted accommodations for the 
niaht. because he had just shot a man, probably 
tutally. He announced himself as Capt. Ben 
Eysten and the name of the man whom he bad 
shot as John Schumacher. He handed to the 
otficer, Anton Oyen, a small, oickel-plated, 
pearl-banaled revolver, calibre 41, one chamber 
W cylinder empty.

of the tragedy was made to Mr. John Gatrell, of 
No. 292 North Franklin street, by his little 
daughter Fannie, 14 years of age. She came 
running rapidly to where het father was seated 
on the front steps of his dwelling, and ex- 
claimed: “Ob, pa, a man has been shot in the 
alley.” Mr. Gatrell took a light, and, 
accompanied by Mr. James Donohue, of No. 36

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An Irish-Australian’s Advice to His 
Countrymen. 

New Sours Waxes, Australia, March, 
1881.—To the Editor of the (Dublin) Irish 
Farmers’ Gazette—Stm: As I see advertise- 
ments which are calculated to mislead my 
fellow-countrymen and women, in the home 
papers, I wish to lay before the people of 
Ireland some of the facts with regard to emi- 
grating to this country—Australia. 

To begin with, there are too many people 
here already, hundreds of whom can get no 
employment, and many of them starving. In 
the Sydney Morning Herald one wil) often 
read the sad announcement of “ found dead 
in the bush from starvation,” for when those 
“new chums,” as new arrivals are called 
here, who have little money, have spent it, 
they may starve for all the sympathy or in- 
terest the natives (whites) take in their dis- 
tress. As long as their money lasts the na- 
tives will stick to them; but as to try and get 
them employment, or do them a good turn, 
they never dream of it; and one migtit 
as well expect blood from a turnip 
as that a native wonid exert himself for 
a mere chum.““ If skilled laborers come 
out here, when they apply for some adver- 
tised situation or other, they are asked 
“what colonial experience have you?” and 
if the reply be, none, they are not wanted, 
although they are first-class workmen. The 
fact of the matter is, they, the employers of 
New South Wales, do not want properly 
skilled labor, such as we employ at home, 
fur nothing is done here in a workmanlike 
manner—everything is carelessly and badly 
done. The reason is, the masters never 
spent an hourin the trade which they fol- 
low. ‘They are putfed up with the idea that a 
native knows everything, and you can teach 
him — 

If an agricultural laborer or small farmer 
comes here he is worse off than the mechanic. 
If he wants to select, or rent, or buy a piece 
of land he finds every difficulty put in his 
— Ba the wily natives, and it is not alto- 
gether the nice, easy, straight road to (1 will 
not say fortune) independence or ordinary 
e which he is persuaded to believe 

t to be by the Government paid agents, who 

get their commission, don’t care what 
becomes of the poor gull of an emigrant so 
long as make money out of 
this white fie. If the im- 
migrant land under 
the actof New South Wales, he has to go 
back for hundreds of miles, and when he 
gets there, what does he find? Why, he 
finds that the squatter (one who rents or oc- 
cupies land for grazing parpect) has either 
selected or dummied (i. e., obtained land 
dishonestly) or bought all the goed land on 
his run, also all the river frontage, if 
any, also all land that is capable of catching 
or retaining water; so that the new arrival, 
if he takes up any land, must take the worst, 
which no one will have on any conditions. 
Thus the N secures what will keep 
his cattle alive in bad seasons, and holds the 
rest of his run at a nominal rent from the 
Government,—something like £30 or £40 per 
5% 000 or 100,000 acres,—while he keeps it use- 
less to any but himself. 

Now the immigrant’s hardships and miser- 
ies begin. He puts upa house, fences his 
land, lays out his capital in sheep and cattle, 
works hard late and early; his family, if he 
has one, working their utmost. The squatter, 
however, biding his time to commence opera- 
tions against the selector, whe imagines he 
is at last going to make himself independent, 
seizes his cattle for trespass and drives them 
to the pound, often many miles off, which 
necessitates the selector wasting his time 
and, money in traveling long distances tu 
regain his stock, and while he is absent 
more stock are gone, fences broken down 
in order that the cattle may escape 
and be impounded. He is not allowed to 
have water, even for ——— purposes, 
without payment; he will get anything from 
the uatter by paying for it. He well 
knows that the sinews of war are fast leav- 
ing the yr selector, who is worried and be- 
set. until at last the smash comes, and he is 
glad to sell out to the squatter fur a nominal 
price what he has spent his sweat 
and money in establishing, glad to 
get the small means to take him within 
reach of comparative civilization, for he 
has had a hard lesson. and it is well 
for him that he has not left his bones there, 
as many have done.

in other words, a clear majority of the whole 
Legislature. The law is very explicit on 
this point, It was adopted in place of the 
old State regulations relating to Senatorial 
elections at the instance of Senator Trumbull, 


-we believe, in 1866, for the express purpose 
‘of taking away from either branch of a 


Legislature the power to defeat an elec- 
tion by refusing to go into joint 
convention. There had been a good 
deal of trouble on this score, especially in Ix- 
diana, and the law prescribed that an elec- 
tion should be accomplished by a convention 
attended by a majority of the members elect- 
ed to both Houses in order that there might 
be an end put to such unseemly wrangling. 
If there had been eighty-one members pres- 
ent and voting in the joint convention at 
Albany Saturday, and any verson had re- 
ceived a majority of the votes cast, he would 
have been duly elected Senator, and would 
have been admitted as such at Washington, 
even though there might not have been a

Jopax Torr has granted a temporary in- 
junction to restrain the execution of the ordi- 
nance vacating La Salle street between 
Jackson and Van Buren streets. The city 
charter authorizes the Council by ordinance 
to vacate streets.. The general law of the 
State, passed March 24, 1874, provides that 
„no city shall have power to vacate or close 
any street or alley, or any portion of the 
same, except upon a three-fourths majority 
of all the Aldermen of the city authorized by 
law to be elected; such vote to be 
taken. by yeas and nays and record- 
ed.“ It further provides that when 
property is damaged by the vacation 
or closing of any street or alley the 
same shall be ascertained and. paid as pro- 
vided by law. In this case the allegation is 
made that the property of the petitioners, 
several blocks away, Will be injured if the 
street be vacated and the Board of Trade be 
allowed to move its place of meeting. All 
the owners of all the property adjoining the 
street proposed to be vacated have consented 
to the passage of the ordinance, and, as no 
private p rty is to be taken, the damages 
of the complainants are remote, and are not 
of a character to be ascertained under the 
law of eminent domain. 

There is no pretense that the ordinance was 
not passed in strict compliance with the re- 
quirements of the State law. 

The plaintiffs in this case, if they have any 
legal grievance, have also a legal remedy. 
Their complaint is, that their real estate in 
the neighborhood of the present Chamber of 
Commerce building has a special value be- 
cause that building is oceupied by the Board 
of Trade; that if a block of the south end of 
La Salle street be vacated and the Board of 
Trade move the place of their meeting toa 
building te be erected on the premises va- 
cated by the city, they will be injured 
because of an inability on their part to de- 
mand and receive the high rents they flow 
exact for stores and offices. Ley set forth 
in effect that they now enjoy a corner on 
rents which will be broken it the members 
of the Board of Trade escape out of their 
grip. This claim involves the right Of the 
same complainants to ask the Couft to 
prohibit forever the removal by the Board 
of Trade to any other building or part of 
the city. It will strike the general public as 
something preposterous that these few prop- 
erty-owners have a permanent lien on the 
Board of Trade, and power to prohibit the 
removal of its place of business for any 
cause. 

If these complainants have, or may here- 
after have, any legal claim for damages, then 
they they will have the legal right to go into 
court, prove how, and to what extent, and by 
whom they are damaged, and be damnified 
accordingly. ‘Their attempt to enjoin the 
vacation of the street, in order to prevent the 
erection of the proposed building, and there- 
by prevent the Board of Trade hiring an- 
other hall, is simply absurd.

HUNT THE RASCALS DOWN! 

The Administration of I'resident Garfield 
has one great duty to perform. ‘The country 
expects it to prosecute Brady,—-with justice, 
but mercilesly, relentiesly. We mean exact- 
ly what we say. Brady is entitled to justice, 
exact justice, but not to the smallest modi- 
cum of mercy.” From the first moment of the 
discovery of the star-route frauds down to 
the present time Brady has maintained an 
attitude of lofty and loud defiance of the Gov- 
ernment. IIe has loftily asserted his entire 
innocence, and meanly threatened every 
member of the Administration who should 
have the courage to do his sworn duty in the 
premises. All the arts of intimidation have 
been resorted to, and the vocabulary of bil- 
lingsgate lias been exhausted by Brady and 
his organs in the effort to cast odium upon 
President Gartield and his Cabinet. The 
President has been repeatedly threatened 
with alleged damaging personal exposures. 
Repeated attempts have been made to bull- 
doze him by insinuations that the prosecution 
would, if persisted in, involve in shame 
distinguished members of the Republican 
party, etc., ete. These all failing to shake 
his purpose, the batteries of the star-route 
gang have been truined with added violence 
upon the,immediate prosecutors, and espe- 
cially upon Attorney-General MacVeagh. 
Ilere in specimen of the vile abuse of the 
chief law oflicer of the Government by the 
Critic, a Brady organ: 


A wild and irresponsible defamer, the head of 
the basest und most devilish conspiracy to per- 
vert the contidenve of a trusting President, and 
usurp the wers of his Administration to fur- 
ther geln mes, wreak personal revenges, 
and, — extort private black mail, that was 
ever conceived in the brains of villains, or 
hatched in the conciaves of jailbirds. With the

This language must be presumed to be 
inspired by Brady, and it is not the language 
of injured innocence, Honest men do not 
rant after this fashion. There is no evidence 
that Attorney-General MacVéagh has only 
“selfish schemes” to advance, or that he 
has any “ personal revenges to wreak” on 
the ex-Assistant PostmasterGeneral. Mr. 
MacVeagh has not hitherto been regarded 
‘as a “scoundrel,” either by friend or enemy. 
But now he is called “scoundrel,” and by 
whom? By the man under whose late ad- 
ministration of a department of the Govern- 
ment frauds covering years and aggregating 
millions of dollars have been committed! 
Mr. Brady does not deny that inimense 
frauds have been committed, and committed 


} inthe department of the Government under

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his administration, But he ways “Il am io 
nocent.” Very well. Why does not he 
stop with a simple assertion of personal 
inocence ? Since nobody denies that trauds 
have been committed—monstrous frands—it 
would se@m to be the anty of the Attorney- 
General to try to aseertain by whom they 
have been committed. But the penalty of 
his effort to follow the path of duty is to be 
denounced as a “scoundrel,” “traitor,” 
“liar,” and the like. We submit that the 
public needs very little more evidence as to 
who is the probable “ seoundrel’’! If, when 
Brady retired, he nad said simply, I am 
innagent,” and there rested, there might 
havea been a doubt, and of that doubt the 
public might have given him the benefit. 
But he has played the “ bully”; he has in- 
duiged in threatenings and sianders; he has 
been malignantly aggressive. Meantime, the 
fact of monstrous frauds, committed under 
his immediate administration, remains. 
‘There are unquestionably a lot of scoundrels 
deserving prosecution and punishment, and 
if Brady is innocent why does he fume and 
fret at the prosecution on account of its ef- 
forts to bring the gullty to justice? 

Brady boasts of his wealth. A ” friend 
knows where he (Brady) has made at least 
$600,000, entirely apart from star-route con- 
tracts. This, if true, shows Brady to be an 
excellent man of affairs,—a man of great ex- 
ecutive and business talent. But if he pos- 
sesses such a genius for business, how could 
these star-route rascalities have been com- 
mitted under his innocent, unsuspecting 
nose? Brady’s wealth proves too much. If 
he is innocent of the crime of having stolen 
money from the Government, he cannot be 
innocent of the charge of having neglected 
his official duty. The Government has been 
robbed right and left. The star-route con- 
tractors plunged their thieving hands deep 
into the Government bag, the strings of which 
Brady was appointed to hold tight, and drew 
them out full of money! Meantime, while 
the Government was being robbed Brady 
grew rich. And now that the robbery has 
been discovered Brady, the custodian of the 
abstracted fund, not only protests his inno- 
cence, but protests against any effort being 
made to discover, pursue, and punish the 
guilty parties, whoever they may be! If these 
be not signs of ruscality then all signs fail. 
What is to be expected of a defendant 80 
noisy, so malignant, so auglacious ? Doubtless 
that he will exhaust the whole arsenal of 
detenses in his efforts to keep clear of the 
Penitentiary. Forncey’s Chronicle says: 

The proceeding will wade from beginning to 
end in a slough of perjury. Millions—if millions 
are uecessary to avcomplish the purpose—will 
be lavished to debauch the souls of jurors and 
witnesses, and render them obdtivious of 
their oaths and their obligations. Lawyers 
most famed for their cunning and au- 
dacity in the work of deteating the ends 
of justice will be employed upon terms 
which will enlist their severest efforts and call 
Into exercise their most metallic effroutery. 
Newspapers will be purchased to detract, and 
denounce, and threaten, and intimidate; and 
writers iageniousin the manufacture of defuma- 
tion subsidized. Strikers of all grades and de- 
scriptions will be engaved to pervade places of 
popular resort, to Vilify and scandaiize all who 
countenance the prosecution; and interested 
and implicated persons from every quarter will 
gather to the Capital with words and money, to 
assist conscienceless attorneys, and perjured 
witnesses, and purchased emissaries, and bottile- 


bought bullies iffheiping a horde of culprits to 
escape the punishment they deserve. 


This man Brady, who proclaims his inno- 
cence from the house-top, is to open a moral 
sewer in Washington and spew its contents 
over the country in order that he may skulk 
away from the doors of the Penitentiary 
under cover of the nasty fog. And Mr. 
Dorsey will help spice the uusavory dish. 
One of his friends says: If Dorsey is to 
fall, he will pull others down with him; 
and don’t you forget it, exclaims the sym- 
pathtzer. 

But these mouthings should not deter At- 
torney-General Mac Veagh from pursuing 
the even tenor of his way. Let him hunt 
the rascals down to the last man. If they 
choose to add perjury and bribery to the list 
of their crimes so much the worse for them. 
If they can save themselves from the Peni- 
tentiary by buying jurors, they cannot save 
themselves from public condemnation. When 
the trial is over, no matter what the verdict of 
the jury is, the public will know who the 
scoundrels are, and the finger of scorn will 
polnt in their direction forever. 
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A CANADIAN HOWLING TORY. 

The Toronto Globe, ordinarily a very court- 
eous and well-behaved newspaper, has sud- 
denly flown off at a tanzent against the 
United States, and fairly raves and foams at 
the mouth against everything American. It 
accuses the Kepublic of conduct toward 
Canada “ that has uniformly been marked 
by malignity and meanness, and character- 
izes us as “bullies, tyrants, and would-be 
robbers if we had the courage and power.” 
Says the snarling Globe: Canada has not 
been forcibly annexed to the United States 
solely because of the inability of the Ameri- 
cans to conquer it.“ And again it declares: 


In the former generation the United States 
deciared war against us with the deliberate in- 
tention of converting our country into an Ire- 
land or Poland. They failed merely because 
they could not succeed. The intention to sub- 
due us and hold us a conquered country was 
there. Cunada bas been robbed and oppressed 
by the United States to the exact extent to 
which the latter could profitably carry oppres- 
sion. If there bus been a failure on any occa- 
sion to exercise toward us the fullest measure 
of harsbness due to our criminality in veing a 
small untou, it has been because our magnanoi- 
mous neighbor has not dared to push its exac- 
tions furtner, out of regard for itsown maritime 
defenselesnecsa. 


In this connection we may be permitted to 
remind our Toronto contemporary, whose 
raving is almost too absurd for serious no- 
tice, of a few facts. Had any other first 
Class Power in the world been annoyed, in- 
sulted, and injured as much as the Union 
was during her Civil War by the sympathy 
of the Canucks with the Southern Rebels, 
that Power, as soon as its domestic troubles 
were settled, would have put its tronble- 
some and meddiesome neighbor where it 
would never have had the opportunity to 
annoy itagain, by immediately annexing it, 
just as Prussia annexed Hanover for the 
annoyance given to her in her troubles with 
Austria, though Hanover did not give Prus- 
sia half the worriment which Canada gave 
the United States. 

The bilious editor of the Globe seems to 
forget that Canada, during our Civil War, 
was a Rebel base of supplies; a harbor of 
refuge in which the Rebel leaders could safe- 
ly plot against us; that her ports gave shel- 
ter to Rebel blockade runners; that her peo- 
ple were in league with the secession South. 
For this unneighborly and fire-in-the-rear 
conduct the resentment of the United States 
was mild indeed. Our Government kept its 
temper and its patience, and it was only the 
weakness of Canada that prevented the dis- 
play of a resentment that would forever pre- 
vent a repetition of such treacherous conduct 
in the future. 

The editor of the Globe rolls it over as a 
choice morsel in his mouth that the United 
States has tried to conquer Canada in past 
generations and failed. We may remind 
him in this connection of some more 
facts. In the War of the Revolution 
there was a vast, trackless wilderness 
between the colonies on the eastern slope of 
the Alleghenies and the British colonies on 
the St. Lawrence. Wehad no control of the 
seaboard or of river coimmunications, and 
had no road, canal, or railroad connections. 
We were unable to send more than a feeble 
handful of men through the trackless, road- 
less wilderness, and they nearly captured 
Quebec. The revolted colonies were at war 
with the most powerful and wealthy nation 
in Europe, They were fighting the whole 
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power “of Great Britain with a population 
abont the present number of that of IIllnols; 

a nation which not only could utilize its own 
legions, but buy all the soldiers it wanted in 
Germany. 

In the war of 1812, seventy years ago, the 
two countries were separated by almost the 
same trackless wilderness that existed in the 
Revolutionary War. When the war com- 
menced, England had the control of the St. 
Lawrence and the Great Lakes, and where we 
had one vessel on those waters she had ten. 
Canada had access to the sea for reintorce- 
ments. Not only had we to get to Canada 
through vast uninhabited forests, but we 
had obstacles at home. ‘The Adwinistration 
was in the hands of a Pro-Slavery President, 
Cabinet, and Congress, which had ~no 
earnest desire to extend American ter- 
ritory northward, beeause it would be 
free soil. Its sympathies were with the 
South and slavery extension, and it 
made anly a feeble effort to capture 
Canada,—just enough to placate Northern 
sentiment. The New England States were 
opposed to the war, and did not try to assist 
in the conquest of Canada. A few militia 
trom New York and Kentucky and the 
southeastern part of Ohio alone were en- 
gaged in the fights with the English regulars 
in Canada. A hastily constructed schooner 
navy swept the British from the lakes and 
sunk, captured, and burned their war vessels, 
as the editor of the Globe will see if he reads 
the record. In addition to the British regu- 
lars and Canadian militia the American 
frontier force had to contend with all 
the then powerful Indian tribes who 
occupied our frontiers from Niagara 
Falls to Detroit, covering Western New 
York and Northern Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, and Michigan. When the 
war ended the American arms on the 
northern frontier were beginning to push 
the enemy back, and it was only necessary 
for the slaveholders’ Administration at 
Washington to have willed the conquest of 
Canada to have effected it the next can 
paign, in which case the editor of the Globe 
would now have been a patriotic American, 
instead of a snarling Tory Provincial Ca- 
nuck, 

But we may pass all these things by as of 
little consequence now. Times have changed 
since those days, and nothing that Canada 
has dene or can do is so much of an insult as 
the assertion that this Nation of more than 
fifty millions of warlike people, with the 
most abundant and powerful resources, 
physical and material, in the world, 
with military capacities larger than 
any nation on earth, is afraid and unable to 
annex Canada! The assertion is the weakest, 
most ridiculous, that ever emanated from any 
sane man on any subject. What is the editor 
of the Globe thinking about? Where has he 
been all his days? Has he ever visited the 
Unitea States? The United States controls 
the lakes and can reach Canada at a thousand 
points. The centre of political power is now 
in the North,“ and not in the old Slave 
South. With her thirty-five millions of peo- 
ple, she dves not even need the help of the 
South. She can raise at the shortest notice 
hundreds of thousands of volunteers who 
have had experience in war, and would 
march through Canada as if they were 
on a holiday exeursion. They would 
take it as easily as Prussia took 
Hanover. They would consider it a mat- 
ter too trivial even for a serious ef- 
fort. They could take enough volunteers 
out of the local militia and raise sufficient 
money by private subscription. The States 
on the Canadian border alone have ten times 
the power necessary to do the job promptly, 
neatly, and with dispatek. It is the very 
weakness of our neighbor¢which saves her 
from present absorption inte this mighty Re- 
public. It is needless to waste time and 
money in taking by ferce what must speedily 
come tousof its own accord, and by the 
inevitable pressure of political and com- 
mercial causes. If the editor of the Globe is 
not a very old man he will live to see Can- 
ada a part of the American Union and him- 
self a loyal citizen of the great Republic, and, 
we hope, a happier man than he is now. 


THE METALLIC STANDARD IN ENGLAND. 
In an article in the Nineteenth Century 


‘for June, Mr. II. R. Greenfell discusses the 


question once largely discussed in England 
as to What was a pound and what may be 
a pound.” The writer is not a partisan for 
or against monometallism. He considers 
the question economically and historically. 
Iu the first place he points out that from 1717 
to 1778 bimetallism prevailed in England, 
during which period an Englishman could 
pay his debts in either silver or gold. The 
English pound“ was either in gold or 
silver. The English system of metallic cur- 
rency was founded on the letter of Lord 
Liverpool on coins, on the famous report 
of the Bullion Committee in 1810, and on the 
various acts leading to the resumption of 
specie payments, Previous to 1819 the Brit- 
ish circulation was a paper one, but previous 
to the suspensiou of specie (or, as it is called 
in England, cash) payments it was bimetal- 
lic, and not measured bya gold standard. 
Sir Robert Peel, in 1819, in advocating a re- 
sumption of cash payments, urged that 
sound policy and justice should induce a re- 
turn to the “ancient and permanent standard 
of value.“ This was not done, however. 
The return to a metallic currency was lim- 
ited to gold, witha provision for @ minor 
silver currency, which is now a legal-tender 
to the amount of 810. 

A quarter of a century later Mr. Peel in a 
speech on the Bank act, discussing the prin- 
ciple of the metallic standard of value, said: 


it must at the same time be admitted that it 
would be quite consistent with that principle to 
udppt some other mensure of value than that 
which we have adopted. It would be consistent 
with that principle to select silver instead of 
guid as tb» standard, or to have a mixed stand- 
ard of gold and stiver, the reative value of the 
two metais being determined, or to dispense witha 
gold coin altogether. and rerulate the amount 
and value of the paper currency by making it 
convertible only, according to the proposal of 
Mr. Ricardo, into gold bulllou of a given mini- 
mum amount, 


In that declaration of the most celebrated 
and sagacious statesman of England we see 
that it would be consistent with a metallic 
standard of value to have either silver or 
gold, or both, or, dispensing with gold coin 
aitogether, have the puper money convertible 
only into gold bullion. Semething like this 
condition of things has practically been 
brought about at this time; the gold and 
silver of the world are now deposited and held 
by the banks and other depositories, only a 
small amount being in circulation, the ex- 
changes and transfers thereof being made by 
checks and bills of exchange, the office of 
currency being performed by bank-biliss So 
long as the metallic fund is equal in quanti- 
ty to the honoring of the paper representa- 
tives drawn against it, the metallic 
money may well rest in the bank 
vaults; its actual fransfer is wholly 
unnecessary, being both inconvenient and 
cumbersome. Thus in England, where 
there are no bank-notes of less denomination 
than $25, silver has a circulation ot $100,000,- 
000; while in Ireland aud Scotland bank-notes 
of the denomination of} £1, or $5, are circu- 
lated to the exclusion of the silver. In this 
country the circulation ot greenbacks of one, 
two, five, and ten dollars in like manner ex- 
eludes the circulation of weiter grote as gold, 
though both are a legal-tes for the same 
sums. The use of paper convertible into 
coin on demand drives the metallic money 
out of general cireu and this is as trne of 
ver. There is as much 


gold com in the banks and 


‘Treasury voults | 
of this country to-day as there is of silver, 


and this immense amount of metallic money 
is represented by bills, and its transfer from 
owner to owner is accomplished daily and 
hourly by the means of checks and biils of 
exchange. This stere of gold and silver 
might remain permanently on deposit, and 
yet serve every purpose as a metallic money 
and standard of value. 


CERTAIN North western newspapers which 
pretend to be devoted to Republican princt- 
ples have ſalned with a malignant faction in 
New York in making war upon the party or- 
ganization. It so happens that the journals 
in question have for many years been, in 
their own estimation, the pink and pattern of 
what newspaper “organs” should be. They 
have prided themselves upon their loyalty, 
their obedience to the rule of the majority 
and their unselfish regard for the best inter- 
ests of the Republican party. Now we find 
them in the strange position of warring upon 
the Republican President, the Republican 
Congress, the Republican National Conven- 
tion, the Republican leaders in their own 
States, and even upon the fundamental ideas 
of Republicanism itself, There can be but 
one interpretation put upon their conduct. 
If persisted In, it means that they have done 
with the Republican party. They have no 
further use forit. Their stanchness was a 
sham. Their loyalty will not stand the test of 
disappointment, ‘They are under the band- 
wagon in the storm.” One of these journals 
is printed in Chicago, another in Milwaukee, 
a third in St. Louis, and a fourth in Burimg- 
ton, Ia. They are a newspaper quadrilateral 
similar to the one which in 1872 or there- 
abouts undertook to form a new party. The 
experiment in that case was not successful. 
Most of those who engaged in it have no de- 
sire to repeat it. They now admit that it was 
a mistake. But the cause was juster, and the 
men nominated more deserving than Conk- 
lingism and its progenitors ever have beeu or 
ever can be. 

We see clearly that these Western Adullam- 


‘{tes have entered upon a path which leads 


directly out of the Republican party. Their 
faces are turned toward the settingsun. A 
little urging from behind, discreetly ap- 
plied, will send them flying into space. Why 
should they launch out upon the unknown 
sea? What cause have they? This is not 
their funeral. The remains are being fur- 
nished by two private gentlemen in New 
York with whom the Republican party has 
nothing to do.

Have they the wisdom to be warned by the 
awful examples of 1872? If not, let them de- 
part in peace.

The Republican party 
will survive. It lived through Greeleyism, 
which was a National epidemic. It can 
flourish in spite of Conklingism, which is 
merely a local irritation. But it will be 
worth the price of admission to see Joe Mac-

head of a bolt against the machine them- 
selves have helped to make,

Will he not be under a temptation to 
use his influence with the President as weil as 
bis brother Seuators to appoint persons to vtllice 
in the several States who will exert themseives 
in elections to get out bis e.emies or opponents, 
both in Senate and House of Representatives, 
and to get in his friends, perbaps his inetru- 
ments? Suppvse a Senator to aim at 
the Treasury ode tor bimeelf, bis brother, 
father, or son; suppose him to aim at the Presi- 
deut's chair or Vice-President at the next elec- 
tion, or at the office of War, Foreign, or Domes- 
tic Affairs,—will he not naturally ‘tempted to 
make use of bis whole patronage, his whole in- 
fluence, in advising to appointments, both with 
President and Senators, to get such persons 
nomionied as will exert themseives in elections 
of President, Vice-President, Senators, and 
House of Representatives, to increase tis inter- 
est and promote his views? Ia this point of 
view lam very upprehensive that thie defect in 
our Constitution will have an uoaappy tendency 
to introduce corruption of the grossest kinds, 
both of ambition and avarice, into all our 
elections. 

It is from the tendencies that John Adams, 
with his great political experience, plainly fore- 
saw, that the abuse has urisen known as the 
courtesy of the Senate,—a tacit conspiracy to 
pervert the power of advice and consent.

What bis figures really show is 
that there wasa barrel of beer to every four 
persons, not four barrels of beer to each person, 
an important difference, as any temperance 
lecturer could explaiu.

It 
is to be hoped that the artistic performances at 
the twenty-second Siiogerfest will be such that 
the participants in the festival will forever keep 
bright in their memory the pleasant days at Chi- 
cago from June 29 to July 3, 1881.

equal efficiency. The Polyphemus is ci- 
gur-shaped, and submerged except in the cen- 
tre, where a conical deck, surmounted by a 
alight superstructure, rises above the waier. 
Her length is 240 feet, breadth # feet. and dis- 
place ment 2,60 tons. Engines of 5,500 borse- 
power will propel * at the rate of seventeen 
knotsan hour. Mr. Ward Hunt, who authorized 
her construction, says: “This vessel must, of 
course, to a certain extent be regarded as an ex- 
periment; and eyen supposing it to be a success, 
I could not propose it to the House as being 
likely to supersede all other kinds of fight 
sbips, but only as a useful adjunct in case 
war.

TWO HUNDRED AND FIVE DEAD. 

Crry oF Mexico, June 27.—Further par- 
ticulars of the horrible accident on the 
Morelos Railway have been received. The 
recent heavy rain caused afreshet which had

Crry or Mexico, June 27.—A horrible 
eatastrophe happened on the Moreles Rail- 
road Thursday night at 11 o’clock. A 
provisional wooden bridge fell down while 
atrain drawn by two engines was passing 
over it, and cars and engines tumbled down a 
precipice. The fire of the engines caused a 
general conflagration of 100 barrels of brandy.

was darkness. Suddenly 100 barrels of bran- 
dy loaded on two of the vans caught fire, 
and the burning fluid inundated the mass of 


passengers struggling in theruins. Only a 
few, not disabled or hopelesly wedged in 
the timbers, escaped. Dead and living were 
wrapt in a sheet of flame and slowly burned 
before the eyes of the survivors, who were 
unable to save them.

EDMOND BEALES, 

political reformer and formerly President of 
the Reform League, is dead. 


He was born at Newnham, near Cambridge, 
in 1803. His father, Samuel Pickering Beales, 
a merchant of the place, had acquired con- 
siderable reputation as a political reformer. 
Young Beales was educated at the 
Bury St. Edmunds Grammar School, 
next at Eton, where he was a 
classmate of Praed and Montrie 
and of Spencer Walpole, with whom he aft- 
erwards came into collision in the political 
arena. While at Eton he edited the Etontan. 
to which he gave a very decid- 
ed radical tone, which occasioned con- 
siderable comment at the time. From 
Eton he entered Trinity College, 
Cambridge. Here be became a leading mem- 
ber of the Union Debating Society, and en- 
gaged in many a wordy conflict with Austen, 
Macaulay, Cockburn, Benbow, and others. 


He was elected to a scholarship in the Col-* 


lege in 18%, and graduated M. A. in 1838, 
He was called to the Bar in 1890, and soon 
obtained considerable practice as a convey- 
ancer. 

Mr. Beals has until within the last ten 
years taken a very prominent partin politics, 
and alwayson the side of the people. He 
promoted the demonstrations in favor of 
Pelish independence in 1859 and 1860; was a 
member of the various Anglo-Polish 
societies; he was Chairman of the 
Circassian Society, was a member of 
the Society which brought the bru- 
talities of Gov. Eyre in Jamaica to the notice 
of the public and Parliament, was a mem- 


ber of the Garibaldi Society, and, iy 
fact, of every society formed in En- 
gland in sympathy with popular movements 
in Europe. It was in connection with the 
visit of Garibaldi to Italy in 1864 that Mr. 
Beales first became so well known to the 
English working-classes. When the meet- 
ing on Primrose Hill, near London, was pro- 
hibited, he published a phiet assailing the 
Government and defending the right of pub- 
lic meeting. He added the weight of his 
name and influence to the first public meeting 
of theUnited Trade Societies by presiding at 
that meeting, and made on that occasion his 

teat speech advocating manhood suffrage. 

e was the leading spirit of the Reform 
League, which inaugurated the agitation 
whiéh brought about the Reform bill of 1807. 
During this agitation he showed himself a 
man of great tact and courage, and by 
his coolness and determination on the 
oceasion of the Reformers’ free meeting in 
Hyde Park prevented riot and consequent 
bloodshed and made the Government of Mr, 
Disraeli the laughing stock of Engiand and 
Europe for a time at least. Mr. Beales 
resigned the Presidency of the Re- 
form League in 1868. From 1883 to 
1866 he was Revising Barrister of Middlesex, 
but failed of reappointment at the hands of 
the late Lord-Justice Cockburn, because of 
his activity in polities. He was an unsuc- 
cessful candidate for Parliament from Tower 
Hamlets in 1968. In 1870 he was made Judge 
of Connty Court Circuit No. 35, including 
Cambridgeshire, Huntingdonshire, the Isle 
of Ely, and part of Bedfordshire and Essex, 
post which he occupied until his death.

OBITUARY. 


The eminent French statesman, Jules Or- 
land Stanislas Dufaure, life Senator and 
member of the Academy, is dead. 


Dufaure was born Dec. 4, 1798, at Sanjoa, 
was educated for the bar, and, after being ad- 
mitted, practiced with great success at Bor- 
deaux. He entered politics in 1834, and under 
the Premiership of Guizot became a Coun- 
cillor of State, and subsequently a Minister of 
Public Works, Although a member of the 
Government, he did not always act with his 
colleagues, and early distinguished himself 
by his great independence of character and 
sturdy resistance to illiberal measures. He 
opposed the election of Louis Napoleon 
to the Presidency of the Republic in 1848, but 
acquiesced in the result when it was an- 
nounced. Napoleon tried to win him to his 
side, and offered him the position of Minister 
of the Interior, which he accepted June 2, 
1849, He refused to acquiesce in the coup 
d etat, and was one of the Deputies seized 
and imprisoned for opposition to that most 
iniquitous usurpation. After his release he 
retired tg private life and to practice at the 
bar. When, in 1863, he was elected a 
member of the French Academy, M. 
St. Marc Girardin was sent to the 
Emperor to announce his election. The Em- 
peror received M. Girardin graciously, and 
said he was glad of Dufaure’s election, al- 
though he was not one of his supporters. He 
said he remembered with gratitude the serv- 
ices of Dufaure as Minister of the Interior 
under the Presidency. During the prosecu- 
tion of Montalambert, in 1862, Dufaure acted 
as his advocate, pleading his cause with 
great skill and eloquence. 

In February, 1871, he was elected to the 
National Assembly as a member of the Left 
Centre. Ile was seleeted by M. Thiers as 
Minister of Justice, and soon after became 
Vice-President of the Council of Ministers. 
During his administration he suppressed the 
Bonapartist intrigues. He retired from 
oftice at the close of Thier’s AdwinIistration, 
but in 1875 he assumed his old post of Min- 
ister of the Interior. He was not in accord 
with the members of the Cabinet, and 
upon the retirement of M. Buffit, in 
1876, he became Premier, and reorganized 
the Cabinet upon Republican principles, but 
in December he resigned because of an ad- 
verse vote in the Senate, and was succeeded 
by Jules Simon. In February, 1876, he was 
elected to the Chamber of Deputies, and in 
August following he was chosen a life Sena- 
tor. He opposed the Clerical and personal 
Government of Marshal MacMahon and be- 
came the leader of the opposition. On the 
overwhelming victory of his party in Octo- 
ber, 1877, he became the head of the Cabinet, 
which place he held for fourteen months, 
and guided, with great ability, the country 
through one of the most critical crises in its 
history. 5 

On the election of Grévy to the Presidency, 
M. Dufaure retired, and did not thereafter 
enter public life. He claimed rest in his old 
age and after long public service. 

He will be remembered most as the father 
of French railroad legislation, for his opposi- 
tion to the fortification of Paris, his opposi- 
tion to the treaty with England granting the 
right to search, his zealous support of Gen. 
Cavaignari in 1848, his defense of Monta- 
lambert, and. above all, by his steady, judici- 
ous, and unflinching support of the Republic 
during the last years of his life, 


THE EAST. 
A GREAT TRIAL. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, June 27.—The trial of 
the persons charged with the murder of the 
ex-Sultan Abdul Aziz commenced to-day 
with a public examination of the prisoners. 
Nouri Pasha admitted having ordered Abdul 
Aziz to be put to death, by command of a 
Commission composed of Midhat, Ruchdi, 
and Mahmoud Pashas. Midhat ina long 
speech, denied the existence of any such 
Commission, and maintained that Abdul 
Aziz eommitted suicide. He expressed re- 
gret that he had taken refuge of the French 
Consulate in Smyrna. The witnesses were 
then examined to prove that Abdul Aziz was 
murdered. The trial adjourned. 

THE PUBLIC PROSECUTOR 
demanded that the penalty of death be pro- 
nounced against the actual assasins, and 
that Midhat, Ruchdi, and Mahmoud Pasha 
be condemned to fifteen years’ hard labor. 

THE ASSASINS 
confessed that the assasination was ordered 
by Nouri Pasha. 
THE REPLIES OF RUCHD! PASHA, 

in the examination at Smyrna, are systematic 
denials of the allegations, but are shown, 
even in the speech of Midhat Pasha, to be 
self-contradictory. 

MIDHAT PASHA, 
in his address, rebutted the twenty-seven 
points of the indictment, and declared that 
he would never have degraded a revolution 
which he had glorified and which had been 
accomplished without bloodshed. 

MAHMOUD PASHA 
energetically denied participation in the 
crime. The session to-day lasted six hours. 
The members of the diplomatic body and a 
large number of spectators attended the 


trial. 
PROBABILITY THAT PRINCE ALEXANDER

Lonvon, June N. — The correspondent of 
the Times at St. Petersburg writes as follows: 
“ The endeavor of the present Government is 
to show that the mild policy of the late Gov- 
ernment was an eminently dangerous one. 
The police are now engaged in bringing to 
light the danger which accumulated during 
Gen. Melikoff’s rule. The Reactionists are 
making the most of the discovery of the dy- 
namite mines, ete., in order to frighten the 
Court and secure their own position.

FATHER CU RCI. 
AN ABSTRACT OF HIS LATEST BOOK. 

A dispatch from Kome announces the fact 
that by a decree of the Congregation of. the 
Index Expurgatorius the latest work of the 
Jesuit Father Curel has been condemned. 
A correspondent of the Berliner Tugeblatt 
has read the advance sheets of the work, and, 
according to his statement, the book must be 
classed among the boldest works ever written 
by any Catholic priest against the cancerous 
evils of the old Chureh; it must and will 
create an immense sensation. The book is 
entitled: “The New Italy and the Old Zeal- 
ots.” In his preface Curci says that the ob- 
ject of his book is to prepare the way for the 
obliteration of the schism existing between 
Church and State. which object may now 
possibly be attained in view of 
the pure and noble intentions of Pope Leo. 
The book is not alone intended for priests, 
but for every Italian who loves his country. 
Curci demands for the Catholic party the per- 
mission to enter the Itaiian Parliament, be- 
cause every true Italian Catholic must be an 
Italian patriot. Love of country and the 
Christian love of your neighbor are identical. 
The author furthermore states that the oid 
Church needs reform; that the old zealots, 
by clinging to the obsolete ideas of the past, 
are the cause of the differences between 
Church and State, and that such religious 
fanaticism is the most vicious of all. The 
book will appear without the imprimatur of 
the Vatican, because it does not discuss any 
question directly affecting the Catholic faith. 
Cureil asserts that the assumption of the 
Vatican to extend the imprimatur to all

The book contains eleven chapters. In the 
first the author attempts to prove that Italy 
must remain a Catholic nation, and demon- 
strates the ineffectiveness of the Protestant 
propaganda. In the second he dwells upon 
the stupidity of waiting a return of the times 
and the status gone by. Curciis of opinion 
that this waiting is senseless and dangerous. 
The third chapter treats of the fatal policy 
of Pope Pius IX., because it brought the 
Church in disrepute. In the fourth chapter 
Cure claims that the worldly possessions and 
workily power of the Pope can be dis 
pensed with, because riches are more 
dangerous to priests than to laymen.

In the 
fifth chapter Curci condemns the conduct of 
the Italian clericals, because they abstain 
from taking part in political conflicts which 
are foreed upon the Pope 2 a majority of 
the College of Cardinals. The sixth chapter 
accuses the clerical radicals and irrepressi- 
bles of impeding and prohibiting an agree- 
ment or explanation with the State under 
two pretexts—viz. : Syllabus and infallibility. 
Freedom of consclence and freedom of re- 
ligious culture cannot be designated as evils. 
‘The seventh chapter reviews the long Pontif- 
lente of ius IX., whieh caused the de- 
cline in the studies and morals of the 
Italian clergy. ‘The eighth chapter discusses 
the ways and means which the Church might 
foliow for the future. It proves that Pius 
IX., notwithstanding his syllabus, pro- 
claimed the separation of Church from State 
by his bull of the 29th of June, 1869, convok- 
ing the Concilium Romanum.

FOREIGN NOTES. 


Gen. Fürr, who, in connection with Lieut. 
Wyse-Bonaparte, obtained the first charter 
for the Panama Canal, has also succeeded in 
procuring a charter from Greece for the con- 
struction of acanal across the Isthmus of 
Corinth. Fürr, Wyse, and De Lesseps are 
all related to the Bonaparte family, and the 
Panama Canal affair has always been re- 
garded in France as a speculation of that 
family by which it sought to obtain money, 
because since the fall of the Empire its ex- 
chequer has been low. Fürr and Wyse man- 
aged the figuring and lobbying for De Les- 
seps in the Panama Canal matter, and re- 
ceived 80,000,000 francs of the capital stock 
in payment for their services, It looks as 
though they intended to play the same trick 
with the Corinth Canal. This canal can be 
easily constructed, and may pérhaps become 
a success. No doubt the lobbyists of the 
Bonaparte family have disposed of their 
Panama Canal bonds. 


Of the newspapers now printed in the Ger- 
man Empire, nine were established before 
the year 1700—namely: The Frankfurter 
Journal was established in 1615; the Magde- 
burgische Zeitung in 1628; the Koentysberger 
Hartungsche Zeitung in 1648; the Jenaische 
Zeitung in 1674; the Augsburger Postzeit- 
ung in 1686; the Gothalsche Zeitung in 
1691: the Augsburger Abendzeitung in 1697; 
and the Pyrmonter Curliste in 1700, Of the 
other papers, 266 have had an existence of 
between üfty and eighty vears; 1,127 between 
twenty and fifty years; 1542 between six and 
twenty years; 1,380 between three 
months and five years. Of all 
the papers, only 1,491 have been in 
existence over twenty years, That the path 
of new-established papers is not strewn with 
roses becomes evident from the fact that of 
all the papers which appeared in the year 
1880 tor the first time, W per cent gave up 
the ghost during the same year. On an ay- 
erage, these papers which enjoyed such a 
short existence reached an age of six months. 
The papers established from day to day 
during the last five years standin proportion 
to those which have ceased to appear during 
the same time as seven to five. 


Besides being regarded as a martyr by the 
Russian slavophiles, Alexander Il. is now 
also made out by them ta have been a 
“Semper Augustus,” a perpetual augmenter 
of the Empire. They assert that he honestly 
deserves this 
reign he acquired and annexed more 
territory than any of his predecessors 
on the Russian throne, Catharine IL. not ex- 
cepted, When the assassinated Czar ascend- 
ed the throne the territorial possessions of 
Russia consisted of 99,226 square miles in 
Europe, 266,171 in Asia, 24,050 in America,— 
altogether 339,447 square miles. After his 
death Russia possessed in Europe, 100,154 
square miles; in Asia. 302,324. The Russian 
territory in America, Alaska, has been sold 
to the U nited States. The territorial increase 
acquired by Alexander Il. amounts, there- 
fore, to 13,431 square miles,—a good-sized 
State of itself. Catharine LL, who has hereto- 
fore been regarded as the most fortunate in 
adding territory to the Russian Empire, 
annexed about 2,000 square miles less than 
Alexander. To take care of this vast terri- 
tory the Czar has an army consisting at pres- 
ent of 60,557 officers, 1,044,038 troops of all 
arms, 454,597 horses, and 3,486 cannon. The 
irregular troops number 170,000 men. 


The collision between the French and Ital- 
ian workingmen at Marseilles can be traced 
back to other causes besides the one given by 
the telegraph—viz.: that the members of the 
Italian Club hissed when the French troops, 
returning from Tunis, passed by its build- 
ing. The Savoyards, Piedmontese, Istrians, 
and Neapolitans, belonging to the poorest 
classes of Italian people, who are said to 
have been the cause of all of these 
difficulties, are imported into France under 
much the same circumstances as the Chinese 
are brouglit to this country. These poor 
devils work at almost any price which is of- 
fered them, and consequently the French 
laborers regard them as their enemies, be- 
cause without their competition they woul 
receive better wages. For a long time in- 
tense bitterness has existed between the la- 
borers of these two nationalities at Mar- 
seilles, and it needed only the slightest prov- 
ocation on the part of the Italians to induce 
the French laborers to resort to mob law and 
violence. Perhaps the Italians did ridicule 
with some sarcastic remarks peculiar to their 
language the returning soldiers, thus giving 
expression to their own as well as 
the feelings arid views of their countrymen 
and Government at home. Perhaps the 
French laborers saw at that time an oppor- 
tunity which might not return soon to create 
a difficulty which would eventually drive the 
Italians from the country. in this manner 
only can the fact that disturbance as 
sumed such dimensions be explained, and iu 
this light the French and Italian Govern- 
ments seein to look upon the affair, because, 
according to the latest dispatches, they are 
both doing their utmost to quell all further 
disturbance and restore good feeling. That 
this fight for bread and higher wages on the 
part of the French has been given political 
significance and described with triotic 
phrases on both sides is natural. ‘The same 
was done in Germany and Russia during the 
time of the persecution of the Jews.

The defense was that 
the improvements were all in use years ago, 
and that Bell was not the originator and in- 
ventor. The plaintiff relied principally upon 
the fifth claim of the first patent, No. 174,465, 
issued to Bell, dated March 7, 1876, entitled 
Improvement in Telegraphy.” This elaim 
is for the methods and apparatus fer 
transmitted or other sounds telegraphically 
by causing eleetrical undulations similar in 
form to the vibrations of the air accompany- 
ing the said vocal or other sounds, sub- 
stantially as set forth. The Judge holds 
that this claim is valid, and has been in- 
fringed by the defendant. He says: The 
invention is nothing less than the transfer to 
a wire of electrical vibrations like those 
which a sound has produced in the alr. 
An apparatus made in Germany in 1860, and 
described in several publications before 1876, 
is relied on to limit the scope of Ball's inven- 
tion. Reis appears to have been a man of 
learning and ingenuity. He used a wem- 
brane and electrodus for transmitting sounds, 
and his apparatus was well known to curious 
inquirers. The regret of all its admirers was 
that articulate speech conld not be sent and 
received by it. ‘The deficiency was inherent 
in the principle of the machine. It can 
transmit electrical waves along a wire under 
very favorable circumstances, not in the 
mode intended by the inventor, but one sug- 
gested by Bell’s discovery, but it cannot 
transmute them into articulate sounds at the 
other end, because it is constructed 
on a false theory, and the delica- 
cy of use required to make it per- 
form part of the operation is fatal 
to its rn performance of the other part. 
A Bell reeeiver must be used to gather up 
the sound before the instrument can even 
now be adopted to a Hmited practicai use. 
It was like those deaf and dumb pupils of 
Prot. Beli who could be taught to speak but 
not to hear.

CURE FOR HYDROPHOBIA. 

Dumx, Ireland, June 11.—To the Editor of 
the Irish Farmers’ Gazette—Sir: Now that 
the hot weather is coming on, the season in 
which It is supposed that dogs take hydro- 
phobia, I would like to give a few hints and 
cautions with regard to the matter, Dogs 
are more liable to this diseasein summer 


than in winter because the heat of the sun 
causes the iunpurities of the blood to ferment, 
and they take what is called hydrophobia, 
but it is in reality dug fever, and when a dug 
becomes mad. it is merely the d lirium of 
the fever at its hight; just the same way as a 
human being in typhus-fever takes the same 
thing when the fever is at its worst point, or 
con) to a head. ‘The dog does not take 
bis delirium all at once; if his owner would 
lease to take notice of him he will find him 
or days sulking in corners, refusing his 
food, his movements are sluggish, and his 
eos are dull and bioodshot. As prevention 
is better. than cure, and as you cannot cure a 
dog once he is really gone mad, there are 
several ways of keepi him from going 
mad, and from even taking III. 
place, take your dog out fur a run every day, 
and never rey him ona chain in the sum- 
mer, As you have to keep him off the street, 
— him in an inelosed yard, but do not 
chain him to his box; do not give him any flesh 
meat to eat, nor soups made from flesh, nor 
auything in the animal kingdom, but feed 
him on bread and milk; give him one goed 
meal in the day, according to his size, as this 
is enough for any dog. See that he is washed 
every day or gets a bath. not in salt water, 
but in fresh; teach him to swim, and then he 
will give you no trouble: any dog wilt run 
into shallow water,—itis going into deep 
water that frightens them atfirst. It is not 
— to bathe dogs in salt water unless they 
ave sores, because the salt adheres to them, 
and they lick themselves and get 
salt into their system; § this 
them feverish, and would in itself 
lead to madness. Do not beat your 
dog nor frighten him; forif he is a nervous 1 
or excitable dog he will act as if he were 
mad. If you treat your dog kindly, and fol- 
low these directions, he will not go mad. 
The present system practiced on patients 
who are bitten by mad dogs is injurtous and 
not at all likely to cure them of liydrophobia. 
When a person is bitten by a mad dog the 
first thing doue is to get the wound cater- 
ized: but this is a very bad mode of treat- 
ment; by cauterizing the wound the poison 
is driven into the blood, and all chance of it 
ing drawn out is stopped, and the person 
under these circumstances is just the same as 
if he were vaccinated with poisonous lymph. 
The wound bitten by a mgd dog should 
be well washed in a strong decoction of 
nettle tea; it should then be poulticed with 
wheaten bread, steeped in a fresh decoction 
of the same, and applied as hot as can be 
borne; this should be kept on for two hours; 
the wound should afterwards be dressed 
with an ointment made of spermaceti and 
olive oil: the patient should be well washed 
from the head to the feet, and he should get 
a dose of the decoction of senna adminis- 
tered immediately. A strong and robust 
person should have a teacupful, a delicate 
person or child a wineglassful; the patient 
should refrain from the use of stron 
drink, tobacco, and all sorts of indi- 
gestible foods, This mode of tgeatment 
will effectually prevent any one from taking 
hydrophobia. might remark gg a 
are far too much frightened over dogs. 
It a person in the delirium of fever bit you, 
— would just be as lil as if you were bitten 
yamad dog: but if you keep your blood 


ure and your body chan, it you refrain 
rom the use of. strong drink and flesh of all 
kinds, you will never take hydrophobia, even 
if you are bitten by a mad dog. It is the im- 
purities in the people's own b that cause 
them to takehydrophobia when they are bit- 
ten by any animal; when their blood is im- 
ure and their system unhealthy they will 
e what they imagine to be hydrophobia if 
they are bitten by a dog, even if it is not mad, 
Yours, ete.

THE ENNISKILLEN CASE. 

There was a meeting of the judges of Sat- 
urday's races and the Executive Committee 
of the Driving Park at No. 116 Monroe street 
yesterday morning to consider whether fur- 
ther action should be taken in the case of the 
colt Enniskillen, whose rider was ruled off 
the track for pulling the horse. The prin- 
cipal object of the inquiry was to ascertain 
whether Caldwell, the owner of the colt, was 
in any way responsibl® for the animal hav- 
ing been pulled. The judges Saturday were 
Messrs. Rowett, Buford, Dow, and Funk. 
Mr. Rowett stated that he had been informed 
that one of the judges had money bet on the 
race in Which Enniskillen took part, where- 
upon Gen. Buford promptly responded that, 
on being asked to ofuclate as judge, he had 
stated that he was the possessor ofa 830 
pool on Epniskillen, and had been told that 
of course that would make no difference. It 
was discovered, however, that the rules pro- 
vide that uo person having money ber on a 
race shall act as a judge of that evéat, al- 
though the rule has never been strictly ob- 


served. 

When this matter had been satisfactorily 
explained, Caldwell, the trainet of Eunis- 
killen, testified that the colt was owned joint- 
ly by himself and Bob Harlan, of St. Louis. 
He had telegraphed to Harlan Saturday to 
back the horse in the pools, and had also ad- 
vised his wife, who is at Nashville., that he 
thought Enniskillen would win. Copies of 
these telegrams were produced. He attrib- 
uted the non-success of the horse to the fact 
that he was always slow in getting away 
from the wire. 

Theodore Alcock, a trainer, said that he 
timed Enniskillen from wire to wire in Sat- 
urday’s race, and that the colt ran the wile 
in 174454, the first half being done in 55% 
seconds, and the last in 49 seconds. Other 
testimony to the same effect was given, after 
which it was decided to sustain the action of 
the judges, which was that Hodges, the 
rider, be ruled off the track, aad all pools on 
the colt be declared off.

IDENTIFIED 


The Body of the Man Found Floating 
iu the Missouri River at Kansas City 
Proves to Be that of a Disgraced 
Minister. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 27.—Dispatches from 
Kansas City say: The body of the man 
found in the river here last Friday turned 
out to be that of the Rey. Sydney M. Stray, 
who was expelled from the ministry by the 
Presbytery at Glen Falis, N. Y., June 14, 
for shooting his wife some time ago at War- 
rensburg,on Lake George, N. Y., where he 
was pastor of a fashionable ehurch, and who 
afterwards confessed to sundry allegations 
of adultery. Stray has resided in Leaven- 
worth since last March, where he held a po- 
sition as bookkeeper in a business house, but 
receiving a letter that his wife’s brother 
had started West with the avowed 
intention of shooting him, he left 
Leavenworth, changed his name, and intend- 
ed to secrete himself somewhere until his 
irate brother-in-law had visited Leavenworth 
and returned Kast. Coming to Kansas City, 
he must have fallen into a despondent mood 
and sought to drown hissorrows and troubles 
in stimulants. Temporary insanity followed, 
and a plunge into the river sealed his fate 
forever. ‘The body was identified last night 
night by A. A. Fenn, a member of the City 
Council of Leavenworth, and the Rev. R. I. 
Brown, pastor of the Congregational Church 
of that city. Stray left Leavenworth June 5, 
and had not been heard from since. He 
went by the name of St. Clair, and was 
known as a quiet, industrious man. A num- 
ber of letters have been received at Leaven- 
worth since his departure from that city, 
some of which were opened by the Coroner 
and revealed who the man was, and much of 
his history. Ilis friends in the East have 
been telegraphed.

WEST-BOUND RATES. 

The so-called Broadway agents of the 
Eastern trunk lines held a meeting at Com- 
missioner Fink’s office in New York Satur- 
day to consider irregularities in west-bound 
rates. 

A circular just issued by Commissioner 
Fink gives the following aecount of the pro- 
ceedings: 

“The Commissioner stated that he had 
called this meeting to consider the present 
eondition of rates on west-bound business, 
he having received during the last few days 
re ports that some of the roads Were making 
time contracts at reduced rates. These re- 
ports were made principally against the 
‘White Line,“ and came from vatlous 
sources. The Commissioner also stated that 
he had referred the matter to Messrs. Rutter 
and Hayden, of the New York Central 
Railroad, and that these gentiemen 
had said that they had not and 
would not authorize the making 


of any time contracts, or any interference 
with west-bound rates. A telegram was 
read from Mr. A. B. Skinner, a member of 
the White Line, who also stated that he had 
not, and would not, authorize the making of 
hy time contracts. While there was a con- 
tion on the part of some of the representa- 
tives present tliat reduced rates had been of- 
fered, it was decided that each of the agents 
should at once make efforts for the strict 
maintenance of west-bound rates, and that 
the Commissioner should strictly carry out 


the existing agreement by diverting all tratſle 


that was obtained by cutting rates from any 
—.— west of the trunk lines that was cutting 
rates. 

The question of a general reduction of 
west-bound rates was thea considered, and 
it was thought best not to make any reduce 
tion at preseut. The exhibit and comparison 
of statistics revealed the fact that 
the business during the months of 
May and June, 1881, was larger 
than it was for tha corresponding months 
last year, and that the reduced rates would 
not be likely to increase the business; but if 
it should be found hereafter that rates were 
not strictly maintained, they could be re- 
duced to the lowest rate made by any lines; 
that as long as the present agreement in re- 
gard to west-bound freight existed, and it 
required three months’ notice to cancel them 
nothing could be gained by any of the trunk 
lines cutting rates, as they 27 be charged 
with the full rate, and would svouer or later 
have to make. up the deficiencies of the 
other roads on the basis of full rates. Under 
the present agreements there was no neces- 
sity for any cutting of rates, as the tennage 
of each road was determined and could not 
be increased, and the cutting of rates could 
only result to the wid of the roads 
indulging in it. n this respect 
the situation was entirely different 
from the east-boumd business, where no 
agreements or diwsion of traffic existed. 
The exhibits showed that at present, 
taking iu consideration the California busi- 
ness the New York Central were 3,942 tons 
over, the New York, Lake Erie & Western 
only 496 tons in deficit. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad 1,732 tons over and the Baltimore & 
Ohio 5,178 tons in deficit. 

“The desire was expressed by the repre- 
sentatives that rates be strictly maintained 
on all west-bound business, and as west- 
bound rates have always been under the con- 
trol of the trunk lines no difficuty should be 
experienced if the trunk lines are in earnest, 
as they profess to be, to accomplish that pur- 
pose,’ 


WESTERN TRUNK LINES. 

The Western Trunk Lines Association 
held a meeting yesterday in this city. Al- 
though those members participating in the 
proceedings claim that nothing was done 
except the auditing of the regular monthly 
accounts, yet it is known that there was un- 
der discussion a far more interesting mat- 
ter. It appears that the Eastern trunk 
lines take no more kindly to- 
wards the Association now than ‘they 
did before Mr. W. II. Dixon was appointed 
Commissioner. ‘The les of the Associa- 
tion require that reports should be received 
from the Easteru trunk lines of the number 
of emigrants seht by them over the various 
Western routes. The Pennsylvania, the Bos- 
ton & Albany, and the Fitchburg Roads have 
agreed to make such reports. But the New 
york Central, Erie, and Baltimore & Ohio 
Koads declare that they will not report te 
the Association, Without the report or the 
operation from the above-named three 
lines, it will be hard work to keep the Asso- 
ciation alive, as the diversion of business by 
those three lines over the Rock Island, which 
is not a member of the Association, will com- 
pel the other Western roads competing with 
the Rock Island to make such rates 
as will bring the business to them. 
If railway affairs were steauy just now 
it would be an easy matter for the Western 
trunk lines to show a bold front to the East- 
ern roads, and retaliate by diverting east- 
bound business. But the passenger business 
is at present almost as seriously disturbed as 
the freight tratlic, and for this reason it will 
hardly be possible to force the Eastern lines 
into a compiiance with the rules of the Asso- 
ciation. This matter, it is claimed, was the 
principal topic of discussion at yesterday’s 
meeting, but no defiuit action was taken, 


WITHDRAWS FROM THE POOL 

It is understood that the Missouri Pacifie 
Railway Company has given notice of with- 
drawal from the Southwestern Railway As 
sociation. Under these circumstances all 
hopes for a reorganization of the South west- 
ern Railway Association must vanish, 
as without Gould’s road the Missou- 
ri River pool cannot be maintained. The 
Southwestern Association has virtually been 
dead for some time past, as the roads have 
not curried out any of its provisions for 
nearly a year. Although efforts were lately 
made to reorganize the pool, which proved 
abortive, yet until a few days ago hopes were 
entertained that some compromise might 
still be effected at the adjourned meeting 
which was to have been held in this city 
Juty& As it is now, it is not likely that 
this meeting will be held at all. A general 
war between the various Missouri River 
roads will now have to be fought. The rates 
on through business from the East have 
been badly cut for some days past, and it is 
now stated that the rates on business from 
the Missouri River points to the East are 
also being cut. ‘he Missouri Pacific, 
in taking the Initiative in withdrawing 
from the pool, proves that it has long been 
the desire of Gould to break up the South- 
western Association unless he could have 
his own way. The St. Louis roads have at 
no time since the organization of the pool 
carried their full percentages of business, 
maul every month the Chicago roads had to 
pay over to them large amounts of money to 
make good the deticiency. This shews that 
the Chicago roads would have had far better 
reason to sever their connection with the 
pool than the St. Louis roads. Gould evi- 
dently thinks he eau scare the Chicago roads 
into submission to his demands, but will 
hardly be successful, as the Chicago roads 
are far better able to stand the fight than 
Gould’s St. Louis roads.

„Woll.“ said he, ‘in response, you see the 
local agents passed a rule at their last meet- 
ing to prevent us from speculating on excur- 
sions. We desire to show them t we can 
go right to their offices and buy tickets at 
their own figures and make a profit.” How 
do you expect to get even on your present 
venture?“ was asked. Easy enough,” the 
reply came. with promptness. “We know 
what we are about. Tickets are selling to 
Chicago and return for 83. We buy them 
and sell the half zood for Chicago for $1.75.

Thereare enough of these tickets 
out to absorb the paying part of the travel 
from Springfield to Chicago for two years to 
come, and it therefore becomes an important 
matter for the Compahy to get control of 
them. What the Company will have to pay 
it isdifficult to tell.

STORM AT WASHINGTON.

Wasmsorox, D. C., June 37.—The most 
violent thunder-sterm that has visited Wash- 
ington for years raged here to-duay with tre- 
mendous fury, It was like a water-spout, 
and a great deal of damage was done. It 
had been raining very heavily through the 
afternoon, but after sundown the storm in- 
creased in fury. It is impossible to learn to- 
hight how great the damage is, but reports 
that have come in from all parts of the 
city show that it was very extensivé 
Near the Treasury, one building, 
Shielded by others, had its roof 
lifted. Near All Souls’ Church, on IL. 
street, the roofs of several houses were torn 
from their fastenings and thrown into the 
Streets. A great many trees zwere blown 
down, and a vast amount ot damage done to 


ulie reservations. Extravant estimates are“ 


ing made of the loss. It is certain that the 
damage is very great. The only loss of life 
reported is that of a child in Georgetown, 
who was killed by falling timbers. There 
were a great many harrow escapes. he 
roof of the house of Mr. Whitney, the Man- 
ager of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, was crushed in by the falling of the 
gable of a Catholic institution which ad- 
joined him, and Mr. Whitney narrowly es- 
caped with his life. The heavy timbers just 
grazed hisarm. The roof of one bouse on 
G street, near the Treasury, Was blown fully 
100 feet. The Pension Building was struck 
by lightning, and the roof was severely dam- 
aged. The roofs of the City-Hall and of the 
Masonic Temple were blown off. Several 
houses near the Church of the Ascension 
were unrovfed. The roof was taken off the 
house of Paymaster MeClure. There has not 
been such a tornado since the notable one of 
July 4, seven years ago.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—A fearful storm 
of thunder, Aghtning, and wind, occompanied 
by hail, occurred here to-night. Some 
houses were blown down, and many un- 
roofed. Trees Were torn up, and sewers 
flooded and burst.

fhe Body of the Man Found Floating 
iu the Missouri River at Kansas City 

Proves to Be that of a Disgraced 

Minister. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 27.—Dispatches from 
Kansas City say: The body of the man 
found in the river here last Friday turned 
out to be that of the Rev. Sydney M. Stray, 
who was expelled from the ministry by the 
Presbytery at Glen Falls, N. Y., June 14, 
for shooting his wife some time ago at War- 
rensburg, on Lake George, N. V., where he 
was pastor of a fashionable ehurch, and who 
afterwards confessed to sundry allegations 
of adultery. rey has resided in Leaven- 
worth since last March, where he held a po- 
sition as bookkeeper in a business house, but 
receiving a letter that his wife’s brother 
had started West with the avowed 
intention of shvoting him, he left 
Leavenworth, changed his name, and intend- 
ed to secrete himself somewhere until his 
irate brother-in-law had visited Leavenworth 
and returned Kast. Coming to Kansas City, 
he must have tallen into a despondent mood 
and sought to drown hissorrows and troubles 
in stimulants. ‘Temporary insanity followed, 
and a plunge into the river sealed his fate 
forever. The body was identified last night 
night by A. A. Fenn, a member of the City 
Council of Leavenworth, and the Rev. R. B. 
Brown, pastor of the Congregational Church 
of that city. Stray left Leavenworth June 5, 
and had not been heard from since. He 
went by the name of St. Clair, and was 
known as a quiet, industrious man. A num- 
ber of letters have been received at Leaven- 
worth since his departure from that city, 
some of which were opened by the Coroner 
and revealed who the man was, and much of 
his history. IIis friends in the East have 
been telegraphed.

THE RAILROADS. 


West-Bound Rates to Be Main- 
tained by the Trunk 
Lines. 


Some of the Eastern Roads Refuse to 
Report Their Emigrant 
Business. 


The Missouri Pacific Withdraws 
from the Southwestern 
Pool. 


St. Louis Ticket-Scalpers Qutgeneral 
the Local Ticket Agents. 


WEST-BOUND RATES. 

The so-called Broadway agents of the 
Eastern trunk lines held a meeting at Com- 
missioner Fink’s office in New York Satur- 
— 4 consider irregularities in west-bound 
rates. f 

A circular just issued by Commissioner 
Fink gives the following account of the pro- 
ceedings: 

“The Commissioner stated that he had 
called this meeting to consider the present 
eondition of rates on west-bound business, 
he having received during the last few days 
re ports that some of the roads were making 
time contracts at reduced rates. These re- 
ports were made principally against the 
*White Line,’ and came from vatlous 
sources. The Commissioner also stated that 
he had referred the matter to Messrs. Rutter 
and Hayden, of the New York Central 
Railroad, and that these gentlemen 
had said that they had not and 
would not authorize the making 
of any time contracts, or any interference 
with west-bound rates. A telegram was 
read from Mr. A. II. Skinner, a member of 
the White Line, who also stated that he had 
not, and would not, authorize the making of 
any time contracts. While there was a con- 
tion on the part of some of the representa- 
tives present tliat reduced rates had been of- 
fered, it was decided that each of the agents 
should at onee make effurts for the strict 
maintenance of west-bound rates, and that 
the Commissioner should strictly carry out 


the existing agreement by diverting all tratfic | 


that was obtained by cutting rates from any 
hae west of the trunk lines that was cutting 
rates. 

The question of a general reduction of 
west-bound rates was thea considered, and 
it was thought best not to make any reduce 
tion at preseut. The exhibit and comparison 
of statistics revealed the fact that 
the business during the months of 
May and June, 1881, was larger 
than it was for the corresponding months 
last year, and that the reduced rates would 
not be likely to increase the business; but if 
it should be found hereafter that rates were 
not strictly maintained, they could be re- 
duced to the lowest rate made be any lines; 
that as long as the present agreement in re- 
gard to west-bound freight existed, and it 
required three months’ notice to cancel them 
nothing could be gained by any of the trunk 
lines cutting rates, as they 2 be charged 
with the tull rate, and would svoner or later 
have to make. up the deficiencies of the 
other roads on the basis of full rates. Under 
the present agreements there was ho neces- 
sity for any cutting of rates, as the tonnage 
of each road was determined and could not 
be increased, and the cutting of rates could 
only result to the injury of the roads 
indulging in it. In this respect 
the situation was entirely different 
frum the east-bound business, where no 
agreements or diwsion of traffie existed. 
The exhibits showed that at resent, 
taking in consideration the California busi- 
ness the New York Central were 3,92 tons 
over, the New York, Lake Erie & Western 
only 496 tons in deficit. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad 1,732 tons over and the Baltimore & 
Ohio 5,178 tons in deficit. 

“The desire was expressed by the repre- 
sentatives that rates be strictly maintained 
on all west-bound business, and as west- 
bound rates have always been under the con- 
tro] of the trunk lines no difficuty should be 
experienced if the trunk lines are in earnest, 
as they profess to be, to accomplish that pur- 
pose.’ 


WESTERN TRUNK LINES. 

The Western Trunk Lines Association 
held a meeting yesterday in thiscity. Al- 
though those members participating in the 
proceedings claim that nothing was done 
except the auditing of the regular monthly 
accounts, yet itis known that there was un- 
der discussion a far more interesting mat- 
ter. It appears that the Eastern trunk 
lines take no more kindly to- 
wards the Association now than ‘they 
did before Mr. W. II. Dixon was appointed 
Commissioner. ‘The les of the Associa- 
tion require that reports should be received 
from the Easterv trunk lines of the number 
of emigrants seht by them over the various 
Western routes. The Pennsylvania, the Bos- 
ton & Albany, and the Fitchburg Roads have 
agreed to make such reports. But the New 
York Central, Erie, and Baltimore & Ohio 
Roads declare that they will not report to 
the Association. Without the report or the 
operation from the above-named three 
lines, it will be hard work to keep the Asso- 
clauion alive, as the diversion of business by 
those three lines over the Rock Island, which 
is not a member of the Association, will com- 
pel the other Western reads competing with 
the Kock Island to make such rates 
as will bring the business to them. 
If railway affairs were ateady just now 
it would be an easy matter for the Western 
trunk lines to show a bold front to the East- 
ern roads, and retaliate by diverting east- 
bound business. But the passenger business 
is at present almost as seriously disturbed as 
the freight traue. and for this reason it will 
hardly be pussibie to force the Eastern lines 
into a compliance with the rules of the Asso- 
eiation. This matter, it is claimed, was the 
principal topic of discussion at yesterday’s 
meeting, but no defluit action was taken, 


WITHDRAWS FROM THE POOL 

It is understood that the Missouri Pacifie 
Railway Company has given notice of with- 
drawal from the Southwestern Railway As 
sociation. Under these circumstances all 
hopes for a reorganizetion of the South west- 
ern Railway Association must vanish, 
as without Gould’s road the Missou- 
ri River pool cannot be maintained. The 
Southwestern Association has virtually been 
dead for some time past, as the roads have 
not earried out any of its provisions for 
nearly a year. Although efforts were lately 
made to reorganize the pool, which proved 
abortive, yet until a few days ago hopes were 
entertained that some compromise might 
still be effected at the adjourned meeting 
which was to have been held iu this city 
July 6. As it is now, it is not likely that 
this meeting will be held at all. A general 
war between the various Missouri River 
roads will now have to be fought. ‘The rates 
on through business from the East have 
been badly cut for some days past, and it is 
now stated that the rates on business from 
the Missouri River points to the East are 
also being cut. ‘he Missouri Pacitie, 
in taking the Initiative in withdrawing 
from the pool, proves that it has long been 
the desire of Gould to break up the South- 
western Association unless he could have 
his own way. The St. Louis roads have at 
no time sinee the organization of the pool 
carried their full percentages of business, 
maui every month the Chicago roads had to 
pay over to them large amounts of money to 
make good the deficiency. This shows that 
the Chicago roads would have had fat better 
reason to sever their connection with the 
pool than the St. Louis roads. Gould evi- 
dently thinks he can scare the Chicago roads 
into submission to his demands, but will 
hardly be successful, as the Chicago roads 
are far better able to stand the fight than 
Gould’s St. Louis reads. ’

They 
then scattered dodgers broadcast, and posted 
placards on the bulletins, announcing 
that they were ready to sell tickets 
to Chicago for 81.73. This ruined the 
business of the companies, 80 
tar as their local offices were concerned. The 
agents lounged around, while the scalping 
ottices did a land-office business. They were 
being out-generaled in some way, the agents 
thought, and became very restless. But that 
served as a poor reflection to keep up their 
spirits. A reporter called on dscalper and 
asked him what had caused the great flurry. 
* Well,” said he, In response, you see the 
locai agents passed a rule at their last meet- 
ing to prevent us from speculating on excur- 
sions. We desire to show them that we can 
go right to their offices and buy tickets at 
their own figures and make a profit.” ** tiow 
do you expect to get even on your present 
venture?“ was asked. Easy enough,“ the 
reply came. with promptness, “ We know 
what we areabout. Tickets are selling to 
Chicago and return for $5. We buy them 
and sell the half good for Chicago for $1.75, 
The fare from Chicago to St. Louis is #4, 
The halt — from that point here our Chi- 
cago operators sell for $3.90, and that is how 
we get even.” Are there no roads you are 
patronizing to the exclusion of others?“ 
‘Yes, but we will not give them away. All 
we are doing this for is to show the roads 
that the ironclad business won’t work.’’

CHICAGO AND SPRINGFIELD RATES

There are enough of these tickets 
out to absorb the paying part of the travel 
from Springfield to Chicago for two years to 
come, and it therefore becomes an important 
matter for the Company to get control of 
them. What the Company will have to pay 
it isdiffieult to tell. Some of the holders 
would sell for $3.50 and sume want more. 
One party in Springfield holds 1,600 of them, 
another 1,200, and another 1,000. A few 
smaller holders who had all their little cash 
in these tickets have already sold out to St 
Louis scalpers, most of them for $2.35.

STORM AT WASHINGTON. 
Special Dispatch to The Chieage Tribune 

Wasarxeton, D. C., June 27.—The most 
violent thunder-sterm that has visited Wash- 
ington for years raged here to-day with tre- 
mendous fury. It was like a water-spout, 
and a great deal of damage was done. It 
had been raining very heavily through the 
afternoon, but after sundown the storm in- 
creased in fury. It is impossible to learn to- 
night how great the damage is, but reports 
that have come in from all parts of the 
city show that it was very extensivé. 
Near the Treasury, one building, 
Shielded by others, had its roof 
lifted. Near All Souls’ Church, on L. 
street, the roofs of several houses were torn 
from their fastenings and thrown into the 
streets. A great many trees were blown 
down, and a vastamount of damage done to 
pulie reservations. Extravant estimates are“ 
being made of the loss, It is certain that the 
damage is very great. The only loss of life 
reported is that of a child in Georgetown, 
who was killed by falling timbers. There 
were a great many harrow escapes. he 
roof of the house of Mr. Whitney, the Man- 
ager of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, was crushed in by the falling of the 
gable of a Catholic institution which ad- 
joined him, and Mr. Whitney narrowly es- 
caped with his life. The heavy timbers just 
grazed his arm. The roof of one bouse on 
G street, near the Treasury, Was blown fully 
100 feet. The Pension Building was struck 
by lightning, and the roof was severely dam- 
aged. The roofs of the City-Hall and of the 
Masonic Temple were blown off. Several 
houses near the Church of the Ascension 
were unrovfed. The roof was taken off the 
house of Paymaster McClure. There has not 
been such a tornado since the notable one of 
July 4, seven years ago. 

To the Western Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—A fearful storm 
of thunder, Aghtning, and wind, ocecompanied 
by hail, occurred here to-night. « Some 
houses were blown down, and many un- 
roofed. Trees Were torn up, and sewers 
flooded and burst. The roof the armory of 
the Medical Museum building, formerly 
Ford’s Theatre, in which Lincoln was killed, 
was torn in two and the two halves blown in 
different directions. Itunroofed the Masonic 


Temple. The iron railing and ornaments 
were blown from the Pension-Office building, 
and damage done in all sections of the city. 
Considerabte anxiety is felt for the safety 
of several exeursion-boats which left, well 
tilled with passengers, fr different points 
down the river during the day and evening.

THE WAY NOT TO CLEAN STREETS. 

The complaints against the street-cleaning 
contractor donot cease, and yet no action is 
taken by the Department of Public Works to 
compel him to do his work properly. U pon a 

nuy-wise and pvound-foolish licy the 

partment accepted the bid of Carston Blahm 
at $24.50 per mile. Mr. Blohm simply represents 
Farmer Harms, of Court-House-founudation 
fame. Neither of them has any practical idea 
of street-cleaning, and both were unprepared 
for the work when the coutract was awarded to 
them. Now they are going on with the work at 
a snail's pace. They do the r by day. 
pile up the dirtin little heaps, and allow it to 
le in the streets two, three, and even four days 
at a time before an attempt is made to cart it 
away. When the removal is attempted about 
two-thirds of the dirt is scattered over the pave- 
ment again. Further than that, no one seems 
to supervise the men, and they throw about as 
much stuff back into the street as they shovel 
int@the carts. The latter leak and scatier about 
10 per cent of their loads before they get to the 
dump. This may be a good way of deing busi- 
but the public ia getting very tired of it. 
The Department of Public Worksis much to 
blame for this state of tnings. In the first place, 
it commenced wean. The specifications were 
too loosely drawn. It is not at all improbable 
that Carston Blohm will de compelled to throw 
up his contract, for it is largely a losing one, and 
the bondsmea will never carry it out in case 
he fails. While matters are as they are 
the streets, where they sbould be cieaned, 
are daily negiected. y are simply a 
reeking, stinking disgrace in some parts of the 
city—an eyesore to the community—and furnish 
another matter for the Citizens’ Association to 
look into. Another spell of hot weather is here, 
and the mortality will run up to a fearful rate 
unless the evils spoken of are remedied. But 
the worst has not been said. The Health-Officers 
of the Tenth and Eieventh Wards should in- 
troduce their noses into the gutters running 
along the streets north and south from Kinzie 
street, which are unpaved, if they would get an 
adequate idea of what real filth is. It is the same 
in the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eights, Ninth, Thir- 
teenth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, 
and Seventeenth Wards. The gutters are 
fiilled with a slimy, rotting, stinking 
fluid, biack as ink ounderveath, but 
covered by a green scum. The streets are 
strewn with piles of reeking gurbage, and the 
stenches which go up simply veggur description. 
This is no exaggerated picture. It is easily 
verified, and any citizen who lives on these 
thickly-settied, unpaved thoroughfares can 
vouch for thetruth. This cannot always last. 
Retribution will come in the shape of epidemics, 
and then the remedy will come too late. The 
present administration is claiming great 
credit for economy, but in the protec- 
tion of the public bealth it is 
sadiy derelict. There has never been a 
time, under any Adginistration, when the city’s 
streets were so daisgracefully dirty and pest- 
breeding at this time of year as they are at 
present. Some one is to blame, and the Mayor 
should give this matter more serious attention 
than he has, for neither the Health or street 
Departments appear to take any interest in it.

The weg & which these advertisements got 
into THE IBUNE is as follows: All three of 
them were inclosed, with a dollar, in an envel- 
ope and dropped into Tus TaispuNeE mail-box at 
the office-door Sunday afternoon, The envelope 
was opened by the night clerk, who registered 
the advertisements, sent them up-stairs, and 
credited the money to the proper aceount.

It appears on investigation that in the case 
of these three advertisements the person hand- 
ing them in gave false addresses, and imagined 
doubtless that the joke was a sufficiently good 
oue to warrant him in paying. a dollar for bis 
amusement. If persons desire to do this sort of 
thing they eertainly can, for Tae TaipuNne does 
not propose to have a detective go all over the 
city and advertisement 
before it ‘ If any one 
was aunoyed by insertion of these 
advertisements, it was not the fault of Tug 
TRIBUNE, but of the individual who invested $1 
in what he considered a practical joke. That is 
a trick which anybody can play, and which may 
be perpetrated again and again, so lovg as the 
perpetrator has the money to carry it out with. 

THE WORD “ BOGUS.” 
however, is wot applicable to such advertise- 
ments as these. “Bogus” advertisements are 
those for which no money is paid, which are 
written inside a newspaper office, and which are 
inserted—sumetimes one or two pages of them— 
for the direct purpose of deceiving people as to 
the amount of advertising patronage. ‘The ad- 
vertisement which is paid for, even though un- 
—— does not come under the same head as 
080.

(inney, an atturney, appeared before the Court 
Oct. 1, 1880, and filed an auswer to the bill for di- 
vorce, introduced by Bowen, answering the alle- 
gations iu general terms, and on Oct. 2, the very 
next day, withdrew the answer. Mrs. Taylor 


swears that she never saw Kinney, and never 


authorized him to represent her in the case. 

William W. Taylor is a son of the late Col. T. 
T. Taylor, of the firm of Fisher & Taylor, livery- 
men, and is authorized to practice medicine, but 
bas done but little in his profession. The trial 
was set for Oct. 9, and Col. Taylor 
appeared to testify for his son. He swore 
that Mury A. Taylor bad deserted his son, her 
husband, in September, 1878, and had not lived 
with him since. He could not live with ber, as 
she had treated him cruelly and shamefuly. 
Mra. 8. E. Brunt vestitied that Mrs. Taylor had 
told ber that she had struck ber husband. 
Jobnson testified to the wife's go 
about two years ago and — 
On this evidence, substantially, Judge Jameson 
granted the divorce on the ground of desertion 
and crueity.and it was entered Oct. 11; 1880. 
Neither the busband nor wife was present at the 
trial, the wife knowing nothing about it, and the 
- “gu according to his father’s story, being 
si ck. 

The petition filed before Judge Jameson yes- 
terday by Mary E. Taylor gives ber sto She 
says that she was married Sept. 17, 1877, 
to William W. Taylor, her maiden name 
being Mary McUarthy. At the time 
of ber marriage she was ew ployed in a millinery 
house as trimmer and designer, and received a 
salury of $20 per week, being quite an expert in 
her line. She discovered too svon that her hus- 
band was dissiputed and addicted to strong 
drink, and she was oblived to support him, re- 
taining ber situation. In 1878 she became preg- 
naut, but kept on with ber work until August of 
that year, when she was obliged to leave her 
place. Her busband insisted on ber going to her 
parents, who resided in Kalamazoo, Mich,, until 
she recovered. Accordingly she went, and she 
alleges that that is the desertion complained of. 
While she was at Kalamazoo letters passed be- 
tween her and her husband very frequently. 
Mr. Brandt, one of her attorneys, showed these 
letters to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday. They 
were couched in the 


MOST AFFECTIONATE TERMS, 


and she was referred toin thé endearing terms 
customarily used by a young husband. Of these 
letters there were at least twenty orthirty. 

In November, 1878, Mrs. Taylor returned to the 
city with her child. Her husband met her at 
the depot in a hack and a state of intoxication. 
They were driven to a residence on the West 
Side, where they boarded for two weeks, the 
wife paying the expenses from the little store 
she had saved. Une day she gave ber husband 
Slo. and told him to go but and hire a suite of 
rooms for them, but instead of duing so be 
spent the money for whisky and came back to 
her without a cent. A lady acquaintance of 
hers agreed to keep her and her child during the 
winter of that year, and she remained with her 
until Mareb, 1879. In the meantime ber husband 
lived with bis parents, but came to see her and 
her child almost every day. After 8 her 
lady triend’s she reated rooms in the Porter 
Block, on Clark street, and boarded her brother. 
Her husband continued to live with his pcople, 
but kept up his visits to her regularly, often re- 
maining overnight. In the spring of 1879 she 
sent her child to Kalamazoo and resumed her 
work at $18 per week. lu November of the 
sume year Mrs. Taylor engaged apartments on 
the Nortu Side, and her mother and brother 
came to live with her. Shortly after she was es- 
tablished her husband returned to live with her, 
and his babits of dissipation and drunkenness 
soon drove ber relatives from her, very much 
disgusted. In the spring of 1880 they rented 
rooms at 1402 Michigan avenue and took up their 
abode there. In the fall hersalary was raised to 
$25 per week, the amount she is drawing at the 
present time. Sbe and Taylor lived together on 
Michigan avenue as busband and wife, and she 
was often called upon to redeem articles of 
clothes and jeweiry belonging to herself and 
friends that be had pawned to get money for 
whisky. Among these articies was a locket 
given her baby by her father. Oftentimes her 
husband would leave ber and come back almost 
naked, and his parents would have to take bim 
and cloth bim. but ber stroug attachment for 
him kept them together. 

WHEN THEY WERE MARRIED 

his parents opposed the match, on the ground 
that she was a poor girl, and they always die- 
liked ber, laying their son's dissipation at ber 
door, The divorce was obtained while he was 
living with her as ber husband, and she knew 
nothing about it. She was supporting Tay- 
lor at the time it was procured. Lust Muay 
they took a house together at No. 
575 Wabash avenue. The decree was 
granted six months before thattime. During 
the previous month her husband left suddenly 
for Lancaster, Ky., without letting her know 
where he hud gone. She received a letter from 
him sbortiy after bis departure, however, in 
whieh he addre her as his Dear, pure 
wife,” and signed himself “ Your affectionate 
husband. Tals occurred five months after the 
divorce was granted. Oneof these letters was 
written May II, exactly seven months after the 
granting of the divorce, and was extravagantly 
affectionate. 

Taylor returned bome May 13, and took up bis 
resideace at the petitioner's house, living with 
her as her husband and running the estuablish- 
ment. His father died very suddenly May 24. 
and, after tbat, he straightened up for a time, 
but soon fell back into his oid i habits 
of dissipation. day Mrs. Taylor was 
talking to Matt Fisher, Col. Taylor's 
former partner in the livery business, anc he in- 
cidenta.ly referred to “ the divorce.” She im- 
mediately asked what divorce he referred to, 
and whev he saw sbe kuew nothing of it he bur- 
riediy chauged the subject. She asked Taylor 
about it afterwards, but be told her he kuew 
nothing of any divorce. His parents might have 
imposed on him some time when he was drunk, 
but he had no recollection of any such proceed- 
ing. To make sure, be said, they could very 
easily geta license and be married a second 
time. In September of last year he told her his 
mother would give him $2,000 if she would sign 
u paper relinguishing all claim on bim. As he 
had been such a burden to her she was giad to 
see a chance for him to get some money of his 
own, and she cheerfully consented to this. Soon 
after he brought her « paper and she signed it 
without reading it, believing it to be the release 
be referredto. In all probability it wus the 
summons to appear before the court in the di- 
vorce suit. 

Last month Taylor was called to Kentucky, 
where his mother was ly il. While absent he 
sent two telegrams to Mary Taylor. One was 
signed “ Husband,” and the otber contained the 
message, Home Tuesday. Get license. The 
license referred to was a marriage license au- 
thorizing them to remarry. When de returned 
he said nothing about the license, but continued 
to live with her at ber house on Wabasn avenue 
as ber lawful husband. On the night of June 
II. just eight months after the decree of divorce 
bad been granted, retired as usual. In the 
middle ot me night Taylor arose and said that 
his mother was sick, and be could not remain ali 
night. That is tne last time she saw bim. 

ne shortly after thatshe met the minis- 
ter who married them, and he told her that 
be bad it from very good authority that a lawyer 
named Bowen had procured a divorce for her 
h from her on the ground of

New YorK, June 27.—The stock murket was 
weak and feverish to-day, although at intervals 
the bulls made strenuous efforts to sustain 
prices in the hope of being afforded an oppor- 
tunity of placing on other shoulders the 
heavy burden of the danger in- 
volved im carrying stocks ut present 
ruling quotations, of which they evidently 
entertain a lively, although it must be conceded 
a welil-disguised apprehension. The various 
influences which are supposed to affect the 
course of the values on the Stock Exchange 
cannot be said to favor higher prices.

THE HON. THOMAS HOYNE. 


One of the Men Whe Have Built 
Chicago.” 

The Alliance is publishing sketches of the use- 
ful and prominent men ot Chicago under the 
title“ The Men Who Have Built Chicago.” A 
recent issue contains this sketch of the Hon. 
Thomas Hoyne, who is personally known to 
thousands of our readers: 

There was a time when this great city, with all 
its unexampled growth and prosperity, was in 
daoger of financial ruin and moral bankruptcy. 
In 1876 Chicago was awnkened to the fact that 
she bad long been ruled by an unsc rupulous ring 
of thieving politicians, which received its sup- 
port from a class of the community not unlike 
that which kept Tweed ia power in New York 
City for so long a time, and saddied that city 
with a financial burden and gave its government 
n notoriety that has passed into a proverb. We 
say that Chicago was awakened ty her danger, 
awakened Only just in time to avert ruin, 
uwakened mainly by the efforts of the man 

whose name stands at the head of this sketch. 

story is an interesting, though familiar 
oue. H. D. Coivin was Mayor of the city at the 
He had inherited. from preceding admin- 
istrations, a bequest of debt, and was hedged 
about by precedents, which he had not the wis- 
dom or energy to set aside. Precedents involv- 
ing large running expenses, extravagant appro- 
priations, and’a reckless financial policy. His 
administration inaugurated the system ot meet- 
— the ilicwal debt of the city by an equally ille- 
issue of scrip; but was unequal to the broad 
— ot immediate retrenchment of 
municipal expenses and refunding the debt so 
that it might comfortably be carried. 

As we have said, ruin stared Chicago in the 
face, Extravagance, and incompetence, and 
rascality threatened the city. Taxation 
bad become too heavy to be borne. 
The name of Chicago, prosperous and 
lusty as the city was, was fast be- 
coming a byword for misrule. It was a crisis in 
her history. Had the reigning state of allairs 
continued, there is no manner of doubt but that 
some other city would have become the metrop- 
olis of the West. Capital and enterprise do not 
gravitate to any city overburdened with taxa- 
tion, cursed by misrule, and threatened with 
financial troubles. There is always a man for 
every emergency, and in Chicago's hour of need 
Thomas Hoyue came to the front. Through his 
efforts the Municipal Reform Club was organ- 
ized, and in a very short time it succeeded in 
arousing the people toa sense of the dangers 
which threaten them. An American com- 
munity, and especiallya Chicago community, 
engrossed with their private business affairs, are 
slowly aroused to a sense of public danger, but 
when they are aroused no people in the worid 
~~ 80 po quit kly or so effectively. 

eform Club called a mass-meeting of the 
9 in the Exposition Building. Nearly 40. 
000 men, of every petitical faith, gathered at 
that meeting, which resolved to take energetic 
means to abate the growing evil of municipal 
misrule. Mr. Hoyne was, at the meeting, nom- 
inated for Mayor ou a reform platform, aud in 
the election that followed was nearly unani- 
mously elected to that offiee. He received a 
majority of over 35,000,—the largest majority 
even given a municipal Chief Magistrate in 
Chicago. There were but 800 votes cast against 
him. Mayor Colvin, the incumbent of the ollice, 
contested the legality of the clection and ap- 
pealed to the courts. The Circuit Court, which 
really had no jurisdiction in the case, decided, 
by a vote of 3 t0 2, that the election was illegal. 
Mr. Hoyne could, with every prospect of suc- 
cess, bave appealed to the Supreme Court, but, 
as his object was to cleanse the city of corrup- 


tion, and not to secure honor or place for hime ; 


self, and as the Coivin Administration agreed to 
resign if another election were permitted with- 
out appeal, Mr. Hoyne, for the sake of the pub- 
lic good, assented, and, refusing to allow the 
use ef his name, Monroe Heath was elected 
Mayor, and Mr. Hoyne retired to private life, 
after having been de facto Mayor for six weeks. 

But the line of policy marked out by his in- 
auygural address bas been followed not only by 
his successor, but by the doughty Harrison, and 
Chicago's prosperity and place in the Nation is 
doubtless due to the unseltish and wise action of 
Mr. Hoyne. 

We ibave thought that some facts about this 
man who saved Chicago might not be uninter- 
esting. Mr. Hoyne was boro in New York City 
in 1817. He attended the public schools of that 
city until o, when he was apprenticed to a 
manufacturer of fancy goods, and remained at 
the business unti! 188. Then, foliowing the 
natural bent of his mind, be commenced to 
study law. He worked in a wholesalc grocery in 
the daytime and studied at night fora year. He 
then entered the law office of the Hon. John 
Brinkerhoff and remained another year. 

In 1837 he came to Chicago, then just made a 
city. He obtained employment in the Cirouit- 
Clerk's office, studying all the while, teaching 
foratime in one of the public schools, perfect- 
ing bis knowledge of Latin and Greek, and final- 
ly, in Im, compieting his law studies in the of- 
fice of the Hon. John Y.Scammon, was admitted 
to the Bar. 

Mr. Hoyne soon became a prominent ‘fsure 
among the young men of the younger city, and 
in 1840 was elected City Clerk, and in the tollow- 
ing year was re@lected. The exhaustive and 
abie document prusented to Congress in 15:1, 
praying for the completion of the harbor, was 
drawn up by Mr. Hoyne, and be also wrote the 
first proclamation of Thanksgiving ever issued 
in Illinois. 

He removed to Galena for two years, and in 

47 was elected Probate Judge, and during 

ierce’s Administration was United States Dis- 
trict Attorney for the State of Lllinois. In 
1459 he was appointed United States 
Marshal for the Northern District of the 
State. Meanwhile he had not been inactive 
in other walks of life. In 1857 be was elected 
President of the Young Men's Association, then 
inadving condition, drew up a charter, pro- 
vided for a building, established a lecture 
course, and delivered a lecture before the So- 
ciety on “ Trial by Jury.“ He was reClected in 
1852, the only instance, with one exception, 
where the same person has held the office tor 
two conseeutive yeurs. 

He was tho first to move in an effort to estab- 
lish a law school in the Northwest, and secured, 
at his own expense, the Professor, Judge 
ntrivution of 35,000 
as anendowment fund to establish in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago a chair of constitutional and 
international law. He has beea an officer of the 
institution in various capacities. The total 
destruction of the library and records of the 
Law Institute in the fire of 171 rendered an 
immense amount of labor necessary to its re- 
establishment. To this effort Mr. Hoyne gave 
unstintediy his time, and was suceessful 
in procuri lerwe and valanbvie contribu- 
tions from the various States, to the library of 
the institute. He was an active agent in the 
purchase of the great tclescope, has becn See- 
retary of the Astronomical Society, anu, in-

GRISCOM’S FAST. 


He Enters on His Thirty-first Day of 
Wind-Puddings. 

It will be thirty-one days at noon to-day since 
John Griscom has tickled his palate with any- 
thing more substantial than water, although for 
& weck or so he has been dissipating, madly de- 
bauching, on a diurnal dose of half a dozen 
beer-mugs of lake water. Nor does he take ice 
in it. He wants his water straight. It would do 
a temperance advocate good, as also dietarians 
like Dio Lewis, to sce Griscom drink. No toper 
ever enjoyed bis dram more, and no gormand 
ever relished his elaborate menu so keenly as 
does poor starving Griscom. His a tite is 
perfectly satisfied by this hydropathic treat- 
ment, and he atterwards chews a wooden tooth- 
pick as naturaly as if he eaten 
a full meal.

The faster was quite indignant at the offensive 
allusion to the Ban ny mind, though he was 
disposed to laugh at the hungry business, for 
he knew he could lunch on zephyrs, but —— 
he tearned that there was probably nothing 
sonal intended, as the uymn was not orig nal. 
but was a century old, he ceased to murmur. 
This flow of saliva yesterday manifested itself 
in an entirety new way; the faster's mouth 
actually watered at letting his imagination get 
away with him. He was dozing in his chair, 
during a luli in the attendance of visitors, when 
he dreamed he was a boy again, at the old home, 
and his mother was preparing for him one of 
THOSE MAGNIFICENT LUNCHES 
which loom up before the vigorous appctite of 
the average youngster; but just as the spread 
was ready and he was about to sit down, he 
awakened. For the rst time in thirty-one 
days Griscom was hungry, so famished that he 
told his watchers he would be satisfied now 
with torty-five days. He has now reached 
Stage when the fast is becoming intensely in- 
teresting, although he did not expect it so soon. 
He says that, though his new sensation is not 
especiaily distressing, he will have to quit think- 
ing about eating, and to that end he 
wants his visitors to refrain from any gastro- 
nomical allusions. Some of them cruelly 
ignore his wisbes, and try to weaken the 
fuster by torturing the starving man. 
Reversing the order of mytbology, the cup of 
Tantalus is ever coming towards the unhappy 
victim, but at each grasp for it by his bony band 
he beroicaily draws beck from the temptation. 
Last night, after the doors were ciosed to visit- 
ors, Griscom stopped talking and was soon ab- 
sorbed in the pages of a novel, while the doctors 
nmused themselves with peeping through the 
microscope and calculating how many corpuscles 
there were in a cubie millimetre. There were 
millions in it,—three and a few odd hundred 
thousand,—while hbealthy blood contains five 
miltions. This requires pretty fine figuring, as 
a mustard-seed has about the capacity of a 
cubic millimetre.

| It must be admitted that silver. as a conven- 


ient “tool,” has not been discarded, and 
that, in view of the ceaseless war made upon 
it by those favoring the single gold standard, 
it holds its own remarkably well. ‘The ob- 
ject of the International Monetary Confer- 
ence is to settle the relative value of gold and 
siiver. This accomplished, and the monetary 
affairs of the world would be at once relieved 
of a vexatious question, and business would 


| at once move forward with accelerated prog- 
| ress, and since paper-money, as a tool.“ is 


more convenient than either gold or silver, 
the United States has an opportunity to ma- 
terially aid in vitalizing business. A con- 
temporary judiciously asks: “With the 
coustant accumulation of coin in this 
country, both from foreign importation 
und the annual domestic produc- 
tion, would it not be a wise policy on the part 
of Congress to authorize the issue of gold 
and silver bullion and coin certificates of de- 
posit which would represent the bullion and 
coin of both metals stored away in the vaults 
of the Treasury? These being made inter- 
changeable at the option of the holder, 
would pass current, under a compact agreed 
upon at Paris durimg the present session of 
the Conference, in all the countries parties 
thereto. The United States being the largest 
producer and depository of the precious 
metals, would give her the preference M the 
issue of these certificates of deposit. The 
system once adopted, these certificates wouid 
take the place of gold and silver. excepting 
for small change, in all public and private 
transactions, and being equally the money of 
foreign countries to the extent of their de- 
posits of the precious metals, would not be 
subject to any of the fluctuations and uncer- 
tainties of a paper currency not based upon 
nu gold and silver foundation.“ 

Ly adopting the course suggested, the en- 
tire amount of coin and bullion in the 
Treasury would virtually pass into circula- 
tion, anc as such certificates would represent 
so much silver actually in the Treasury, they 
would at once become the favorit tools“ 
of commerce. The gold and silver micht re- 
main forever inthe ‘Treasury; it would not 
be wanted as a “ tool! — paper answering a 
far better purpose. Hence, we infer, all 
things considered, mankind iu its progress 
toward a higher civilizanon,.” has not ar- 
rived at that etherealized state when it is 
ready to cast aside silver as a “tool”: and 
though the people have outgrown ' pack- 
saddles and wheelbarrcws” in favor of 
** steaum-cars,” they still recognize the great 
value of silver, and are as determined as 
ever to keep it in a position where it will do 
the most good.

THE NORTH PARK MIX ES. 

LARAMIE Crry, Wyo., June 27.—Prof. G. 
C. Broadhead, State Geologist of Missourk 
who has just returned from a preliminary 
investigation of the mines in North Park, 
brings a very flattering report, the samples of 
ore brought from the Endomile mine, owned 
by the North Park & Vandalia Mining &

HOT WHEAT 


Assertions that Very Little of It Has 
Reached New Orleans by the River 
Koute. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 27.—Grain-Inspector 
Livingstone, of this city, has been away. It 
was only to-day that your correspondent was 
able to secure reliable information from his 
department concerning the cry of hot wheat 
that has gone out from here. The reports 
published in all the papers, thelnspectors de- 
clare, have been fearful exaggerations of the 
real subject at issue. The lnspectors do not 
deny that some wheat has arrived at New 
Orleans hot, but the quantity is so small that 
the New Orleans parties to whom it was 
shipped refused to pay the fare of asingle man 
down there to see just what the loss 
amounted to. Beside this, the cause of the 
wheat heating was easily explained. It was 
shipped in barges illy adapted fur the carry- 
ing of wheat. There was no ventilation 
Whatever, and so it was as natural for the 
wheat to heat in them as though it was in an 
oven. This defect in all barges is to be reme- 
died, and when this is done the Inspectors 
expect to hear no more cries of hot wheat 
other than is to be expected at odd times al- 
ways where large quantities of wheat are 
being transported.

Most Englishmen will fear that 
this is too near, Lord Hartington told 
an inquisitive member that the English Gov- 
ernment had granted Abdurrahman Khan 
subsidies amounting to $1,995,000.

WHILE a passenger-train drawn by two 
engines was passing over the provisional 
wooden bridge on the Moreles (Mexican) 
Railroad Thursday night the structure gave 
way, and the engines and cars tumbled over 
the precipice. One hundred barrels of 
brandy were set on fire by the engines, and 
the mangled victims of the disaster were, in 
many instances, burned to acrisp. Thedead 
number over 250, of whom 197 are Mexican 
soldiers and seventeen Mexican officers. 
About forty women and children were more 
or less injured by fire or by falling over the 
precipice, Sixty persons were saved. 


THERE was a scene in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday when O’Donnell, an Lrish 
member, being dissatisfied at the reasons 
given by Secretary Forster for the proclama- 
tion of Waterford under the Coercion act, 
moved the adjournment of the House, and 
denounced the Government for having in a 
cowardly and unjust manner made use of the 
powers conferred on it by the Coercion act.

During the debate one 
Irish member charged that the district was 
proclaimed in order to der it more easy 
for the Duke of Devonshire, Lord Harting- 
ton’s father, to collect his rents; another 
member referred to Forster asa “ Brum- 
magem Castlereagh.” Mr. Forster seems to 
have a hard time of it. 


THERE areeight Republican candidates for 
Speaker of the next House of Representa- 
tives—viz.: Keifer, of Ohio; Kasson, of 
lowa; Hubbell and Burrows, of Michigan; 
Hiscock, of New York; Robinson, of New 
Jersey; Reed, of Maine; and Orth, of Indi- 
ana. Keifer, who is the Ohio candidate, is 
the most active at present, but the chances 
are that either Kasson or one of the Mich- 
igan candidates will win. Sam Randall, Sam 
Cox, and Blackburn are the Bour- 
bon candidates. Ladd will probably 
get the empty honor of a nomina- 
tion from the Greenbackers, while Kelley, 
of Pennsylvania, is spoken of as an inde- 
pendent candidate. The declaration of Speer, 
of Georgia, that he would act with the Re 
publicans, has put a damper to the Demo- 
cratic hopes that an anti-Republican candi- 
date can be elscted. 


Mr. Brooxs, the American Consul at 
Queenstown, Ireland, has returned to his 
post from a visit to Henry O’Mahoney, who 
claims to be an American citizen, and who 
is confined in Limerick Jail under the Coer- 
cion act. Mr. Brooks says there is no doubt 
that O’ Mahoney was a bona fide naturalized 
citizen of the United States. Last spring he 
was elected to the office of Poor ; Law Guar- 
dian, a municipal office created by the laws 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and though 
Mr. Brooks does not say that this fact 
vitiates his claim to American protection, he 
intimates that it does.

THE COMET. 
PROF. KLEIN. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 27.—Prof. Klein, of 
Hartford, Ky., claims that he discovered the 
comet now attracting attention last Septem- 
ber. In a letter published in the Cowurier- 
Journal of to-morrow, he says: This so- 
called newly-discovered comet may be new 
to the world at large, but it is not new to 
me, as Ihave been gazing upon this very 
comet ever since last September. You will 
remember that | told you in my letters that 
it would be visible to the naked eye in June 
or July, 181, and that it would not 
be seen again for seventy-nine years. Fur- 
thermore, it is not the comet of 1819, but it is 
the comet of 1783, which was supposed to be 
the cause of the terrific atmospherical dis- 
turbances of that year. I feel that I know 
more about this comet than other astrono- 
mers, as I have nursed it, as it were, from its 
first appearance until the present, and I 
know my comet by sight just as a father 
would know his children by seeing them. 
Prof. Swift and other eminent scientists 
have written to me in regard to it from 
time to time. ever sinee last fall.” The 
Courier-Journal of Sept. 5 contains an ac- 
count of the discovery of this comet by 
Prof. Klein, in which he, at that time, said: 
“lam of the opinion that the earth passed 
through the tail of this eomet, and that its 
vapors so permeated our atmosphere as to 
be the direct cause of the recent unprece- 
dented rain-fall all over the eountry. I 
believe it was the cause of the great snow- 
storin on the lakes early in the fall. Indeed, 
the tail of the comet may have actually 
swept all ever that portion of the continent. 
Many recent hurricanes can, I think, be ac- 
counted for if we accept the above theory.” 


DOM PEDRO. 

Wasutnaton, D. C., June 27.—The Comp- 
tes Rendus, the oflicial organ of the Acade- 
my of Science of France, received at the 
Naval Observatory to- lay, contains a dis- 
patch from the Emperor of Brazil, dated 
May 29, announcing the discovery of a comet 
in right ascension 5hours 2 minutes, declin- 
ation south 31 degrees 15 minutes, moving 
northward. This diseovery was made two 
days before Dr. Gould’s alleged discovery, 
and the official astronomers here say it is un- 
doubtedly the same comet. By some over- 
sight, this message from Brazil has not here- 
tofore been published outside of France. 

Prof. all, of the Naval Observatory, to- 
dav received a dispatch from George Simms, 
dated New Orleans, stating that while camp- 
ing at Morelos, Mexico, on the morning of 
the 10th, he discovered this comet. Astrono- 
mers took advantage of the opportunity for 
observing offered last night, and to-day are 
busily at work making computations upon 
the basis of the material obtained.

The impressions will be made 
and pictures distributed to men of science 
throughout the world.

THE BOY NUISANCE, 


An Evil that Must Soon Be Taken in 
Hand by the Authorities, 
Hartford Courant. 

The recent accident at Willimantic, on the 
New York & New England Koad, by which 
several cars were wrecked, one man was 
badly hurt, and the whole business of a great 
railroad was delayed for hours, was due to 
the mischief of idle boys. Not a month ago 
a party of idle boys were arrested in New 
Britain who bad been playing at the same 
game for some time,—loosenmg the brakes 
on cars and letting them run down grade. 
Serious accidents from the same cause 
have been reported a number of times 
from other places. There is no railroad 


depot but has its band of boy loafers, 
and no (freight-yard but is _ infested 
by them. In Hartford, at the north end, 


cars stand on side-tracks, 


where so many 
ö s to such an extent, to sell 


boys steal coup 
fur old iron, that the railroad managers are 
really interested to find a patent coupler with 
a fixed link,—more interested, apparently, we 
regret to say, in this economical reform than 
in any sentimental desire to save the lives of 
brakemen. 

Boys fired into a passenger-train at Wind- 
sor not long ago, and it was a boy who was 
caught shooting at the elevated railroad 
trains in New York recently. Nowail this 
is merely a slight suggestion of the trouble 
boys make in one line of industry. They are 
capable of as much in many other ways, and 
they may be relied on to live up to their capa- 
bilities. Where they come from and what to 
do with them are two questions hard to an- 
swer. 


cities idle boys are vastly more numerous 
than formerly, and in far greater proportion 
to the whole population than furmerly. San 
Francisco has its hoodlums“ so plenty 
that they are a class feared; and in New 
York lawless boys are the worst class the 
people have to deal with. Our compulsory 
public-school system is in its very nature a 
confession of the neglect or inability of pa- 
rents to bring uv their children, and. on the 
other hand, it can never do fully the work 
they neglect todo. Nor does it reach all. It 
is a curious feature of our industria! prog- 
ress that it lessens rather than increases the 
chances for boys to work. There have been 
a few new branches opened, of course. There 
are cash-boys,—a comparatively recent set of 
chiid-employés,—and there are the district 
messenger-boys, who in our considerable 
cities count up quite a large number. But 
thisis about all the new work that has 
opened for them, and it is not in any way 
progressive. It is work the boy can out- 
grow without fitting himself therein for any- 
thing better. 

And against such opportunities as these 
must be set the great closing of doors caused 
by the trade unions of all sorts. While work 
is increasing and while all present workers 
must before long die and disappear, still the 
* Unions” insist upon limiting the number 
of boys who shall learn their trades and be 
their successors, and, instead of in any way 
contributing to the advancement of their 
work, they thus put all possible obstacles in 
the way of the development of a right knowl- 
edge of it. The head of a large establish- 
ment in this city, who employs many men, 
was recently requested to make each of his 
apprentices a member of the Hartford Lib- 
rary as an excellent way to help them and to 
help the library. In replying, he said that he 
did not have one apprentice now to where he 
formerly had a dozen. And yet the estab- 
lishment is four or tive times as large as it 
was when apprentices were plenty. 

This is one illustration of what is true of 
all the trades, and of course it there is no 
chance offered to a boy to learn a trade he 
must float around or snoulder a shovel. 
This floating population of boys with plenty 
of time to read pernicious literature 
drink beer are the source from which nine- 
tenths of our criminals come. They are a 
menace to society and they are increasing in 
number. Robbery and murder, formerly the 
crimes of old and hardened sinners, are now 
most frequently the work of boys ot B or less, 
scarcely nominally men. There never was a 
time before when so large a portion of the 
bad element was youug, and that is the werst 

ssible mise of future. Sooner or 
ater the boy will receive more attention thar 
he gets now, and the sooner the better. 
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| SERIOUS SHOOTING. 


John Baptist Schumacher Dan- 
gerously Wounded by Ben- 
jamin Eyster. 
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Both Men More or Less under the In- 
fluence of Liquor at the 
Time. 


The Quarrel Arises Over a Dispute as 
to the Occupancy of an 
Alley. 


Tt ought to satisfy almost any man living in 
the midst of a civilized community to have it 
said of him that be had taken a human life, 
even thoughin self-defense. Capt. Ben Eyster 
is an exception, however. In 1860 he did bis 
man, and was exonerated by Judge and 
jury, and to-day his second victim lies 
at death's door. The affray occurred at 
about 9 o'clock last evening back of Eyster's 
residence, No. 295 North Franklin street, in an 
alley between Franklin and Wells, Oak and 
Whiting streets. The alley is quite narrow, and 
directly opposit Ryster's barn is a rickety 
structure owued by a man named Yatt, and 
occupied by John Baptist Schumacher, a 
hackman. There had been none too good 
feeling between the two, each believing 
himecif entitled to the exclusive use 
of not only that alley, but another running east 
from the Yatt barn to Wells street. Eyster was 
in the alley putting up his borse and buggy when 
Schumacher drove in last evening. and, from all 
that can be ascertained, Kyster's buggy was 
directly athwart the others barn-dour, thus 
preventing him from entering. Hot words 
Dussed between them; then blows. Eyster gets 
the worst of the tight, runs into the house, but 
aren 4 returns to the attack with a revolver 
aod while his antagonist is defending himself 
with a pitchfork, shoots him. Suchisa fair and 
impartia., though brief. statement ot the occur- 
reuee. Each might have acted far differently 
witb less alcobolic stimulant. The wounded man 
was borne to his home, No. 4 Hill street, only 
a few biocks distant, and Capt. Eyster walked to 
the West Chicago Avenue Station. His face was 
torn and biceding. and, stepping up to the Sta- 
tionkeeper, said covily, “* Well, ft guess I'll re- 
main bere over night.’ 

* Your face ougat to be good for a night's 
lodging in such a place,” was response of 
the Stutionkeeper as be eyed the biood trickling 
down his tace. * What's the matter? 

“Matter! I've just shot a man over bere, and 
he guess be’s dead by this time. Serves him right,

A TRIBUNE reporter saw Capt. Eyster in his 
ceil shurtly after. After describing bow he eu- 
tered the alley, put 9 his horse, and pro- 
pared. to put up his buggy, he stated that 
Schumacher came up, and without a word 
of provocation seized him from behind as he 
was putting up the buggy, and. throwing him 
down, punched him in the face, and endeavored 


to 
GOUGE OUT HIS EYE. 
He managed to turn him, but before he hada 
chance to punish bis assailant the latter cried 
quits.“ and he let bim up. A moment or 
two later aud the hackmwan jumped upon 
him unawares. He shook bim of, 
not knowing but that be had a wenpon, ran in- 
doors, took bis revolver off a stand in bis bed- 
room, returned to the alley and shot Schu- 
macher just as be was about four feet away 
from bim, and advancing threateningly witha 
pitcufork in bis bands. “1 sbot him, and Im 
glad of it, under the circumstances,“ said de in 
conclusion. 
SCHUMACHER DENIES THE DRIFT 

of this story, and claims that Eyster struck the 
tirst blow. There were certainly witoesses of 
the affair, and it is said that u young man unmed 
Eddie Corneiius, living in ove of the Kelief and 
Aid shanties erected after the great tire at No. 
North Wells street, saw it all. but life under 
a low roof seems to bave dwarfed bis m- 
tellect, and nothing reliable can be gotteu 
out of him. It can be shown beyond 
all doubt that Schumacher was in a 
very quurreisome mood, and under the influ- 
ence of liquor withal. Prior to the shooting be 
had some trouble with two mea named respect- 
ively E. G. Harz and E. G. Du Broc, both hum 
at No. 2% Wells street.

Eystin’s barn, bleeding 
freely from a wound in the neck. 


They raised him to a sitting posture and asked 
bim whe had wounded him. He replied: “A 
middle-aged man, whe owns the black horse in 
that barn.” They immediately sent one man 
for a physician, another for the police, and a 
third to notify the injured man’s brother, 
Lieut. Vietor Scuumacher, commanding the 
Webster Avenue Station. Dr. Cunningham was 
the first to arrive.

An Irish-Australian’s Advice to His 
@Countrymen. 

New Sovrn Waxes, Australia, March, 
1881.—To the Editor of the (Dublin) Irish

ments which are calculated to mislead my 
fellow-countrymen and women, in the home | 
papers, I wish to lay before the people of 
Ireland some of the facts with regard to emi- 
grating to this country—Australia. 

To begin with, there are too many people 
here already, huridreds of whom can get no 
employment, and many of them starving. In 
the Sydney Morning Herald one wil) often 
read the sad announcement of “ found dead 
in the bush from starvation,” for when those 
“new chums,” as new arrivals are called 
here, who have little money, have spent it, 
they may starve for all the sympathy or in- 
terest the natives (whites) take in their dis- 
tress. As long as their money lasts ha- 
tives will stick to them; but as to try get 
them employment, or do them a good turn, 
they never dream of it; and one might 
as well expect blood from a turnip 
as that a native would exert himself for 
amere “chum.” If skilled laborers come 
out here, when they apply for some adver- 
tised situation or other, they are asked 
“ what colonial experience have you?” and 
if the reply be, none, they are not wanted, 
although they are first-class workmen. The 
fact of the matter is, they, the employers of 
New South Wales, do not want properly 
skilled labor, such as we employ at home, 
for nothing is done here in a workmanlike 
manner—everything is carelessly and badly 
done. The reason is, the masters never 
spent an hour in the trade which they fol- 
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way by the wily natives, and it is nut alto- 
gether the nice, easy, straight road to (I will 
not say fortune) independence or ordinary 
prosperity which heis persuaded to believe 
t to be by the Governinent paid agents, who 
get their commission, and don’t care what 
becomes of the poor guil of an ewigrant so 
long as they make money out of 
this white slave traffic. If the im- 
migrant wants to select land under 
the actof New South Wales, he has to go 
back for hundreds of miles, and when he 
gets there, what does he find? Why, he 
finds that the squatter (one who rents or oc- 
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if he takes up — land, must take the worst, 
which no one will have on any conditions, 
Thus the 4 secures what will keep 
his cattle alive iu bad seasons, and holds the 
rest of his run at a nominal rent from the 
Governinent,—something like £30 or £40 per 
50,000 or 100,000 acres,—while he keeps it use 
less to any but himself.

JcDGE Tur r has granted a temporary in- 
janction to restrain the execution of the ordl- 
nance vacating La Salle street between 
Jackson and Van Buren streets. The city 
charter anthorizes the Council by ordinance 
to vacate streets. The general law of the 
State, passed March 24, 1874, provides that 
“no city shall have power to vacate or close 
any street or alley, or any portion of the 
same, except upon a three-fourths majority 
of all the Aldermen of the city authorized by 
law to be elected; such vote to be 
taken by yeas and nays and record- 
ed.’ It further provides that when 
property is damaged by the vacation 
or closing of any street or alley the 
same shall be ascertained and paid as pro- 
vided by law. In this ease the allegation is 
made that the property of the petitioners, 
several blocks away, will be injured if the 
street be vacated and the Board of Trade be 
Allowed to move its place of meetihg. All 
the owners of all the property adjoining the 
street proposed to be vacated have consented 
to the passage of the ordinance, and, 4s no 
private property is to be taken, the damages 
of the complainants are remote, and are not 
of acharacter to be ascertained under the 
law of eminent domain. 

There is no pretense that the ordinance was 
not passed in strict compliance with the re- 
quirements of the State law.“ 

The plaintiffs in this case, if they have any 
legal grievanee, have also a legal remedy. 
Their complaint is, that their real estate in 
the neighborhood of the present Chamber of 
Commerce building has a special value be- 
cause that building is occupied by the Board 
of Trade; that if a block of the south end of 
La Salle street be vacated and the Board of 
Trade move the place of their meeting toa 
building to be erected on the premises va- 
cated by the city, they will be injured 
because of an inability on their part to de- 
mand and receive the high rents they now 
exact for stores and offices. T’iey set forth 
in effect that they now enjoy a corner on 
rents which will be broken it the members 
of the Board of, Trade escape out of their 
grip. This claim involves the right of the 
same complainants to ask the Court to 
prohibit forever the removal by the Board 
of Trade to any other building or part of 
the city. It will strike the general public as 
something preposterous that these few prop- 
erty-owners have a permanent lien on the 
Board of Trade, and power to prohibit the 
removal of its place of business fur any 
cause. 

If these complainants have, or may here- 
after have, any legal claim for damages, then 
they they will have the legal right to go into 
court, prove how, and to what extent, atid by 
whom they are damaged, and be damnified 
accordingly. Their attempt to enjoin the 
vacation of the street, in order to prevent the 
erection of the proposed building, and there- 
by prevent the Board of Trade hiring an- 
other hall, is simply absurd.

What is to be expected of a defendant so 
noisy, so malignant, so audacious ? Doubtless 
that he will exhaust the whiole arsenal of 
detenses in his efforts to keep clear ot the 
Penitentiary. Forney’s Chronicle says: 


The proceeding will wade from beginning to 
end iv u slough ot perjury. | Millions—if million 
are necessary to accomplish the purpose—wil 
be lavished to debatich the souls of jurors and 


witnesses, and render them obvious of 


their oaths and their obligations. Lawyers 
most fathed for their cunning and au- 
dacity in the work of defedting the ends 
of justice will be employed upon terms 
which will enlist their severest efforts and cull 
into exercise tueir most metallic effrotitery, 
Newspapers will be purchased to detract, and 
detiounce, and thregten, and intimidate; and 
writers ingenious tf the manufacture of defama- 
tion subsidized. Strikets of all grades an’ de- 
scriptions will be enguged td pervade places of 
popular resort, to vilify and scandalize all who 
countenance the prosecution; aud interested 
and implicated persons from every quarter = 
gather to the Capital with words and money, 
assist conscienceless attornevs, aud sere ble 
witnesses, and purchased emissaries, and bot tle- 
bought bullies in helping a horde of culprits to 
escape the punishment they deserve. 


This man Brady; who'proclaims his inno- 
cence from the huuse-top, is to open a moral 
sewer in Washington and spew its contents 
over the country in order that he may skulk 
away from tlie doors of the Penitentiary 
under cover of the nasty fog. And Mr. 
Dorsey will help spice the unsavory dish. 
One of his friends says: If Dorsey is to 
fall, he will pull others down with him; 
“and don’t you forget it,“ exclaims the sym- 
pathizer. 

But these niouthings should not deter At- 
torney-General MacVeagh from pursuing 
the even tenor of his way. Let him hunt 
the tascals down to the last man. if they 
choose to add perjury and btibery to the list 
of their crimes so much the worse for them. 
If they can save themselves from the Peni- 
tentiary by buying jurors, they canhot save 
themselves from public condemnation. When 
the trial is over, no matter what the verdict of 
the jury is, the public will know who the 
scoundrels are, and the finger of scorn will 
point in their direction forever. 


A CAN ADIAN HOWLIN G TORY. 

The Toronto Globe, ordinarily a very ebourt- 
eous and well-behaved newspaper, has sud- 
denly flown off at a tangent against the 
United States, and fairly raves and foams at 
the mouth against everything American. It 
accuses the Republic of conduct toward 
Canada “ that has uniformly been marked 
by malignity and meanness,” and character- 
izes us as “bullies, tyrants, and would-be 
robbers if we had the courage and power.“ 
Says the snarling Globe: Canada has not 
been forcibly annexed to the United States 
solely because of the inability of the Ameri- 
cans to conquer it.“ And again it declares: 


In the former generition the United States 
declared war against us with the deliberate in- 
tention of converting our country into un Ire- 
land or Poland, They failed merely beciuse 
they could not succeed. The intention to sub- 
due us and hold us a conquered country wis 
there. Canada has been robbed and oppressed 
by the United States to the exact extent to 
which the latter could profitably carry oppres- 
sion. If there hus been failure on any occa- 
sion to exercise toward us the fullest measure 
of harshntss due to our criminality in vetng a 
smull nation, it has been because our magnani- 
mous neighbor has not dared to push its exuac- 
tions furcner, out of regard for itsown maritime 
defenselesness. 


In this connection we may be permitted to 
remind our Toronto contemporary, whose 
raving is almost too absurd for serivus no- 
tice, of a few facts. Had auy other first- 
class Power in the world been annoyed, in- 
sulted, and injured as much as the Union 
was during her Civil War by the sympathy 
of the Canucks with the Southern Rebels, 
that Power, as soon as its doniestic trunbles 
were settled, Would have put its trouble- 
some and meddlesome neighbor where it 
would never have had the opportunity to 
annoy itagain, by immediately annexing it, 
just as Prussia annexed Hanover for the 
annoyance given to her in her troubles with 
Austria, though Hanover did not give Prus- 
sia half the worriment which Canada gave 
the United States. 

The bilious editor of the Globe seems to 
forget that Canada, during our Civil War, 
was a Rebel base of stipplies; a harbor of 
refifge in which the Rebel leaders could safe- 
ly plot against us; that her ports gave shel- 
ter to Rebel blockade runners; that her peo- 
ple were in league with the sécessipn South. 
Fur this unneighborly and fire-in-the-rear 
conduct the resentment of the United States 
was mild indeed. Our Government kept its 
temper and its patience, and it was only the 
weakness of Canada that prevented the dis- 
play of a resentment that would forever pre- 
vent a repetition ot such treacherous conduct 
in the future. 

The editor of the Globe rolls it over as a 
choice morse! in his mouth that the United 
States has tried to conquer Canada in past 
generations and failed. We may remind 
him in this connection of some more 
facts. In the War of the Revolution 
there was a vast, trackless wilderness 
between the colonies on the eastern slope of 
the Alleghenies and the British colonles on 
the St. Lawrence. We had no control of the 
seaboartl or of river coinmuticdtions; ahd 
had ne road, canal, or railroad connections. 
We were unable to send more than a feeble 
handful of men through the trackless, road- 
less wilderness, and they nearly captured 
Quebec. The revolted colonies were at war 
with the most powerful and wealthy nation 


in Europe. They were fighting the whole 


same trackless wilderness that existed in the 
Revolutionary War. When the war com- 
menced, England had the control of the St. 
Lawrencé and the Great Lakes, and where we 
had one vessel on those waters she had ten. 
Canada had access to the sea for reinfores- 
ments. Not only had we to get to Cariada 
through vast uninhabited forests, but we 
had obstacles at home. The Administration 
was in the hands of a Pro-Slavery President, 
Cabinet, and Congress, which had no 
earnest desire to extend American ter- 
titory northward, because it would be 
free soil. Its sympathies were with the 
South and slavery extension, and it 
made anly a feeble effort to capture 
Canada,—just enough to placate Northern 
sentiment. The New England States were 
Opposed to the war, and did not try to assist 
in the conquest of Canada. A few militia 
trom New York and Kentucky and the 
southeastern part of Ohio alone were en- 
gaged in the fights with the English regulars 
in Canada. A hastily constructed schooner 
navy swept the British from the lakes and 
sunk, captured, aud burned their war vessels, 
as the editor of the Globe will see if he reads 
the record. In addition to the British regu- 
lars afid Canadian militla the American 
frontier force had to contend with all 
the then powerful Indian tfibes who 
oecupied our frontiers from Niagara 
Falls to Detroit, covering Western New 
York and Northern Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois, and Michigan. When the 
war ended tte American arms on the 
northérn frontier were beginning to ptish 
the enemy back, and it was only necessary 
for the slaveholders’ Administration at 
Washington to have willed the conquest of 
Canada to have effected it the mext cain- 
paign, in which case the editor of the Globe 
would now have been a patriotic American, 
instead of a snarling Tory Provincial Ca- 
nuck. 

But we may pass all these things by as of 
little consequence now. Times have changed 
since those days, and nothing that Canada 
has done of can do ts so much of att insult as 
the assertion that this Nation of more than 
fifty millions of warlike people, with the 
most abundant and powerful reseurees, 
physical and material, in the world, 
With military capacities larger than 
any nation on earth, is afraid and unable to 
annex Canada! The assertion is the weakest, 
most ridiculous, that ever emanated from any 
sane Man on any subject. What is the editor 
of the Globe thinking about? Where has he 
been all his days? Has he ever visited the 
Unitea States? The United States controls 
the lakes and can reaeh Canada at a thousand 
points. The centre of political power is now 
in the “North,” and not in the old Slave 
South. With her thirty-five tnillions of peo- 
ple, she does not even need the help of the 
South, She can raise at the shortest notice 
hundreds of thousands of volunteers who 
have had experience in war, 
march through Canada as if they 
ou a holiday excursion. They would 
take it as easily as Prussia took 
Hanover. They would consider it a mat- 
ter too trivial even for a serious ef- 
fort. They could take enough volunteers 
out of the local militia and raise suffieietit 
money by private subscription. The States 
on the Canadian border alone have ten times 
the power necegpary to do the job promptly, 
neatly, and with dispatch. It is the very 
weakness of our neighbor which saves her 
from preseht absorptidn into this mighty Re- 
public. It is needless to waste time and 
money in taking by force what must speedily 
come tous of its own actord, and by the 
inevitable pressure of political and com- 
mercial causes. If the editor of the Globe is 
hota very old man he will live to sée Can- 
ada a part of the Amerlean Unioh and uim- 
self a loyal citizen of the great Republic, and, 
we hove, a happier man than he is now.

THE METALLIC STANDARD IN ENGLAND. 

Inan article in the Nineteenth Century 
for June, Mr. II. R. Greentell discusses the 
question once largely discussed in England 
as to What was a pound and what may be 
a pound.” The writer is not a partisan for 
dr against monometallism. Ile considers 
the question economically and historically. 
In the first place he points out that from 1717 
to 1778 bimetallism prevailed in England, 
during which period an Englishman could 
pay his debts in either silver or gold. The 
English * pound“ was either in gold or 
silver. The English system of metallic cur- 
rency was founded on the letter of Lord 
Liverpool on coins, on the famous report 
of the Bullion Commlttee in 1810, and on the 
varions acts leading to the resumption of 
specie payments. Previous to 1819 the Brit- 
ish circulation was u paper ons. but previous 
to the suspension of specie (or, as it is called 
in England, cash) payments it was bimetal- 
lic, and not measured by a gold standard, 
Sir Robert Peel, in 1819, in advocating a re- 
sumption of eash payments, urged that 
sound policy and justiee should induce a re- 
turn to the “ancient and permanent standard 
of value.“ This was not dona however. 
The return to a metallic eurrency was Um- 


ited to gold, witha provision for a minor 


silver currency, which is now a legal-tentler 
to the amount of $10, 

A quarter of a century later Mr. Peel in a 
speech on the Bank act, discussing the prin- 
ciple of the metallle standard of value, said: 


It must at the same time be admitted that it 
would be quite consistent with that principle to 
adopt some other measure of value thant 
which we haye adopted. It would be consistent 
with that principle to select silver instead of 
gold as th») standard, or to have a mixed stand- 
ard Of gold and silver, the reative ralue of the 
two metais being dete rmined, or to dispense with 
gold coin altogetber. and regulate the amount 
und value of the paper currency by making it 
convertible only, ncvording to the proposal of 
Mr. Ricardo, into gold bullivun of a given mini- 
mum amount. 


In that declaration of the most celebrated 
and sagacious statesman of England we see 
that it would be consistent with a metallic 
standard of value to have either silver or 
gold, or both, or, dispensing with gold coin 
altogether, have the paper money gonvertibile 
only into gold bullion. Somethifig like this 
condition of things has practically been 
brought about at this time; the gold and 
silver of the world are now deposited and held 
by the banks antl other depositories, only a 
small amount being in circulation, the ex- 
changes and transfers thereof being made by 
ehecks and bills of exchange, the office of 
currency being performed by bank-bills. Sw 
long as the metallic fund is equal in quanti- 
ty to the honoring of the paper representa- 
tives drawh against it, the metallle 
money may won rest in the bank 
vaults; its actual transfer is wholly 
unnecessary, being both inconvenient and 
cumbersome. Thus in England, where 
there are no bank-notes of less denomination 
than $25, silver has a cireulation ot $100,000,- 
Oo; while in Ireland and Scotland bank-notes 
of the denomination of £1, or $5, are cireu- 
lated to the exclusion of the silver. In this 
country the circulation of greenbacks of one, 
two, five, and ten dollars in like manner ex- 
eiudes the circulation of silver and sma!! gold, 
though both area legal-tender for same 
sums. The use ‘of paper convert inio 
coin on demand drives the metallic isoney 
out of general circulation, and this is as true of 
the gold coin as of the silver. There is as much 


and would 


yet serve every purpose as @ metallic money 
and standard of value, 

CERTAIN Northwestern newspapers which 
pretend to be devoted to Republican princl- 
ples have joined with a malignant faction in 
New York in making war upon the party or- 
ganization. It so happens thut the journals 
in question have for many years been, in 
their own estimation, the ‘pink and pattern of 
what newspaper “organs” should be. They 
Have prided themselves upon their loyalty, 
their obedience to the rule of the majority, 
and their unselfish regard for the best inter- 
ests of the Republican party. Now we find 
them in the strange position of warrifig upon 
the Republican President, the Republican 
Congress, the Republican National Conten- 
tion, the Republican leaders in their own 
States, and even upon the fundamental ideas 
of Kepublicanism itself. There can be but 
one thterpretation put upon their conduct. 
If persisted in, it means that they have done 
with the Republican party. They have no 
further use for it. Their stanchness was a 
sham. Their loyalty will not stand the test of 
disappointment. They are under the band- 
wagon in the storm.” One of these journals 
is printed In Chicago, another in Milwaukee, 
a third in St. Lodis, and a foiirth in Burling- 
ton, Ia. They are a newspaper quadrilateral 
similar to the one which in 1872 or there- 
abouts uldertook to form a new party. The 
experiment in that case was not successful. 
Most of those who engaged in it have no de- 
sire to repeat it. They now admit that it was 
a mistake. But the cause was juster, and the 
men nominated more deserving than Cofik- 
lingistn and its progenitors ever have been or 
ever can be. 

We see clearly that these Western Adullam- 
ites have etitered upon a path which leads 
directly out of the Republican party. Their 
faces are turned toward the setting sun. A 
little urging from behind, discreetly ap- 
plied, will send them flying into space. Why 
should thep launch out upon the unknown 
sea? What cause have they? This is not 
their funeral. The remains are being fur- 
nished by two private gentlemen in New 
York with Whoin the Republican party has 
nothing to de. Will they be advised in time? 
Have they the wisdom to be warned by the 
awful examples of 1872”? If not, let them de- 
part in peace. If Ephraim, indeed, ts joined 
to his idols, let him go. The Republican party 
will survive. It lived through Greeleyism, 
wllieh was a National epidemic. It can 
flourish in spite of Conklingism, which is 
merely a loeal .irritation. But it will be 
worth the price of admission to see Joe Mac- 
Cullagh and his associate machinists at the 
head ofa bolt against the machine them- 
selves have helped to make. 

Harper's Weekliy fcalls the remark of 
Daniel Webster, who said that whenever there 
was anything to be suid or done for liberty, 
there was sure to be au Adams there. Certainty 
the name is very eminent in the history of 
liberty in this country. And some remarks of 
John Adams, when the Constitution of the 
United States was under discussion, show, in the 
light of to-day, singular political prescience. 
Mr. Adams was opposed to associating the 
Senate with the President in the appointing 
power. In a letter to Roger Sherman in 1759 he 


says: 

A Senator of great influence will be naturally 
ambitivus, and desirous of increasing his in- 
tluence. Willhe not be under a temptation to 
use his influence with the President as weil as 
his brother Senators to appoint persons to vtlice 
in the several States woo will exert themselves 
in elections to get out bis enemies or opponents, 
both in Senate and House of Represtntetiv es, 
and to get in his friends, perhaps his instru- 
ments? Suppose a Senator to aim at 
the Treasury office for bimself, his brother, 
father, of sou; suppose him to aim at the Presi- 
deut’s chair or Vice-President at the next elec- 
tion, or at the office of War, Foreign, or Domes- 
tic Affairs,—will he not naturally be tempted to 
make use of his whole patronage, his whole in- 
tiuence, in advising to appointments, both with 
President and Senators, to get such reons 
nominated as will exert themseives in elections 
of President, Vice-President, Senators, and 
House of Kepresentatives, to increase bis inter- 
est and promote his views? in this point of 
view lam very none hensive that this defect in 
our Constitution will have au uosappy tendency 
to introduce corruption of the grossest kinds, 
both of ambition and avarice, into all our 
elections. 

It is from the tendencies that John Adams, 
with his great political experience, plainly fore- 
saw, that the abuse bas uriseu known as the 
courtesy of the Senate,—a tacit corspiracy to 


pervert the power of advice and consent.

Tut New York Tunes naihven fun at the 
mathematician of a leading French journal. It 
says: 

All the arithmetics, from Adams’ to Green- 
lent's. agree that a two-gailon jug of molasses 
cunnot be satisiuetorily divided by two yards 
and a halt of Hamburgs edging, or, in more gen- 
eral terms, that unlikes must reduced to likes 
before they can be mathematically joined.

May last venr.“ says this 
ubie and serious journal, ** 2,269 reworſes. which 
delivered to their customers during the year 
Stu- a total of 12,900,000 barrels of beer, or 
about four barrels per head of the population, 
excluding the Territortes.“ The population of 
the United States, exclusive of the Terri- 
tories, is 49,369,595, which is, approximately, 
four times 12 90,000, the number of barre 
of beer mentioned nbove. Not having an arith- 
metic to guide oh the compiler of these valu- 
able statistics for the Femme makes a nat- 
ural, but altogether libelous, transposition of 
his quantities, What bis fiwures really show is 
that there was a barrel of beer to every four 
persons, not four barrels of beer to each person, 
an important difference, as any temperance 
lecturer could explain. Four barrels of beer iu 
a vear isn’t much for an industrigus toper, but 
when everybody, men, women, babes, and suck- 
lings, is required to dispose of that quantity, 
the problem becomes grave, Four eigut-xullon 
burrois contain about 500 glasses.

In some benighted country towns 
where the boys can’t get the nickel library or go 
to pretty waiter-girl saloon, Storey’s paper may 
circulate more extensively than THe Taisiixk 
does. If this is so, the attention of Mr. Anthony 
Comstock ought to be dGaiied to the matter at 
once. 

Otherwise Tur Tutu is quite in different to 
the subject. it is not catering to that class of 
patronage. It don't care whether the demireps 
and the evil-minded youth read Tur Triaune 
or not, except as they might be benefited and 
kept out of bad ways by the sound moral in- 
struction contained in its columns. 

Tun Thisvye is standing up just now to two 
propositions. The first is, that its circulation is 
in character infinitly superior to that of the Chi- 
cago Times, 66 that advértisefs derive more 


gainsdy or overcome the indubitabie proofs of 
the vastly superior cireuls tion of this paper in 
the eity and suburbs presented Sunday morning. 

Tue city circulation is the only one that the 
treat midjority of advertisers care anything 
about. But we will go further, and assert, with- 
Sut fear of cor tion from any re- 
spectable quarter, that THE TRIBUNE is pre- 
eminently the journal of the business-men, 
merchants, meckanies, und farmers all over the 
Northwest. Mere numbers don't count for any- 
thing. Why, the New York Ledger has a greater 
circulation than Tas ViubusSe and Times to- 
gether. But what do the people of Chicago care 
about that. little News claims twice the 
circulation ort Mr. Stiimey’s paper. We don't 
know whether Mr. Storey’s Paper circulates 
more largely in bevighted heathen regions than 
The Triptye or not. We don’t care, Mr. 
Storey’s word isn’t proof of it. His affidavit 
isn’t proof of it. Aud until it is proved in 
some satisfactory maaner it is a matter of 
no concern to us or thw public. Let him first 
print the figures for ht own journal before he 
indulges in lundtic demcmuls for those of his con- 
temporurtes.

The generaf interest displayed by our 
citizens has already imparted to this festival 
the character of a National demonstration. It 
is to be hoped that the artistic performances at 
the twenty-second Siogerfest will be such that 
the participants in the festival will forever keep 
bright in their meweory the pleasant days at Chi- 
cago from June 29 t July 3, 1881.

The Polyphemus is 
gur-shaped, and submerged except in the gen- 
tre, where a conical deck, surmounted by a 
slight superstructure, rises above the 1. K 
Her length is 240 feet, breadth 4 feet. and dis- 
place ment 2.840 tons. Engines of 5,500 borse- 
power will propel her at the rate of seventeen 
Knots an hour. Mr. Ward Hunt, who authorized 
her construction, says: “This vessel must, of 
course, to a certain extent be regarded as an ex- 
periment; and even n It to be a su

There were difficulties in the way of 
selecting the town in which it was to be 
celebrated. If the question bad been settled in 
accordance with the tradiueouual use in sucn 
national ceremonies—the * Ceremunial- wissen- 
shaft, as the approved masters of German 
Court etiquet erundly name it—the solution 
would have been quite easy. It is a rule among 
the sovereign families that when the bridal 
couple®elong to reigning families of equal dig- 
nity the wedding shull take piace at the resi- 
dence of the bride; but where there is a differ- 
ence in rank between the couple the residence 
of the higher of the two, whether bride 
or bridegroom, 18 always selected. Thus, the 
Austrian Emperor having precedence of the 
Belgian King, the wedding of the Austrian 
Crown-Prince and the Princess Stéphanie of 
Beigiam has been celebrated at Vienua, instead 
of Brussels: whereas the marriuge of the 
Prussian Crown-Prince with the Princess Royal 
of Great Britain took piace in the bride's 
own lund. As the King ot Sweden 
ranks bigher in the scale of sovereigns than the 
Graud Duke of Baden, Stockholm was granted 
by both parties to be unquesuonably the right 
place for the approaching wedding.

THE HON. THOMAS HOYNE. 


one of the Men Who Havre Built 
Chicage.” 

The Alliance is publishing sketches of the use- 
ful and prominent menof Chicago under the 
title“ The Men Who Have Built Chicago.” A 
recent issue comtains this sketch of the Hon. 
Thomas Hoy ne Wo is personally known to 
thousands of our readers: 

There was a time when this great city, with all 
its unexampied growth and prosperity, was in 
dauger of financial ruin and moral bankruptcy. 
In 1876 Chicago was awakened to the fact that 
ane bad long been ruled by an unscrupulous ring 
of thieving politicians, Which received its sup- 
port from a class of the community not unlike 
that which kept Tweed iu power in New York 
City for so long a time, and saddled that city 
with a financial burden and gave its government 
a notoriety that bas passed into a proverb. We 
say that Chicago was awakened to her danger, 
awakened only just in time to avert ruin, 
awakened mainly by the efforts of the man 
whose name stands at the head of this sketch. 

The story is an interesting, thuugh fawiliar 
oue. H. D. Coivin was Mayor of the city at the 
time. He bad iaherited, from preceding admin 
istrations, a bequest of debt, and was hedged 
about by precedents, which he had not the wis- 
dom or energy to set aside. Precedents involv- 
ing large running expenses, extravagant appro- 
priations, and a reckless financial policy. His 
administration tnaaugurated the system ot meect- 
ing the illegal debt of the city by an equaily ille- 
gal issue of scrip; but was unequal to the broad 
Statesinanship of immediate retrenchment of 
municipal expenses and refunding the debt so 
that it might comfortably be carried. 

As we have said, ruin stared Chicago in the 
face. Extravagance, and incompetence, and 
rascality threatened the city, Taxation 
had become too heavy to be borne. 
The name of Chicago, prosporous and 
lusty as the city was, was fast be- 
coming a byword for misrule. 
her history. Had the reigning state of atlairs 
continued, there is no manner of doubt but chat 


some other city would have become the metrop- | 


olis of the West. Cupital and enterprise do not 
gravitate toany city overburdencd wiih taxa- 
tion, cursed by misrulc, and threatened with 
financial troubies. There is always a man for 
every emergency. and in Chicago’s hour of necd 
Thomas tloyue came to the front. Throuch his 
efforts the Municipal Keform Club was orvan- 
ized, and ina very short time it succecded in 
arousing the peuple to a sense of the dangers 
which threatened them. An American com- 
munity. and cspeciallya Chicago community, 
engrossed with their private business altfairs, are 
slowly aroused to a sense of public danger, but 
when they are aroused no people in the worid 
act so quickly or So effectively. 

The Reform Club called a mass- meeting of the 
citizens, in the Exposition Building. Nearly . 
men, of every political faith, gathered at 


that meeting, which resolved to take evergctic | 


means to abate the growing evil of municipal 
misrule. Mr. Hoyne was, atthe meeting. nom- 
inated for Meyor onareform plattorm, and in 
the election that followed was nearly undi 
mously elected to that office. He received a 
majority of over 33,000,—the largest majority 
even given a municipal Chief Magistrate in 
Chicago. There were but o votes cast against 
him. Mayor Colvin, the incumbent of the she, 
conrested the icegality of the clection and up- 
pealed to the courts. The Circuit Court, which 
really had no jurisdiction in the case, decided, 
by a vote of to 2, that the ciection was illeral. 
Mr. Hoyne could, with every prospect of suc- 
cess, have appeaicd to the Supreme Court, but, 
as his object was to cleanse the city of corrup- 
tion, and not to secure honor or piace for him- 
self, and as the Coivin Administration agreed to 
resign if another election were permitted with- 
out appeal, Mr. Hoyne, tor the sake of the pub- 
lic good, assented, and, refusing to allow the 
use of his name, Monroe Heath was veiccted 
Mayor, and Mr. Hoyne retired to private lite, 
after having been de facto Mayor for six weeks. 

But the line of policy marked out by bis in- 
ausgural address has been followed not only by 
his successor, but by the doughty Harrison, and 
Chicago's prosperity aud place in the Nution is 
doubtiess due to the unseltish and wise action of 
Mr. Hoyne. 

We bave thought that some facts about this 
man who saved Chicago might not be uninter- 
esting. Mr. Hoyne was born in New York City 
in 1817. He attended the public schools of that 
city until I, hen he was apprenticed to a 
manufacturer of fancy goods, and remained at 
the business unti' 185. Then, following the 
naturai bent of his mind, be commenced tuo 
study law. He worked in a wholesale grocery in 
the daytime and studied at night fora year. He 
then entered the law office of the on.eJobn 
Brinkerhoff and remained another year. 

In 1887 he came to Chicago, then just made a 
city. He obtained employment in the Circuit 
Clerk’s olfice, studying all the while, teaching 
for atime in one of the public schools, perfect- 
ing bis knowledge of Latin and Groek, and final- 
ly, in 1838, compicting his law studies in the of- 

ce of the Hon. John Y.Scammon, was admitted 
to the Bar. 

Mr. Hoyne soon became a prominent figure 
among the young men of the younger city, and 
in 1 was elected City Clerk, and in the tollow- 
ing year was reflected. The cxhaustive and 
able document presented to Congress in 1841, 
praying for the completion of the harbor, was 
drawn up by Mr. Hoyne, and be also wrote the 
tirst proclamation of Thanksgiving ever issued 
in Illmois. 

He removed to Galena for two years, and in 
1847 was elected Prubate Judge, and during 
Pierce’s Administration was United States Dis- 
trict Attorney for the State of Lilinois. In 
180 he was appointed United States 
Marshai for the Northern District of the 
State. Meanwhile he had not been inactive 
in other walks of life. In 1857 be was elected 
President of the Young Meu's Association, then 
in a dying condition. drew up a charter, pro- 
vided for a buldmg. established a lecture 
course, and delivered a lecture before the So- 
ciety on * Trial by Jury.” He was retlected in 
1832, the only instance, with one exception, 
where the same person has held the office for 
two cousecutive years. 

He was the first to move in an effort to estab- 
lish a law school in the Northwest, and secured, 
at his own expense, the first Professor, Judge 
Booth, besides making a contribution of $5,000 
as an endowment fund to establish in the Un- 
versity of Chicago a chair of constitutional and 
international law. He has n an officer of the 
institution in various capacities. The total 
destruction of the library and records of the 
Law lastitute in the fire of 1871 rendered au 
immense amount of labor necessary to its re- 
establishment. To this effort Mr. Hoyne gave 
unstintedly bis time, and was successful 
in procuring large and valuable contribu- 
tions from the various States, to the library of 
the institute. He was an active agent in the

GRISCOM’S FAST. 


He Enters on His Thirty-first Day of 
Wind-Puddings, 

It will be thirty-one days at noon to-day since 
John Griscom has tickled bis palate with any- 
thing more substantial thæu water, although for 
a week or so he has been dissipating, madly de- 
bauching, on a diurnal dose of half a dosen 
beer-mugs of lake water. Nor does he take ice 
in it. He wants his water straight. It would do 
a Leinperance advocate wood, as also dietarians 
like Dio Lewis, to see Griscom drink. No toper 
ever eujoyed bis dram more, and no gormand 
ever relished his claborate menu so keenly as 
does poor starving Griscom. His appetite is 
perfectly satisfied by this hydropathic treat- 
mont, amd he atterwards chews a wooden tooth- 
pick as naturaly as if he had eaten 
a full meal. The faster is getting thinner, 
as ought to be expect after losing 
4% pounds in weight. He parted with four 
ouuces of tissue yesterday. Diagonal furrows 
course bis fave, and his eyes are getting a trifle 
glassy. Still Griscom buckles up his vest a lit- 
tle tighter, when nobody ie watching him, and 
alfects that he is just as bearty and robust as 
ever. He is a perfect prodigy of good humor, 
and is the envy of the miserable dyspectics who 
gaze upon bim and then goout to eat, perchance 
to drink, and treat themselves as if they bad 
cast-iron stomachs. There is just one thing that 
rufties the faster’s equanimity, and that is dead- 
head calls at unseasonable hours. He receives 
only reporters and watchers after 9 p. m., and 
last evening, just as he was going d. some- 
body wanted to be passed in on the’ strength of 
being an Alderman. 

As Griscom hasn't been baving any digesting 
to do, the question arose as to what became of 
the saliva elaborated by the landes of the 
mouth during bis protracted talking spelis, and 
whose function 

WAS TO AID DIGESTION; 
but the doctors were not prepared to give a 
detinit opinion on the subject. It was stated 
that normally this fluid is aided in its digestive 
powers by entrapping minute quantities of air 
and carrying them into the stomach. It had 
been well known that the faster was taking im- 
mense quantities of air into his lugs, but no one 
had suggested before that any of the atmos- 
phere was passing into his stomach. That 
point is a factor in the conundrum of why 
the rotundity of the faster's abdomen does not 
disappear. The fact would seem to be that the 
stomach is too weak to digest the atmospheric 
bubbles it receives, and that Griscom retains 
his well-rounded form simply by the force of 
compressed air. It was precisely at this stage 
of the discussion that the same stiümg breeze 
which wafted the odors of the Sherman House 
cuisine into Griscom's window carried on its 
wings Watt's familiar stanzas, which were being 
sung, with organ accompaniment, somewhere in 
the neighborhood: 
lio! all ye hungry, starving souls 
That feed apon the wind, 
And vainiy rive with earthly toys 
To fli an empty mind; 
Eternal Wisdom hath prepared 
A eoul-reviving Teast, 
And bids your longing appetites 
The rich provision taste, 

The faster was quite indignant at the offensive 
ullusion to the “empty mind,” though he was 
disposed to laugh at the hungry business. for 
he knew he could lunch on zephyrs, but when 
he tearned that there was probably nothing per- 
sonal intended, as the hymn was not original, 
but was a century old, he ceased to murmur. 
This flow of saliva yesterday manifested itself 
in an entirely new way; the tasters mouth 
actually watered at letting his imagination get 
away with bim. He was dozing in his coatr, 
during a lull in the attendance of visitors, when 
he dreamed he was a boy again, at the old home, 
and nis mother was preparing for him oue of 

THORBE MAGNIFICENT LUNCHES 
which loom up before the vigorous appetite of 
the average youngster; but just as the spread 
was ready and he was about to sit down, he 
awakened. For the first time in thirtv-one 
days Griscom was bungry, so famished that he 
told bis watchers he would be satisficd now 
He has now reached that 
faust is becoming intensely in-

Hesays that, though bis new sensation is not 
especially distressing, he will have to quit think- 
ing about eating, and to that end he 
wants his visitors to refrain from auy gastro- 
nomical allusions. Some of them cruelly 
ignore his wishes, and try to weaken the 
fuster by torturing the gtarving man. 
Keversing the order of mythology. the cup of 
Tantalus is ever coming towards the unhappy 
victim, but at each grasp for it by bis bony hund 
he heroically drawa back from the temptation. 
Last nicht, after the doors were closed to visil- 
ors, Griscom stopped tatking and was soon ab- 
sorbed in the pages of a novel, while the doctors 
nmused theinscives with peepmeg through the 
microscope and calculating how many corpuscics 
there were in a cubic millimetre. There were 
millions in it.—tbhree and a tew odd hundred 
thousand,—while healthy blood contains five 
millions. This requires pretty tne liguring, as 
a mustard-seed has about the capacity of a 
cubic willimetre.

The Books of the Town Assessors 
Open to Public Inspec- 
tion. 


An Increase in South and West 
Chicago—Decrease on the 
siorth Side, 


Personal Assessments of the Big 
Firms and Corporations 
of the City. 


The Assessors of the three towns have sub- 
stantially completed their labors, and yesterday 
their books were piaced open to the inspection 
of the public, in accordance with the provisions 
of the law. No changes have been madein the 
real-estate assessment, except in cases where 
the property has been improved during the 
year by the ercetion or extension of buildings, 
or in cases where former improvements have 
been removed or destroyed by fire. The per- 
soual property lists are not quite com plete, but 
the omissions are few, and cunfined to small 
listings which have not yet been re- 
turned. The ‘Town Boards will be 
in daily session to listen to and 
adjust ail complaints. The assessment of per- 
sonal property for 1880 on the South Side was 
$15,560,083; on the West Side, $4,259,840; and on 
the North Side, $1,520.50. South Town Assessor 
Drake thinks his figures when footed will show 
un increase of from $1,000,000 to $1,590,000 over 
1880. On the West Side there will be an increase 
of $300,000, and a slight decrease 72 on the 
North Side. The increase is made up largely of 
new names and the raising of too low valuations 
rather than by any general increase all around.

GOLD AND SILVER. 


Their Uses as Tools of Trade—Reply to 
a Wall Street Goldite. 
Indianapolis Journal, June 25. 

The New York Evening Post says: 

W bat bas happened to silver, as we have here- 
tofore explained, is merely that lu the progress 
of mankind toward a higher civilization people 
have tound it a less convenient tool than for- 
merly for purposes of trade, and have dropped 
it, pushed it to one side, just as wheelbarrows 
and pack-saddies are pushed aside in favor of 
wagons, and wagons in favor of steam cars. It 
is just as appropriate to say that men who pre- 
fer wagons are making war on wheelburrows, 
or that those who use lucifer matcbes are mak- 
ing war on tlints, as to say that those who prefer 
gold money are making war on silver. Making 
war is not in their thoughts. Nothing is in their 
thoughts except the convenience of the toot; 
and when they choose the one instead of the 
other, they are hardly couscious that ＋ have 
mude a choice until reminded by some philoso- 

her or antiquary that wheelbarrows and tinder- 

wxes and silver dollars were of inestimable 
service to their ancestors. 

Some years since a few interested gentle- 
men concluded that silver, as a tool,” was 
no longer useful in the United States, and 
that the time had come to throw it aside. 
They succeeded. The proceeding was sur- 
reptitious and created very general opposi- 
tion. The people had not been consulted, 
and when the time arrived for them to be 
heard they promptly reinstated silver asa 
“tool,” and indicated a determination to re- 
tain it in all the workshops of commerce, 
trade, and industries. “The progress of 
mankind toward a higher civilization”’ is 
about as manifest in the United States as it 
England and Germany. or elsewhere 
where the opposition to silver is the most 
pronounced. Just here it is well enou gh to 
state, as the facts go far toward answering 
the“ pack-saddle ” and ** wheelbarrow ” argu- 
ment, that there are sixteen countries, with 
a population of 275,537,110, who use silver 


asa full legal-tender tool, and rate it auite as 


convenient as gold, while there are but nine 
countries, with a population of 55.527,216, 
which discard silver as full legal-tender. 
The Post and journals of its ilk, in their 
efforts to lower the value of silver us a 
„tool.“ strike at gold as well. Asa tool,“ 
paper, to a very great extent, has superseded 
both. Itmay be said, therefore, that man- 
kind, in its “progress toward a higher 
civilization,“ has come to the conclusion that 
paper is a better tool than either gold or 
silver, and the figures in support of the prop- 
osition are quite satisfactory. That our 
readers may have the figures upon the sub- 
ject, we give the estimated amount of gold 
ana silver and paper money in circulation in 
twenty-four countries at the latest dates:

OF STAF- 


He was born at Newnham, near Cambridge, 
in 1808. His father, Samuel Pickering Beal 
a merchant of the place, had acquired en- 
siderable reputation as a political reformer. 
Young Beates was educated at the 


Bury St. Edmunds Grammar School, 
next at Eton, where he was a 
classmate of Praed and Montrie 


and of Spencer Walpole, with whom he aft- 
erwards came into collision in the political 
arena. While at Eton he edited the Etonian, 
to which he gave a very deeid- 
ed radical tone, which occasioned con- 
siderable comment at the time. From 
Eton he entered Trinity College, 
Cambridge. Here he became a leading mem- 
ber of the Union Debating Society, and en- 
gaged in many a wordy conflict with Austen, 
Macaulay, Cockburn, Benbow, and others. 
Ile was elected to a scholarship in the Col- 
lege in 1824, and graduated M. A. in 1828, 
lie was called to the Bar in 1530, and soon 
obtained considerable practice as a convey- 
ancer. 

Mr. Beals has until within the last ten 
years taken a very prominent partin politics, 
and always on the side of the people. He 
promoted the demonstrations in favor f 
Polish independence in 1859 and 1860; was a 
member of the various Anglo-Poplish 
societies; he was Chairman of the 
Circassian Society, was a member of 
the Society which brought the bru- 
talities of Gov. Eyre in Jamaica to the notice 
of the public and Parliament, was a mem- 
ber of the Garibaldi Society, and, in 
fact, of every society formed in En- 
gland in sympathy with popular movements 
in Europe. It was in connection with the 
visit of Garibaldi to Italy in 1864 that Mr. 
Beates first became so well known to the 
English working-classes. When the meet- 


hibited, he published a pamphlet assailing the 
Government and defending the right of pub- 
lic meeting. He added the weight of his 
name and influence to the first public meeting 
of theUnited Trade Societies by presiding at 
that meeting, and made on that oceasion his 
great speech advocating manhood suffrage. 
He was the leading spirit of the Reform 
League, which inaugurated the agitation 
which brought about the Reform bill of 1507. 
During this agitation he showed himself a 
man of great tact and courage, and by 
his coolnéss and determination on the 
occasion of the Reformers’ freé meeting in 
Hyde Park prevented riot and consequent 
bloodshed and made the Government of Mr. 
Disraeli the laughing stock of England and 
Europe for a time at least, Mr. Beales 
resigned the Presidency of the Re- 
form League in 1868. From 1863 to 
1866 he was Revising Barrister of Middlesex, 
but failed of reappointment at the hands of 


| the late Lord-Justi¢e Cockburn, because of 


his activity in polities. He was an unsuc- 
cessful candidate for Parliament from Tower 
Hamlets in 1908. In 1870 he was made Judge 
of Connty Court Circuit No. 33, including 
Cambridgeshire, Huntingdonshire, the Isle 
of Ely, and part of Bedfordshire and Essex, 
post Which he oceupied until his death.

OBITUARY. 
The eminent French statesman, Jules Or- 
land Stanisias Dufaure, life Senator and 
member of the Academy, is dead. 


Dufaure was born Déc. 4, 1798, at Sanjoa, 
was educated for the bar, and, after being ad- 
mitted, practiced with great success at Bor- 
deaux. He entered polities in 1834, and under 
the Premiership of Guizot became 4 Coun- 
cillor of State, and subsequently a Minister of 
Public Works. Although a member of the 
Government, he did not always act with his 
colleagues, and early distinguished himseif 
by his great independence of character and 
Sturdy resistance to illiberal measures. Ile 
.opposed the election of Louis Napoleon 
to the Presidency of the Republic in 1848, but 
acquiesced in the result when it was aun 
nounced. Napoleon tried to win him to his 
side, and offered_him the position of Minister 
of the Interior, which he accepted June 2, 
1849. He refused to acquiesce in the coup 
d'etat, and Was one of the Deputies seized 
ard imprisoned for opposition to that most 
iniquitous usurpation. After his release he 
retired to private life and to practice at the 


bar. When, in 1863, he was elected a 
member of the French Academy, NI. 
St. Mare Girardin was sent to tho 


Emperor to announce his éleetion. The Em- 
peror received M. Girardin graciously, and 
said he was glad of Dufaure’s election, al- 
though he was not one of his supporters. He 
said he remembered with gratitude the serv- 
ices of Dufaure as Minister of the Interior 
under the Presidency. During the prosecu- 
tion of Montalambert, in 1862, Dufaure acted 
us his advocate, pleading his cause With 
great skill and eloquence. 

In February, 1871. he was elected to the 
National Assembly as a member of the Left 
Centre. He was seleeted by M. Thiers as 
Minister of Justice, and soon after became 
Vice-President of the Council of Ministers. 
During his administration he suppressed the 
Bonapartist intrigues. He retired from 
office at the close of Thier’s Administration, 
but in 1875 he assumed his old post of Min- 
ister of theeinterior. He was not in accord 
with the members/of the Cabinet, and 
upon the retirement of M. Buffit, in 
1876, h&é became Premier, and reorganized 
the Cabinet upon Republican principles, but 
in December he resigned* because of an ad- 
verse vote in the Senate, and was succeeded 
by Jules Simon. In February, 1876, he was 
elected to the Chamber of Deputies, and in 
August following he was chosen a life Sena- 
tor. Ile opposed the Clerical and personal 
Government of Marshal MacMahon and be- 
came the leader of the opposition. On the 
overwhelming victory of his party in Octo- 
ber, 1877, he became the head or the Cabinet, 
which place he held for fourteen months, 
and guided, with great ability, the country 
through one of the most critical crises in its 
history. 

On the election of Grévy to the Presidency, 
M. Dufaure retired, and did not thereafter 
enter publie life. He claimed rest in his old 
age and after long public service. 

Ile will be remembered most as the father 
of French railroad legislation, for his opposi- 
tion to the fortification of Paris, his opposi- 
tion to the treaty with England granting the 
right to search, his zealous support of Gen. 
Cavaignari in 1848, his defense of Monta- 
lambert, and, above all, by his steady, judici- 
ous, and unflinching support of the Republic 
during the last years of his life.

THE EAST. 
A GREAT TRIAL. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, June 27.—The trial of 
the persons charged with the murder of the 
ex-Sultan Abdul Aziz commenced to-day 
with a public examination of the prisoners. 
Nouri Pasha admitted having ordered Abcui 
Aziz to be put to death, by command of a 
Commission composed of Midhat, Ruchdi, 
and Mahmoud Pashas.

even in the speech of Midhat Pasha, to be 
self-contradictory. 

MIDHAT PASHA, 
in his address, rebutted the twenty-seven 
points of the indictment, and declared that 
he would never have degraded a revolution 
which he had glorified and which had been 
accomplished without bloodshed. 

MAHMOUD PASHA ; 
energetically denied participation in the 
crime. The session to-day lasted six hours. 
The members of the diplomatic body and a

FATHER CURN CI. 
AN ABSTRACT OF HIS LATEST BOOK. 

A dispatch from Rome announces the fact 
that by a decree of the Congregation of the 
Index Expurgatorius the latest work of the 
Jesuit Father Curel has been condemned. 
A correspondent of the Berliner Tageblatt 
has read the advance sheets of the work, and, 
according to his statement, the book must be 
classed among the boldest works ever written 
by any Catholic priest against the cancerous 
evilsof the old Church: it must and will 
create an immense sensation. The book is 
entitled: “The New Italy and the Old Zeal- 
ots.” In his preface Curci says that the ob- 
ject of his book is to prepare.the way for the 
obliteration of the schism existing between 
Church and State, which object may now 
possibly ‘be attained in view of 
the pure and noble intentions of Pepe Leo. 
The book is not alone intended for priests, 
but for every Italian who loves his country. 
Curcei demands for the Catholic party the per- 
mission to enter the Italian Parliament, be- 
cause every true Italian Catholic must he an 
Italian patriot. Love of country and the 
Christian love of your neighbor are identical. 
The author furthermore states that the old 
Church needs reform; that the old zealots, 
bz clinging to the obsolete ideas of the past, 
are the cause of the differences between 
Church and State, and that such religious 
fanaticism is the most vicious of all. The 
book will appear without the imprimatur of 
the Vatican, because it does not discuss any 
question directly affecting the Catholic faith. 
Curci asserts that the assumption of the 
Vatican to extend the imprimatur to all 
other books written by Catholics is an usur- 
pation of powers for the purpose of collect- 
ing money. He also assures his readers that 
two of the most prominent prelates in the 
Church have read and approved the contents 
of the book: he dare not mention their names, 
in order to save them from persecution. 

The book contains eleven chapters. In the 
first the author attempts to prove that Italy 
must remain a Catholic nation, and demon- 
strates the ineffectiveness of the Protestant 
propaganda. In the second he dwells upon 
the stupidity of waiting a return of the times 
and the status gone by. Curciis of opinion 
that this waiting is senselesgeand dangerous. 
‘The third ehapter treats of the fatal policy 
of Pope Pius [X., because it brought the 
Church in disrepute. In the fourth chapter 
Curci claims that the worldly possessions and 
worldly power of the Po can be dis- 


pensed with, because riches are more 
dangerous to priests than to laymen. 
The real cause of the decay of the 


Church, Curei attributes to the ignorance 
and unchristian conduct of the Italian 
clergy. The Reformation saved Christianity 
for Germany, and .the author praises the 
Catholic and Protestant clergy of Germany 
for their deep learning and morality. In the 
fifth chapter Curei condemns the conduct of 
the Italian clericals, because they abstain 
from taking part in political eonflicts which 
are forced upon the Pope by a majority of 
the College of Cardinals. The sixth chapter 
accuses the clerical radicals and irrepressi- 
bles of impeding and prohibiting an agree- 
ment or explanation with the State under 
two pretexts—viz. : Syllabus and infallibility. 
Freedom of conscience and freedom of re- 
ligious culture cannot be designated as evils. 
The seventh chapter reviews the long Pontif- 
icate of Pius IX., which eaused the de 
cline in the studies and morals of the 
Italian clergy. The eighth chapter discusses | | 
the ways and means which the Church might 
follow for the future. It proves that Pius 
IX., notwithstanding his syllabus, _ pro- 
claimed the separation of Church from State 
by his bull of the 29th of June, 1869, convok- 
ing the Conviliuin Romanum. Init he sup 
ressed, after listening to the Cardinais, the 
nvitation extended to the worldly Princes, 
and inserted instead the clause that the 
Princes could, if they so desired, attend the 
Council without claiming the right to vote.

and the Pyrmonter Curtiste in 1700, Of the 
other papers, 266 have had an existence of 
between tifty and eighty vears; 1,127 between 
twenty and fifty years; 1.542 between six and 
twenty years; and 1,380 between three 
months and tive years. Of all 
the papers, only 1,491 have been in 
existence over twenty years, That the path 
of new-established papers is not strewn with 
roses becomes evident from the fact that of 
all the papers Which appeared in the year 
1880 for the first time, 20 per cent gave up 
the ghost during the same year. On an ay- 
erage, these papers which enjoyed such a 
short existence reached an age of six months. 
The papers established from day to day 
during the last five years standin proportion 
to those whieh have eeased to appear during 
the same time as seven to five. 


Besides being regarded as a martyr by the 
Russian slavophiles, Alexander Il. is now 
also made out by them to have been a 
“Semper Augustus,” a perpetual augmenter 
of the Empire. They assert that he honestly 
deserves this name, because during his 
reign he acquired and annexed more 
territory than any of his. predecessors 
on the Russian throne, Catharine IL. not ex- 
cepted. When the assasinated Czar ascend- 
ed the throne the territorial possessions of 
Russia consisted of 99.226 square miles in 
Europe, 206,171 in Asia, 24,050 in America,— 
altogether 389,447 square miles. After his 
death Russia possessed in Europe, 100,154 
square miles; in Asia. 302,824. The Russian 
territory in America, Alaska, has been sold 
to the United States. The territorial increase 
acquired by Alexander II. amounts, there- 
fore, to 13,581 square miles,—a good-sized 
State of itself. Catharine II., who has hereto- 
fore been regarded as the most fortunate in 
adding territory to the Russian Empire, 
annexed about 2,000 square miles less than 
Alevander. To take care ot this vast terri- 
tory the Czar has an army consisting at pres- 
ent of 60,557 officers, 1,954,088 troops of all 
arms, 454,597 horses, and 3,986 eannon, The 
irregular troops number 170,000 men. 


The collision between the French and Ital- 
jan workingmen at Marseilles can be traced 
back to other causes besides the one given by 
the telegraph—viz.: that the members of the 
Italian Club hissed when the French troops, 
returning from Tunis, passed by its build- 
ing. The Savoyards, Piedmontese, Istrians, 
and Neapolitans, belonging to the poorest 
classes of Italian people, who are said to 
have been the cause of all of these 
difficulties, are imported into France under 
much the same circumstances as the Chinese 
are brought to this country. These poor 
devils work at almost any price which is of- 
fered them, and consequently the French 
laborers regard them as their enemies, be- 
cause without their competition they would 
receive better wages. For a long time in- 
tense bitterness has existed between the la- 
borers of thése two nationalities at Mar- 
seilles, and it needed only the slightest prov- 
ocation on the part of the italians to induce 
the French laborers to resort to mob law and 
violence.

The Anierican Bell Telephone Com- 
pany Successful in’ Its Suits Against 
Infringers of the Bell Patents.

Boston, Mass., June 27.—Judge Lowell 
gave a decision in favor of the American Bel! 

Telephone Company in the United States 

Circult Court té-day, and speculators a few 

minutes afterwards had bounced the 


stock up from 145 to 1384. The 
Company brought sult against Albert 
Spencer and others for making, selling, 


and using telephones embracing the inven- 
tons of Prof. Bell. The defense was that 
the improvements were all in use years ago, 
and that Bell was not the originator and in- 
ventor. The plaintiff relied principally upon 
the fifth claim of the first patent, No. 174,465, 
issued to Bell, dated March 7, 1878, entitled 
“Improvement in Telegraphy.” This elaim 
is for the methods and apparatus for 
transmitted or other sounds telegraphically 
by causing electrical undulations similar in 
form to the vfbrations of the air accompahy- 
ing the said Vocal or other sounds, sub- 
stantially as set forth. The Judge holds 


that this claim is valid, and has been in- 
fringed by the defendant. He says: “ The 
invention is nothing less than the transfer to 
a wire of electrical vibrations like those 
which a sound has produced in the air. 
An apparatus made in Germany in 1860, and 
described in several publications before 1876, 
is relied on to limit the scope of Beil’s inven- 
tion. Reis appears to have been a man of 
learning and ingenuity. He used a mem- 
brane and electrodus for transmitting sounds, 
and his apparatus was well known to curious 
inquirers. Te regret of all its admirers Was 
that articulaté speech could not be sent and 
received by it. The deticiéncy was inherent 
in the principle of the machine. It can 
transmit electrical waves along a wire under 
very favorable circumstances, hot in the 
motte intended by the inventor, but one sug- 
gested by Bell’s discovery, but it cannot 
transmute them into articulate sounds at the 
other end, because it is constructed 
on a false theory, and the _ delica- 
cy of use required to make it per- 
form part of the operation is fatal 
to its possible performance of the other part. 
A Bell receiver must be used to gather up 
the sound before the instrument can éven 
now be adopted to a limited practical use. 
It was like those deaf ahd dumb pupils of 
Prot. Beli who could be taught to speak but 
not to hear. That was all, but it was enough.

CURE FOR HYDRO PHO RIA. 

Dum, Ireland, June 11.—To the Editor of 
the Irish Farmers’ Gazette—Sin: Now that 
the hot weather is coming on, the season ih 
which itis supposed that dogs take hydro- 
phobia, I would like to give a few hints and 
cautions with regard tothe matter. Dogs 
are more liable to this disease in summer 


than in winter becanse the heat of the sun 
causes the impurities of the blood to ferment, 
and they take what s called hydrophobia, 
but it is in reality dog fever, and When a dug 
becomes mad, it is merely the delirium of 
the fever e+its hight; just the same way as a 
human béing in typhus-fever takes the same 
thing when the fever is at its worst point, or 
comm to a head. The dog does not take 
his delirium all at once; if his owner would 
please to take notice of him he wil! find him 
fur days sulking in corners, refusing his 
food, his movements are sluggish, and his 
eyes are dull and bioodshot. As prevention 
is better than cure, and as you cannot cure a 
dog once he is reaily gone mad, there are 
several ways of keeping him fiom going 
mad, and from even taking ill. In the first 
place, take your dog out for a run every day, 
and never keep him on a chain in the sum- 
mer. As you have to keep him off the street, 
keep him in an ineclosed yard, but do not 
chain him to his box; do not give him any flesh 
meat to eat, nor soups made from flesh, nor 
anything in the animal kingdom, but feed 
him oh bread and milk; give him one good 
meal in the day, according to his size, as this 
is enough for any dug. See that he is washed 
every day or gets a bath, not in salt water, 
but in fresh; teach him to swim, and then he 
will give you no trouble: any dog will run 
into shallow water,—itis gom into deep 
water that frightens them at first. It is not 
oud to bathe dogs in salt water unless they 
1ave sores, because the salt adheres to them, 
and they lick themselves and get the 
salt into their system; this makes 
them feverish, and would in itself 
lead to madness. Do not beat your 
dog nor frighten him; for if he is a nervous 
or excitable dog he will act as if he were 
mad, If you treat your dog kindly, and fol- 
low these directions, he will net go mad. 
The present system practiced on patients 
who are bitten by mad dogs Is injurious and 
not at all likely to cure them of liydroplobia. 
When a person is bitten by a mad dog the 
first thing done is to get the wound cater- 
ized: but this is a very bad mode of treat- 
ment: by cauterizing the wound the poison 
is driven into the blood, and all chance of it 
being drawn out is stopped, and the person 
under these circumstances is just the same as 
if he were vaccinated with poisonous lymph. 
The weund bitten by a mad dog should 
be well washed in a strong decoction of 
nettle tea; itshould then be poulticed with 
wheaten bread, steeped in a fresh decoction 
of the same, and applied as hot as can be 
borne; this should be kept on for two hours; 
the wound should afterwards be dressed 
with an ointment made of spermaceti and 
olive vil; the patient should be well washed 
from the head to the feet, and he should get 
a dose of the decoction of seuna adminis- 
tered immediately. A strong and robust 
person should have a teacupful, a delicate 
person or child a wineglassful; the patient 
should refrain from use of strong 
drink, tobacco, and all sorts of indi- 
gestible foods. This mode of treatment 
will effectually preyent any one from taking 
hydrophobia, 1 might remark that people 
are far too much frightened over mad dogs. 
If a person in the délirium of fever bit you, 
ou would just be as ill as if you were bitten 
by a mad dog; but if you keep your blood 
pure and your body clean, li you refral 
frum the use of strong drink and flesh of al 
kinds, you will never take hydrophobia, even 
if you are bitten by a mad mys It is the im- 
urities in the people’s own blood that cause 
them to take hydrophobia when they are bit- 
ten by any animal; when their blood is im- 
pure and their system unhealthy they will 
take what they imagine to be hydrophobia it 
they are bitten by a dog, even if it is not mad, 
Yours, etc. AN OLD Docron.

THE ENNISKILLEN CASE. 

There was a meeting of the judges of Sat- 
urday’s races and the Executive Committee 
of the Driving Park at No. 116 Monroe street 
yesterday morning to consider whether fur- 
ther action should be taken in the case of the 
colt Enniskillen, whose rider was ruled off 
the track for pulling the horse.

afterwards confessed to sundry allegations 
vf adultery. Stray has resided in Leaven- 
worth since last March, where he held a po- 
sition as bookkeeper in a business house, but 
receiving a letter that his wife’s brother 
had started West with the avowed 
intention of shooting him, he left 
Leavenworth, changed his name, and intend- 
ed to secrete himself somewhere until his 
irate brother-in-law had visited Leavenworth 
and returned East. Coming to Kansas City, 
he must have fallen into a despondent mood 
and sought to drown hissorrows and troubles 
in stimulants. Temporary insanity followed, 
and a plunge into the river sealed his fate 
forever. The bag was identified last night 
night by A. A. in, a member of the City 
Council of Leavenworth, and the Rev. R. B. 
Brown, pastor of the Congregational Church 
of that city. Stray left Leavenworth June 5, 
and had not been heard from since. He 
went by the name of St. Ciair, and was 
known as a quiet, industrious man. A num- 
ber of letters have been received at Leaven- 
worth since his departure from that city, 
some of which were opened by the Coroner 
and revealed who the man was, and much of 
his history. His friends in the East have 
been telegraphed.

West-Bound Rates to Be Main- 
tained by the Trunk 
Lines. 


Some of the Eastern Roads Refuse to 


Report Their Emigrant 
Business. 


The Missouri Pacific Withdraws 
from the Southwestern 
Pool. 


St. Louis Ticket-Scalpers Outgeneral 
the Local Ticket Agents. 


WEST-BOUND RATES. 

The so-called Broadway agents of the 
Eastern trunk lines held a meeting at Com- 
missioner Fink’s office in New York Satur- 
day to consider irregularities in west-bound 
rates. 

A circular just issued by Commissioner 
Fink gives the following account of the pro- 
ceedings: 

“The Commissioner stated that he had 
called this meeting to consider the present 
condition of rates on west-bound business, 
he having received during the last few days 
reports that some of the roads were making 
time contracts at reduced rates. These re- 
ports were made principally against the 
‘White Line,’ and came from various 
sources. The Commissioner also stated that 
he had referred the matter to Messrs. Rutter 
and Hayden, of the New York Central 
Railroad, and that these gentlemen 
had said that they had not and 
would not authorize the making 
of any time contracts, or any interference 
with west-bound rates. A telegram was 
read from Mr. A. B. Skinner, a member of 
the White Line, who also stated that he had 
not, and would not, authorize the making of 
any time contracts. While there was a con- 
Viction on the part of some of the representa- 
tives present that reduced rates had been of- 
tered, it was decided that each of the agents 
should at once make eiforts for the strict 
maintenance of west-bound rates, and that 
the Commissioner should strictly carry out 
the existing agreement by diverting all traffic 
that was obtained by cuiting rates from any 
road west of the trunk lines that was cutting 
rates. 

“The question of a general reduction of 
west-bouud rates was then considered, and 
it was thought best not to make any redue- 
tion at present. ‘The exhibit and comparison 
of statistics revealed the fuct that 
the business during the months of 
May and June, 181, was larger 
than it wasfor the corresponding months 
last year, and that the reduced rates would 
not be likely to increase the business; but if 
i¢ should be found hereafter that rates were 
not strictly maintained, they could be re- 
duced to the lowest rate made by any lines; 
that as long as the present agreement in re- 
gard to west-bound freight existed, and it 
reyguired three months’ notice to cancel them, 
nothing could be gained by any of the trunk 
lines cutting rates, as they auld be charged 
with the fall rate, and would sooner or later 
have to make up the deticiencies of the 
other roads on the basis of full raws. Under 
the present agreements there was no heces- 
sity for any cutting of rates, as the tonnage 
of each road was determined and could not 
be increased, and the cutting of rates could 
only result to the injury of the roads 
indulging in it. In this respect 
the situation was entigely different 
from the east-bound business, where no 
agreements or division of traffic existed. 
The exhibits showed that at present, 
taking iu consideration the California busi- 
ness the New York Central were 3,842 tons 
over, the New York, Lake Erie & Western 
only 496 tons in deficit. The Pennsylvania 
Raliroad 1.732 tons over and the Baltimore & 
Ohio 5,178 tons in deficit. 

»The desire was expressed by the repre- 
sentatives that rates be strictly maintained 
on all west-bound business, @nd as west- 
bound rates have always been under the con- 
trol of the trunk lines no difficuty should be 
experienced if the trunk lines are in earnest, 
as they profess te be, to accomplish that pur- 
pose.” 


WESTERN TRUNK LINES. 

The Western Trunk Lines Association 
held a meeting yesterday in thiscity. Al- 
chough those members participating in the 
proceedings claim that nothing was done 
except the auditing of the regular monthly 
accounts, yet itis known ‘that there was un- 
der discussion a far more interesting mat- 
ter. It appears that the Eastern trunk 
take no more kindly to- 
wards the Association now than they 
did before Mr. W. II. Dixon was appointec 
Commissioner. The rules of the Associa- 
tion require that reports should be received 
from the Eastern trunk lines of the number 
of emigrants sent by them over the various 
Western routes. The Pennsylvania, the Bos- 
ton & Albany. and the Fitchburg Roads have 
agreed to make such reports. But the New 
York Central, Erie, and Baltimore & Ohio 
Roads declare that they will not report to 
the Association. Without the report or the 
coOperation from the above-named three 
lines, it will be bard work to keep the Asso- 
ciauon alive, as the diversion of business by 
those three lines over the Rock Island, which 
is not a member of the Association, will com-

STORM AT WASHINGTON.

Wasaineoron, D. C., June 27.~—The most 
violent thunder-sterm that has visited Wash- 
ington for years raged here teday with tre 
mendous fury. It was like a water-spout, 
and a great deal of damage was done. It 
had been raining very heavily through the 
afternoon, but after sundown the storm in- 
creased in fury. It is impossible to learn to- 
night how great the damage is, but reports 
that have come in from all parts of the 
city show that it was very extensive. 
Near the Treasury, one building, 
shielded by others, had its roof 
lifted. Near All Souls’ Church, on L. 
street, the roofs of several houses were torn 
from their fastenings and thrown into the 
Streets. A great many trees,were blown 
down, and a vastamount of damage done to 
pulic reservations. Extravant estimates are 
being made of the loss. It is certain that the 
dainage is very great. The only loss of life 
reported is that of a child in Georgetown, 
who was killed by failing timbers. There 
were a great many narrow escapes. The 
root of the house of Mr. Whitney, the Man- 
ager of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, was crushed in by the falling of the 
gable of a Catholic institution which ad- 
joined him, and Mr. Whitney narrowly es- 
caped with his life. The heavy timbers just 
grazed hisarm. The roof of one bouse on 


G street, near the Treasury, was blown fully 


100 feet. The Pension Building was struck 
by lightuing, and the roof was severely dam- 
aged. The roofs of the City-Hall and of the 
Masonic Temple were blown off. Several 
houses near the Church of the Ascension 
were unroofed. The roof was taken off the 
house of Paymaster McClure, There has not 
been such a tornado since the notable one of 
July 4, seven years ago

WASHINGTON, June 27.—A fearful storm 
of thunder, lightning, and wind, occompanied 
by hail, occurred here to-night. ° Some 
houses were blown down, and many un- 
roofed. Trees were torn up, and sewers 
flooded and burst.

THE WAY NOT TO CLEAN STREETS. 

The complaints against the street-cleaning 
contractor do not cease, and yet no action is 
taken by the Department of Public Works to 
compel him to do his work properly. Upona 

nuy-wise and pound-fooiish policy the 
lepartment accepted the bid of Carston Blahm 
at $24.50 per mile. Mr. Blohm simply represents 
Farmer Harms, of Court-House-fouudation 
fame. Neither of them has any practical idea 
of street-cleaning, and both were unprepared 
for the work when the contract was awarded'to 
them. Now they are going on with the work at 
a snail's pace. * do the sweeping by day, 

ile up the dirt iu little heaps, and allow it to 
fie in the streets two, three, and even four days 
atatime before an attempt is made to cart it 
away. When the removal is attempted about 
two-thirds of the dirt is scattered over the pave- 
ment again. Further than that, no oue seems 
to supervise the men, and they throw about as 
much stuff back into the street as they shovel 
into the carts. The latter leak and scatter about 
10 per cent of their loads before they get to the 
dump. This may be a good way of dcing busi- 
ness, but the public is getting very tired of it. 
The Department of Public Works is much to 
biame for this state of tnings. In the first piace, 
it commenced — The specifications were 
too loosely drawn. It is not at all improbable 
that Carston Biohm will be compelled to throw 


up his covtract, for it is largely a losing une, and 


the bondsmen will never earry it out in case 
he fails. While matters are as they are 
the streets, where they sbould be vieaned, 
are daily negiected. y are simply a 
reeking, stinking disgrace in some parts of the 
city—an eyesore to the community—and furnish 
another matter for the Citizens’ Association to 
look into. Another spell of bot weather is here, 
and the mortality will run up to a fearful rate 
unless the evils spoken of are remedied. But 
the worst has not been said. The Health-Officers 
of the Tenth and Eleventh Wards should in- 
troduce their noses into the gutters running 
along the streets north. and south from Kinzie 
street, which are unpaved, if they would get an 
adequate idea of what real filth is. It is the same 
in the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Nintb, Thir- 
— yy Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth, 
and renteenth Wards. 


The gutters are 
fiilied with a slimy, rotting, stinking 
fluid, black as ink 


underneath, but 
covered by a green scum. The streets ure 
strewn with piles of reeking garbage, and the 
stenches which go up simply beggur description. 
This is no exaggerated picture. It is easily 
verified, and any citizen who lives on these 
thickly-settied, unpaved thoroughfares can 
vouch for thetruth. This cannot always last. 
Retribution will come in the shape of epidemics, 
and then the remedy will come too late. The 
present administration is claiming great 
credit for economy, but in the protec- 
tion of the public nealth it is 
sadiy derelict. There has never been a 
time, under any Administration, when the city’s 
streets were so disgracefully dirty and pest- 
breeding at this time of year as they are at 
present. Some one is to blame, and the Mayor 
should give this matter moro serious attention 
San he has, for neither the Health or street 
Departments appear to take any interest in it.

THOMAS FINUCANE. 


HE IS UNCONDITIONALLY RELEASED FROM THE 
COUNTY JAIL. 

The much-discussed rolling-mill robbery case 
came to a sudden end yesterday morning by the 
unconditi release of Thomas Finucane from 
custody by order of Judge Anthony. The order 
was prepared by his Honor in advance of the 
con ing of the court and handed to the 
Sheriff, but it was not until about 11 o’clock that 
its promulgation was kuown, or that the pris- 
oner breathed the air of freedom. The order 
reads as follows: 

Cuicaco, June 27, 1881.—0. L. Mann, Eg. 
Sherif of Cook County: The seatence of Thomas 
Finucane having been by me suspended, you 
will please release him from your custody. 

ELLIOTT ANTHONY, 
Judge of the Superior Court, holding the Criminal 

Court of Cook County. 

Finucane’s release was a tsurprise to his 
attorneys, who straighway made for his pocket- 
book, and it also created some surprise in cer- 
tain circles, not so much, however, on account

The way in which these advertisements got 
into THe Tino is as follows: All three of 
them were inuciosed, with a dollar, in an envel- 
ope and dropped into THe TRIBUNE mail-box at 
the office-door Sunday afternoon, The envelope 
was opened by the night clerk, who registered 
the advertisements, sent them up-stuirs, and 
credited the money to the proper account. 
There was nothing in this transaction to excite 
his suspicion.

The Married Life of Mr. and Mrs. 
W. W. Taylor. 


“Hubby” Secretly Gets Divorced, but 
Does Not Quit. 


For Eight Months He Continues 
to Live with Her, 


— 


And Then Suddenly Marries a Rich Girl 
from Kentucky. 


The Defrauded Wife Seeks Restitu- 
tion in the Courts. 


A case was brought to light yesterday in Judge 
Jameson’s Court which is, to say the least, pe- 
culiar. Mary E. Taylor, through her attorneys, 
Brandt & Hoffman, petitioned the Superior 
Court to set aside the decree of divorce granted 
to aer husband, William W. Taylor, by Judge 
Jameson, Oct. 11, 1880, alleging fraud, and there- 
by hangs a most interesting tale. The facts 
gleaued from her petition and from her at- 
torneys make up the following story: 

On Sept. 24, 1880, William W. Taylor, through 
his attorney, Mr. Bowen, filed a bill for divorce 
before Judge Jameson, alleging desertion and 
crueity on the part of his wife, Mary 
E. Taylor. On the sam e day u 
summons was issued for the wife, and returned 
to the court with nor personal acceptance of it 
on the back, to which was appended what was 
alleged to be her aignature, but she declares 
positively she never saw tae summons. Chester 
Kinney, an attorney, appeared before the Court 
Oct. 1, 1880, and tiled an auswer to the bill for di- 
voree, introduced by Bowen, ansWering the ulle- 
gations iu genera! terms, and on Oct. 2, the very 
next day, withdrew the answer. Mrs. Taylor 
swears that she never saw Kinney, and never 
authorized him to represent her in the case. 

William W. Taylor is a son of the late Col. T. 
T. Taylor, of the tirm of Fisher & Taylor, livery- 
men, and is authorized to practice medicine, but 
hus done but little in his profession. The trial 
was set for Oct. 9 and Col. Taylor 
appeared to testify for his son. He swore 
that Mury A. Taylor had deserted his son, her 
husband, in September, 1878. and had not lived 
with him since. He could not live with her, as 
she had treated him cruelly and shamefully. 
Mrs. 8. E. Brant vestified that Mrs. Taylor had 
told ber that she had struck her husband. Mary 
Johuson testified to the wife's going to Michigan 
ubout two years ago and leavi her busband. 
On this evidence, substantially, Judge Jameson 
granted the divorce on the ground of desertion 
and crueity,and it was entered Oct. II. 1880, 
Neither the husband nor wife was present at the 
trial, the wife knowing nothing about it, and the 
husband, according to his father’s story, being 
sick. 

The petition filed before Judge Jameson yes- 
terday by Mary E. Tayior gives her story. 8 

was married Sept. 17, 
Taylor, ber maiden 

being Marv McCarthy. At the 

of her marriage she was employed in a millinery 
house as trimmer and designer, and received a 
salury of $20 per week, being quite an expert in 
her line. She discovered too soon that ber bus- 
band was dissipated and addicted to strong 
drink, and she was obiiged to support him, re- 
taining ber situation. In 1878 she became preg- 
nant, but kept on with her work until August of 
that year, when she was obliged to leave her 
place. Her husband insisted on ber going to her 
parents, who resided in Kalamazoo, Mich., until 
she recovered. Accordingly she went, and she 
alleges that that is the desertion complained of. 
While she was at Kalamazoo letters passed be- 
tween her and her husband very frequently. 
Mr. Brandt, one of her attorneys, showed these 
letters toa TRIBUNE reporter yesterday. They 
were couched in the

and she was referred toin the endearing terms 
customarily used by a young husband. Of these 
letters there were at least twenty or thirty. 

n November, 1878, Mrs. Taylor returned to the 
city with her child. Her husband met her at 
the depot in a back and a state of intoxication. 
They were driven to a residence on the West 
Side, where they boarded for two weeks, the 
wife paying the expenses from the little store 
she bad saved. One day she gave her husband 
$lu, and told him to go out and hire a suite of 
rooms fur them, but instead of dome so he 
spent the money for whisky and came back to 
her without a cent. A lady acquaintance of 
bers agreed to keep her and her chiid during the 
winter of that year, and she remained with her 
until Mareb, 1879. In the meantime her husband 
lived with his parents, but came to see her and 
ber child almost every day. After leaving her 
ludy,Triend’s une rented rooms in the Porter 
Block, on Clark street, and boarded her brother. 
Her husband continued to live with his people., 
but kept up his visits to her regularly. often re- 
maining overnight. in the spring of 15879 she 
seut ber child to Kalamazoo and resumed ber 
work at gh a week. In November of the 
same year Mrs. Taylor engaged apartments on 
the North Side, and her mother and brother 
came to live with her. Shortly after she was es- 
tablished her husband returned to live with her, 
and his habits of dissipation and drunkenness 
soon drove her relatives from her, very much 
disgusted. In the spring of 188) they rented 
rooms at 1402 Michigan avenue and took up their 
abode there. In the fall ber salary was raised to 
$25 per weck, the amount she is drawing at the 
present time. Sbe and Taylor lived together on 
Michigan avenue as busband and wife, and she 
was often called upon to redeem articies of 
clothes and jewelry belonging to herself and 
friends that be had pawned to get money for 
whisky. Among tbese articles was a locket 
given her baby by her father. Oftentimes ber 
husband would leave her and come back almost 
naked, and his parents would have to take him 
and cloth him, but her strong attachment for 
him kept them together. 

WHEN THEY WERE MARRIED 

his parents opposed the match, on the ground 
that she was a poor girl, and they always dis- 
liked her, laying their son’s dissipation at her 
door. The divorce was obtained while he was 
living with ber as ber husband, and she knew 
nothing about it. She was supporting Tay- 
lor at the time it was procured. Last May 
they took a house together at No. 
575 Wabash avenue. The decree was 
granted six months before thattime. During 
the — month her busband left suddenly 
for Lancaster, Ky., without letting her know 
where he bad gone. She received a letter from 
him sbortly after bis departure, bowever, in 
which he addressed her as bis Dear, pure 
wife,” and signed himself “ Your affectionate 
husband.“ Tais occurred five months after the 
divorce was granted. Oneof these letters was 
written May II. exactly seven months after the 
granting of the divorce, and was extravagantly 
affectionate. 

Taylor returned home May 13, and took up bis 
resideace at the petitioner’s house, living with 
her as her husband and running the éstablish- 
ment. His father died very suddenly May 24, 
and, after that, he straightened up for a time, 
but soon fell back into his oid habits 
of dissipation. One day Mrs. Taylor was 
talking to Matt Fisher, Col. Taylor's 
former partner in the livery business, anc he in- 
cidentaily referred to “ the divorce.“ She im- 
mediately asked waat divorce he referred to, 
and when he saw she knew nothing of it he hur- 
riedly changed the subject. She asked Taylor 
about it afterwards, but he told her he knew 
nothing of any divorce. His parents might have 
imposed on him some time when he was drunk, 
but he had no recollection of any such proceed- 

To make sure, be said, they could very 
easily get a license and be married a second 
time. In September of last yeur he told her his 
mother would give him $2,000 if she would sign 
a paper relinguishing all claim on him. As he 
had beech such a burden to her she was glad to 
see a chance for him to get some money of his 
own, and she cheerfully consented to this. Soon 
after he brought her a puper and she signed it 
without readi it, believing it to be the release 
he referred to. In all probab¥liew it was the 
summons toappear before the court in the di- 
vorce suit. 

Last month Taylor was called to Kentucky, 
where his mother was lying ill. While absent he 
sent two telegrams to Mary Taylor. One was 
signed * Husband,“ and the other coutained the 
message, ** Home Tuesday. Get license. The 


license referred to Wasa marriage license au- 


thorizing them to remarry. When he returned 
he said nothing about the license, but continued 
to live with her at ber house un W abash avenue 
as her lawful husband. On the night of June 
II. just eight months after the decree of divorce 
had been granted, they retired as usual. In the 
middle ot tne night Taylor arose and said that 
bis nother was sick. and he could not remain ali 
night. That is tne last time she saw him. 

One shortly after that she met the minis- 
ter who married them, and he told her that 
be bad it from very good autburity that a lawyer 
named Bowen had procured a divorce for 
husband from der on the ground of
